I2ULES OF ORDER. 


I. Morning or Evening Prayer shall be said before the Council proceeds 
to business. The Holy Eucharist shall be celebrated on the first or second: 
day of the session, under'the direction of the Bishop, or daily, if so ordered 
by him. 

II.- During the Sessions, Morning and Evening Prayer shall be said daily 
under the direction of the Bishop, or of a Presbyter presiding. Special devo- 


tions, intercessions and prayers shall always be in order at the discretion of 
the President. 


III. The Council having been organized according to the requirements of 
the Diocesan Canons (Title I., Can. 2, § 5), the following Standing Commit- 
tees shall be appointed by the President, and the matter proper to each shall 
be presented and referred respectively : 

1. On the Constitution, Canons, and Rules of Order. 


2. On the Admission of Churches into Union with the Council; to con- 
sist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 


3. On Finance, to which shall be referred the reports and accounts of the 
Trustees of the Christmas Fund, of the Treasurer of the Diocese, 
and of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund; to consist of two Cler- 
gymen and three Laymen. 


4. On the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate ; to consist of three Laymen. 


5. On the Reports of the Board of Education, and Board of Diocesan 
Missions; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman. 
6. On the Report of the Trustees of DeVeaux College; to consist of one 


Clergyman and two Laymen. 


7- On non-Reporting Clergy and Parishes; to consist of three Clergy- 
men. 

8. On the General Theological Seminary, and the Society for the Promo- 
tion of Religion and Learning in the State of New York; to con- 
sist of two Clergymen and one Layman. 

g. On Urgent and Unfinished Business. 


10. On Reports and Reporters. 
IV. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion of the 


Bishop, at any time during the session of the Council, to consist of such 
members as the Bishop may direct: 
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On Church Property, Parsonages and Clerical Support 
Archives and Annals. 

The Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 

Beneficence and Works of Piety. 

Sunday Schools.

V. All Committees shall sit and deliberate in private ; and the same rule 
shall apply to Tellers in the count of votes. 

No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for printing 
unless so directed by a vote of the Council, or unless the Committee recom- 
mend some legislation in regard thereto. 


VI. Motions, Notices, and Resolutions to be considered by the Council 
may be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Commit- 
tees, and called for the matters to be respectively referred tothem. But the 
Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at any time. 


VII. On the second and every succeeding day of the Council, after Divine 
Service, the Order of Business shall not be changed without the consent of 
two-thirds of the members present, which Order of business shall be as 


follows: 
1. Calling of the Roll of the Council 
2. Reading the Minutes of the preceding day. 
3. Report of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 
4. Reports of the Standing Committees of the Council. 
5. Reports from Special Committees 
6. Unfinished Business. 
7. Motions, Resolutions, and Miscellaneous Business. 


VIII. The order of the day for every annual meeting of the Council at 
10 o'clock, A. M., on the second day shall be the election of the Standing 
Committee, and of Deputies to the General Convention, and the election of 
any persons to supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund for 
the Support of the Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial 
Fund, and of De Veaux College; also of the Treasurer of the Council. 


IX. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from 
the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


X. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded ; and when sec- 
onded it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any 
mem ber. 

XI If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, 
‘they may be separated at the call of any member into so many several 


motions. 
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XII. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (3) to 
postpone it to a certain time. (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend ; and motions 
for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus named. 


XIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate ; and if it be negatived, it 
shall not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 


XIV. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by.the 
sound of voices ; but any member may require a count of the votes; or pre- 
vious to a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas and 
nays to be taken, which shall be done by calling the, names of the Clerical 
members, and the names of Churches and Missions represented ; and the 
votes shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may be taken 3 
by orders on the call of any five members, and when so taken the votes shall 
be recorded in like manner. 


XVI. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the 
same question without leave of the House. 


XVII. A question, once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor 
without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on 
said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVIII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the Chair. 


é- 

XIX. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to 
vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded, 
without record of a motion to that effect made on a previous day. 


XX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XXI._ If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to preside ; or 
the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary of the pre- 
ceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or Senior 
Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the 
Council has been organized. Then a President pro tempore shall be elected 
from among the Presbyters present, who shall make the appointments 
ordinarily assigned to the Bishop, or under his direction. 


XXII. The Council shall open its sessions at 9.30 A. M., and unless other- 
wise ordered, to take a recess from I to 3 P. M., and from 5.30 to 7.30 P. M.

REPORT: 


During the year there have been two meetings of the committee, one in 
Geneva, on the 21st of June, 1899, at which a plan of action was adopted, 
and the other in Buffalo, upon the 14th of May, 1900. In the interim much 
work was done in the way of correspondence, and much information gained 
upon the books of instruction used in the various schools. A tabulated list, 
enclosed with this report, of such systems was sent to each member of the 
committee, and at the last meeting consultation was held upon the same, 
resulting in the following action: 


Resolved, It is the sense of this committee, in view of the fact that out of 
sixty reporting parishes more than one-half are using the Joint Diocesan 
Series, which system is in use in more than 5,000 Sunday Schools in the 
American Church, that the Bishop be requested to take such steps as he may 
think best to bring this system into universal use in the Diocese. It is also 
recommended that one clergyman and one layman be appointed to meet 
with the Joint Diocesan Committee, to represent this Diocese in the board. 
It is asked that this report be adopted and the committee be discharged.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE BISHOP 
COXE MEMORIAL HALL. | 


The resolution of the Council under which your Committee was appointed 
provides: 


That the Special Committee be authorized to take immediate action for 
raising money for the Memorial Hall and to erect such a building in accord- 
ance with designs approved by them. 


As originally named, the members of this Committee were : 


James M. Smith Henry W. Nelson, Wm H. Walker, W. D. Doty, Augus- 
tus de Peyster, Robt. E Jones, R. R. Converse, Francis Lobdell, S. H. 
Hammond, J. A. Regester. Charles McLouth, and James W. Ashton. 


As this list is read, it will be noticed that there are several who are not 
here to answer to their names. The hand of death has taken from the Com- 
mittee three of its most interested members, the Rev. Doctors Lobdell and 
Doty, and Judge James M. Smith. 


In their stead the Committee has secured the co-operation of the Rev. Dr. 
Washburn, Mr. Hiram W. Sibley and Mr. Daniel Beach. 


There have been five meetings during the year. 


The Rev. Dr. Washburn, of Rochester, was requested to act as agent in 
raising the money that was required. An illustrated circular, prepared by 

him, was sent to each Rector in the Diocese, submitting the proposed method 
for securing this money. Personal appeal was made to specially interested 
friends throughout the Diocese for pledges, to be paid in two installments. 


By authorization of the Bishop. the Igth of November, 1899, was 


appointed as the Sunday upon which all the congregations should be invited 
to make an offering for the Memorial 


Later, with the cordial endorsement and help of Bishop Huntington, 
appeal was made to fifty friends in the Central Diocese. Approach was also 
made to former parishioners of Bishop Coxe in Baltimore, New York and 
Hartford, and finally, the project was thrown open to churchmen every- 
where, through the columns of the press. 


The returns from all sources to-day aggregate $25,000.00 Of this sum 
more than four-fifths came from individual subscribers. The parochial con- 
tributions have reached the figure of $4,062.77. These contributions have 
come from 83 parishes; there are yet 50 parishes and missions to be heard 
from. 
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In conference with the Building Committee of the Trustees of Hobart 
College, much careful study has been given to the problem of the most 
desirable location, style of architecture, building material, and accommoda- 
tions, and as the result, your committee have selected Messrs Clinton & 
Russell, of New York, as the architects; and have adopted a design, with 
plans and specifications drawn up by them. Sketches of the accepted 
scheme have been made and are in your hands. 


The location for this building, on the campus of Hobart College, will 
exhibit it to great advantage. 

Preliminary estimates have been submitted on these plans, and it appears 
likely that the $25,000 oo provided will be sufficient to construct the exterior 
of the building, leaving the interior to be finished later, richly or simply as 
the amounts yet to be received toward the sum proposed and required of 
$30,000.00 shall warrant.

The following amendment to the Constitution and Canons 
of the Diocese was offered by the Rev. Mr. Gatley and 
referred to the Standing Committee of the same: 


Title I, Canon 13, Section 1, to be numbered paragraph 8: 


When more than one Church or Chapel, ministered to by more than one 
settled Pastor, shall be united under one Vestry, such Church or Chapel 
shall be entitled to one lay delegate, who shall have a vote in the Diocesan 
Council; such delegate to be chosen by the Vestry from among the regular 
Communicants of such Church or Chapel who are entitled to vote at the 
annual parish election. 


The following amendment to the Constitution and Canons 
of the Diocese was offered by the Rev. Mr. Gaviller, and 
referred to the same Committee: 


Resolved, That Sub-section No. 2 of Section No. IV of Canon No. Eight, 
Title No. 1, be and is hereby amended by the insertion immediately after the 
words ‘‘ together with” of the words ‘‘ The Bishop of the Diocese,” also by 
the insertion after the word ‘‘ Vacancies,” ‘‘ The Bishop shall be ex-officio 
Chairman of the Missiqnary Board.” 


The following resolution, offered by the Rev. Mr. Duff, 
was referred to the same Committee: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this Council that the Bishop of the Diocese 
is considered ex-officio a member of all boards and committees constituted by 
the Canon or Council, except where it shall be expressly provided to the con- 
trary. 7 
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The Rev. Mr. Gilliat presented the following resolution 
with reference to bequest to S. John’s Church, Ellicottville, 
and on motion of the Rev. Mr. Berry the resolution was 
adopted and the persons nominated therein to be Trustees 
were elected: 


WHEREAS, by an Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, passed 
January 16, 1874, the Right Rev. A. Cleveland Coxe, the Rev. Francis 
Granger and Charles McCoy were created Trustees with power to receive 
from Bethuel McCoy such sum of momey as he might grant or bequeath to 
them for the purposes provided in the Act, to wit: to invest the money at 
lawful interest and annually pay the income thereof to the Church Wardens 
and Vestrymen of S. John’s Church of Ellicottville forever for the support of 
their Clergyman, and 


WHEREAS, the said Bethuel McCoy did pay to said Trustees the sum of 
One Thousand Dollars for the aforesaid purpose and the other purposes men- 
tioned in said Act, and 


WuerEAs, said fund is still intact and now invested in a bond and mort- 
gage of $1,000 co, and 


WHEREAS, the said Trustees named in the Act are all dead, and power is 
given by the third section of the Act to the Annual Diocesan Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Western New York to fill 
all vacancies which may from time to time occur in said Board of Trustees, 
therefore, 


Resolved, That the Right Reverend, the Bishop of the Diocese, the Reverend 
Minister in charge, and Dr. William B. Johnston, of Ellicottville, N. Y., be 
appointed the Trustees of said fund in pursuance of said Act.

enhanced were the Diocese able to secure the services of a Missionary able 
to give his entire time to this work within its borders.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DE LANCEY. 
SCHOOL FORMSIRGS, 


The De Lancey School for Girls has been in successful operation in Geneva, 
N. Y., for more than twenty years. In 1888 the school was incorporated 
under the Regents of New York State. Ten years ago the present principal 
of the school, Miss Smart, took charge. She was encouraged in this 
decision by Bishop Coxe, Mr. W. B. Douglass and others, The two former 
engaging to furnish, subject to conditions, one thousand dollars each, with 
the understanding that the school should be, and remain, under the super- 
vision of the Diocese. 


Relying upon these promises, she leased the present property for five 
years, and then bought it of Mr. William Smith. It consists of six or seven 
acres of land advantageously located in the city of Geneva; a spacious 
building crowns the hill. This property was considered worth twenty 
thousand dollars. When she leased the place, Miss Smart prevailed upon 
Mr. Smith to erect an addition to the building, and make other improve- 
ments at a cost of five thousand dollars, and when she purchased it she 
secured it all thus improved for the sum of fifteen thousand dollars. This 
amount was arranged for in the following manner: a mortgage for seven 
thousand five hundred dollars was taken by the Rochester Savings Bank, 
the rate of interest being five per cent.; another mortgage for twenty-five 
hundred dollars was taken by Mr. Smith, the rate of interest being six per 
cent. Through personal solicitation Miss Smart secured from twenty-five 
friends the gift of twenty-five hundred dollars, and from Mr. Smith another 
gift of twenty-five hundred dollars. 


It will be recalled that some years earlier the school had been incorpo- 
rated; the title therefore to the property was vested in three trustees; Mr. 
P. N. Nicholas, Mr. H. B Graves and Miss M. S. Smart. The twenty-five 
friends who subscribed twenty-five hundred dollars did so on conditions set 
forth in the trust deed running to A. L. Chew, President of First National 
Bank. These conditions were that the school should be under the auspices 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church; that said corporation shall assume and 
agree to pay two mortgages on the premises aggregating $10,000, and shall 
maintain upon the premises a Church School for girls until such time as the 
Diocese in which said school is situated shall, at its option, purchase the 
same for a Diocesan school for girls at a price equal to the then outstanding 
obligations of said De Lancey School (said option to purchase by the Diocese 
not to exceed, however, five years from the date hereof). And if at any 
time prior to the expiration of said five years the said Diocese shall have 
neglected or refused to purchase said premises, and it shall be found by 
said De Lancey school necessary or desirable to sell the said premises to any 
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person or persons other than the Diocesan authorities, then, and in that 
event, the said De Lancey School shall repay to the aforenamed subscribers 
from the avails of said sale the several sums subscribed by each, not to 
exceed, however, the price realized by such sale after paying the then 
existing indebtedness, if any, etc. 


Mr. A. L. Chew, as trustee for the subscribers, was authorized to enforce 
the conditions. And upon the faithful performance of these conditions his 
trusteeship was to cease. 


One of the $1,000 promises was unfortunately withheld because of the 
expiration of the time limit put upon it. The promise of the other $1,000 
proved to mean a loan from diocesan tunds, and was never claimed. The 
school has no endowments ; its source of revenue is from receipts for pupils. 
There have been, year by year, grants of small amounts for scholarships 
from a few friends. All charges for salaries and repairs and running 
expenses and interest on mortgages have been met these past five years. 
There is no debt to-day except the mortgages. Miss Smart has served with- 
out compensation, and has put into the work not only her unrecompensed 
services, but also an outlay of five hundred dollars annually from her pri- 
vate purse. The number of pupils might readily be increased, provided 
an interest in the institution could be awakened throughout the Diocese, 
and with such increase the receipts would suffice for all legitimate expenses 
except the interest on the mortgages. The record of the school, education- 
ally, is of the best; the Regents of the State have commented favorably 
upon the character of the work done. They rank the institution as an 
academy. Girls graduated here are received without examination at the 
foremost colleges of the land. An Alumnz Association has been formed, 
and a loyal spirit of enterprise animates it. Its members have set out to 
raise $1,000 towards the payment for the property. They already have 
secured $200. The date upon which the option of the Diocese expires is 
the 25th of March, Igoo. 


Arrangements have been made, however, to provisionally extend the time 
unti*this report could be made to the Council, and its judgment and inten- 
tions in the matter be definitely declared. Further, your committee have 
been distinctly. informed by the trustees of the De Lancey School for Girls 
(and they wish the fact to be known throughout the Diocese) that they have 
decided that the school shall continue to be carried on under the present 
management, even in the event of adverse action on the part of the Council 
respecting the option offered it. 


It should be observed that Miss Smart is willing to remain in charge of 
the school in case the Diocese accepts it, though she desires it to be under- 
stood that she is quite willing to retire if so it seems best. 

To anticipate the question that may naturally suggest itself—just what 
does your committee mean when it asks to have the De Lancey School for 
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Girls taken over as a Diocesan School? What in their view is the measure 
of responsibility which the Diocese would be asked to assume? In answer 
your committee would point to St. Mary’s Diocesan School for Girls in New 
Hampshire as fairly illustrating, in their judgment, all the essentials of 
responsibility and relationship that would be implied or incurred by the 
change. This school (St. Mary’s) is directly governed by a board of trustees, 
of which the Bishop is ex-officio the president. 

The school reports annually to the Diocesan Council, but the Diocese has 
no formal liability whatever forits maintenance. The gifts for the purchase 
of the property and establishment of the school were conditioned in general 
terms upon the school being conducted as a church school. 


In conclusion, your committee would reeommend— 


First, That the trustees of the school be requested to extend for another 
year the date of expiration of the option. 


SECOND, That this Council approve of the establishment of the De Lancey 
School for Girls as a Diocesan school, provided sufficient funds can be se- 
cured by the trustees to remove all debt from the property in question. 


THIRD, That this Council formally commend the De Lancey School for 
Girls to the liberal patronage of church families throughout the Diocese. 


FourTH, That the present committee be continued to codperate with the 
trustees in securing the needed funds.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


There were found to be referred to this committee for consideration four 
suggestions or propositions occurring in the various reports : 


1. That an agent be appointed to visit the delinquent parishes, to pre- 
sent the claims of the Episcopate Fund. This has met the approval of the 


committee, with the suggestion that said agent be appointed by the Standing 
Committee. 


2. That the Standing Committee be authorized to consider and exercise 
its judgment in the matter of compromise with those parishes which are in 
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arrears, and which are manifestly unable to pay their assessments. Ap- 
proved. 


3. The resolution that the Treasurer of the Diocese report to each parish 
one week before the Council, a statement of its contributions toward its 
assessments, does not seem to lay any great burden upon him, and is, there- 
fore, recommended. 


4. Involving an increase in the rate of assessment. There seems to this 
committee no other way to meet the requirements of the Episcopate Fund, 
and the recommendation of an increase of assessment on the parish expenses 
is therefore approved; but, in view of the present deficiency, the suggestion 
is made that those parishes which have paid the principal in full, and are 
therefore free from assessment, make at least one voluntary offering for this 


purpose for the coming year.

Reverend Brethren of the Clergy, Brethren of the Latty : 


Again have we gathered at the altar to adore our 
Redeemer and to partake of the feast of love. Again are 
our hearts cheered by the comforts which come from our 
Mother the Church in Her holy ministrations. Each year 
Her interests and Her usefulness are the subjects which 
engross our thought. Ot course there is much of business 
routine, much that has to do with the mere external matters 
of the kingdom, but yet none of us can come to this Coun- 
cil, year after year, without recognizing that he has a solemn 
and responsible part in the welfare of that great commun- 
ion and fellowship which is in God’s good time to have 
sway in the whole world. 

Canons are certainly necessary to the good order of our 
sacred organization; and they have for their purpose the 
weal and the peace of all. They speak for righteousness 
and harmonious brotherhood, and consistent relationships. 
Them we must regulate and conform to new plans and 
changing conditions, and in their enactment we will ever 
aim, as Christian men, to be swayed neither by prejudice nor 
by self-will. They are for the government of God’s holy 
Church and shall be recognizéd by us as sacred things with 
which we may not deal irreverently or lightly. 
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But there is a higher view to take of the Annual Council. 
It should be to us, in a sense, a means of grace. We begin 
its deliberations asking the guidance of the Holy Ghost. 
We seek strength in the blessed Sacrament of the Altar. 
We come together clasping hands ina sympathetic fellow- 
ship. We view it, provided we view it rightly, as a very 
Agape. Clergy and laity meet on the same plane, and com- 
mune together, heart to heart. 

The interests of the Kingdom, the honor of Our Lord, 
the winning to Him of those away from Him, the testimony 
for righteousness and all that pertains to God and God’s 
will and work; these are the themes which should engross 
the thought and fire the desire of all. Ye are therefore a 
holy assembly, a royal priesthood, a peculiar people. 

With such a sense of the aim and end of this gathering 
we will all feel it high privilege to be here and to be par- 
takers in its duties. 

I cannot recognize, as is the tendency of some, that it is 
but a business meeting, that it is an annual gathering for 
the straightening and settling of questions which are purely 
external and material in the Church’s work. To me it is 
something nobler than that. It isa communion of a group 
of God’s earnest children in the Diocese, summoned to pro- 
mote in every way His glory and the extension of His rule 
in the hearts of men. 

If we have come to this gathering in such a spirit we 
shall have deep consciousness of great responsibility, we 
shall have asked guidance in our private prayers as well as 
in the public devotions in this Church. We shall have felt 
that the poor wit which we bring to bear upon the work 
shall be feeble indeed, unless strengthened by this contact 
with Him who is the Church’s Head. 


THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS, I9QOO. 4I 


NECROLOGY. 


Asa Diocese heavy bereavement has come to us in the 
year past. Among those who always appeared upon this 
floor, interested, active, helpful and wise, were two godly 
men, whose names at once come to your minds. 

First.—The Rev. Francis Lobdell, D. D., LL. D., rector of 
Trinity Church, Buffalo. As 1 mention him I recall qualities 
in the man which were winning and graceful. None could 
see him standing, either here or in his place in the church 
he so loved, without feeling that God had endowed him 
with an attractive personality. His fine presence, his rich 
voice, his alert mind, his kindliness of tone, certainly excited 
admiration in those who stood in his presence. As rector 
of Trinity Church, through God’s blessing, he achieved 
remarkable results. He came to its charge at a time when 
there was spiritual depression, and, I think, a certain degree 
of financial confusion. Soon, under his admirable executive 
force and conciliatory administration a better order came. 
A large debt was extinguished, the Church was beautified, 
earnest practical work was inaugurated, and dignified and 
beautiful services adopted. He chose wise men to be his 
counsellors and helpers, and he interested a large and influ- 
ential band of people in the concerns of the Church of God. 
He was the pastor, faithful, untiring, genial. His sermons 
were singularly helpful and beautiful. The cheerful spirit 
of the man carried sunshine into very many homes where 
care and sorrow had cast their shadows. As the first Arch- 
deacon of Buffalo he filled the office with dignity, and it 
called from him a great deal of labor and self-sacrifice. He 
performed the duties—receiving not one dollar’s compensa- 
tion therefor—con amore. He was always welcome in the 
different Missions which he visited, and his pleasant man- 
ners and sympathetic counsel were very helpful in the 
struggling days of several of our new Church communities. 
His is a fragrant name in many places where Christian 
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people with difficult conditions have been laboring to build 
Christ’s Church. 

The fersonal testimony which I have to offer is that of 
one who, coming fresh into the Diocese as its Bishop, had 
a cordial welcome and a loyal support. Often did he seek 
my counsel on questions touched with difficulty. Ever did 
he conform to my expressed wishes, and never did he act 
contrary to the advice given by me. On many matters of 
common interest we counselled together, and it was ever 
gratifying to me to note the directness and sagacity with 
which he reached conclusions. His ability to weigh the 
different features of a question and to give sober judgment 
was remarkable. In this, to my mind, lay much of his power 
in gathering about him so many who were influential in the 
world of Butftalo. 

I, with you, sorrow deeply at the loss of a brother, faith- 
ful and beloved in the Lord. 

Second.—The Rev. William D’Orville Doty, D. D., was 
to me a friend of more than a quarter of a century. As 
young men in the Ministry we clasped hands. He was my 
senior in the priesthood by several years, but nevertheless 
we felt near to each other. Many who are here know of 
his charming, large-hearted qualities. As the man he was 
tolerant, gracious, ever ready to do all in his power for any 
whom he could help or could relieve of a burden. He was 
untiring in his devotion to every portion of his work. The 
Church was precious to him, it was his life. His studies and 
thoughts and labors were all centred in it. He was narrow | 
enough, if you will call it narrow,—I do not—to be the priest 
surrendered wholly to the priest’s work, without affiliation 
to the world or conformity to a secular spirit. He had no 
hobbies, no pet studies or occupations, no*personal amuse- 
ments. Meddling with civic questions, self-surrender to the 
charms of secret organizations, devotion to athletic sports 
were not characteristics of this man of God. He felt that 
the consecration of the priesthood was an entire offering of 
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the man to its duties, responsibilities, privileges, awful 
service. And so no man can say that he was not at his post, 
that he was not ready to fulfil any obligation when the sum- 
mons came. 

Nor were his thoughts and labors confined to the mem- 
bers of his parish. People in every part of Rochester, who 
had no linking to this Church of ours, honored him, because 
they knew that in any way possible he was willing to serve 
them. One broad-hearted characteristic of Dr. Doty was 
his deep interest in the Mission work of the Church. What- 
ever was going on in the Diocese, or in any part of our 
Mission field, he was ever enthusiastically interested in. It 
was not as a policy that he had this passion for Church 
extension; but it seemed to be a rooted principle and a 
delight of his soul. Narrow parochialism found no place 
in his thought. That the Saviour’s “ way might be known 
upon the earth, His saving health among all nations” was 
his longing. 

None of us can look upon that splendid monument of his 
years of labor—Christ Church, Rochester—without feeling 
that his hfe as leader, shepherd and priest was success. The 
stately building, stirring in any who enter its portals a sense 
of reverence and awe, has been as a benediction during 
these years since it was reared—for hosts of God's people. 
The earnest sermons by that man of God from its pulpit 
have done much to build in Christian living large numbers 
of the young and the energetic, who are pressing forward 
into useful and commanding positions in the world. The 
enthusiastic piety, which had cheerfulness and hopefulness 
in it, which helped to make the world in its harder issues a 
more happy abode, and which showed religion as a system 
of realities, not caprices or dreams, was the tone of the 
teaching of my beloved deceased brother. He was mani- 
festly and always absolutely practical, and yet the poetic 
side of religion and of preaching was singularly presented 
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in his ministrations of the pulpit. I cannot but feel that the 
instruction and the life of the man has told upon the lives of 
more than the usual number, that are affected by a pastor’s 
influence, in the work of Dr. Doty as rector of Christ Church. 

We stand over his grave to-day and must feel that the 
sentence of our Lord may be truly uttered of him, “‘ Well 
done, good and faithful servant.” 

Of one other godly priest of this Diocese who has gone 
to Paradise within the year, 1 must speak. The Reverend 
Melancthon C. Hyde was co-laborer with you and me here 
through many a year. Gentleness, scholarship, devotion 
characterized him throughout his ministry. His later years 
were years of suffering, and yet with a singular courage, 
amid pain and feebleness, he aimed to stand at his post until 
very near the end. At times when the spirit was willing 
the flesh proved weak. With tenderness do his people in 
each of his cures refer to him. They recognize in him the 
Shepherd who led a godly life. The beautiful patience and 
the hearty piety of their Rector won their hearts and influ- 
enced their lives. To them religion as represented by him 
was reality. He was a pattern indeed. 

I shall never forget that scene in which I had privilege to 
take part as [ stood at his bedside half a dozen hours before 
he fell asleep. It seemed to me the going forth of a soul 
to clasp the Master's hand for eternity. He made gladsome 
profession of his love tor and trust in his Saviour. He gave 
testimony regarding the joy he had found in the Holy 
Church of the living God. He declared his hope of heaven 
at last. There was the glaring eye, there was the cooling 
hand, there were the quickening heart-throbs of the dying 
man. But there was the beaming face and the glow of a 
soul that knew in whom it had believed. He was com- 
mended in the Church's prayer to the everlasting arms, 
there was the final hand-clasp and benediction from his 
Bishop, and in a few hours life’s fitful fever was over, and 
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Paradise was reached. God be thanked for the good 
example of His saints who have “departed this life in His 
faith and fear.”’ | 

I turn now from the ranks of the clergy to those of the 
laity, and I recall two who have gone out from us into the 
world beyond, who were in and out among us through long 
years. I refer to the Chancellor of this Diocese, Judge 
James M. Smith, LL. D., and to the Senior Warden of St. 
James’’Church, Batavia, Mr. Gad B. Worthington. 

Of the first it may be said that he was pre-eminently a 
commanding influence in the Diocese. His splendid ser- 
vices, without compensation, as the adviser of the Bishop 
and the Council cannot be measured. [ think none can have 
listened to him in this Body, when giving decisions of diff- 
cult questions, without being impressed with the clear brain 
and the just tone of mind which characterized him. Fre- 
quently have clergymen with puzzling problems sought him 
for advice, and always did he give a courteous attention to 
the matters brought before him, and with painstaking care 
aid in the settling of the questions presented. 

Often has a parish, when problems of its self-sovernment 
perplexed its people, obtained from him the counsel which 
made satisfactory settlement of the points at issue and 
established peace where turmoil was imminent. 

Often has the Bishop turned to him in legal concerns and 
matters of policy, and found in him always the able and 
competent adviser. I personally must speak here my pro- 
found sense of the great comfort and help he was to me. 
On coming into the Diocese I found many things which 
needed careful adjustment, and his aid was all that could be 
asked. And it was so heartily and conscientiously given 
that it was always pleasure to be in his company. 

As the devout Churchman, loving the Divine zustitution, 
and finding in it spiritual satisfaction; and as the earnest 
Communicant his name is a bright one among us. He was 
the generous friend of the Church, glad to give his propor- 
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tion for the support and for the development of all rightful 
enterprises brought to his knowledge. Many a mission and 
many a new parish, in the days of their weakness, acquired 
strength through his generous giving. His good works do 
follow him. 

As the citizen, interested in the welfare of Buffalo, its 
eleemosynary, literary and social institutions, he was noted; 
and all felt when he departed this life that a useful and hon- 
ored member of the body politic was taken. 

I could give touching testimony, from a personal experi- 
ence, of the truenéss of the man asa genuine friend. His 
loyalty and heartiness in this relation were peculiarly beau- 
tiful and emphatic. None who had the privilege of such an 
intimacy could help admiring and loving him. To me he is 
a loss almost irreparable. I felt | could not refrain, even 
here, giving expression to this my appreciation of his per- 
sonal friendship and his generous kindness. 

Mr. Worthington was one of the earnest Chucchared of 
this Diocese, who fora long series of years gave himself 
with a strong devotion to its interests. He was liberal in 
giving and active in many of its enterprises. In his own 
parish for a considerable period he was the leader. All that 
was for its good he had deeply at heart. In its practical 
affairs he showed wisdom and devotion. In the larger work 
of the Diocese he was sought for, and its honors were 
bestowed on him generously through many years. He 
represented it in the General Council of the Church again 
and again. Onits Standing Committee he had a place year 
after year. To my distinguished predecessor he was a 
comfort and a help, and was recognized as one.of the godly. 
laymen of the Diocese. | 

It was not my privilege to see or know much of him since 
I came to Western New York. Through infirm health he. 
was compelled, before my arrival in the Diocese, to surren- 
der his place in the various otfices filled by him so honorably 
and efficiently. In the days of his retirement he was missed 
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by many who with him in earlier times had prominent 
part in the good work of the Diocese. To very many who 
were hand in hand with him in the past his is a fragrant 
name, and Western New York mourns the loss of a faithful . 
and good man. 


VISTEA TIONS. 


I have been more than ever cheered in my visitations 
throughout the Diocese during the year past, and especially 
during my tours in the recent winter and spring. Notwith- 
standing the almost incessant inclement weather, in nearly 
every parish and mission there were larger congregations 
than ever to greet me—and larger offerings for theological 
education were received. And the courtesies and affection- 
ate kindnesses shown me everywhere by clergy and people 
simply warmed my heart and gave me great strength for 
the work. 

It has not been labor. It has been refreshing, cheering 
duty. As I stated in my first address to this Council, when 
referring to the xeedlessness of a Diocesan division for many 
a year, the easy methods of travel, the frequent trains every- 
where, the comforts meeting one at each point make the 
work of the Diocese—when a man has health—very simple, 
and easy of fullaccomplishment. So say I to-day, inthe more 
vigorous health and the better knowledge that has come with 
these years of experience within our borders, that I ought 
not and do not ask relief. It is absolutely unnecessary. The 
reasons presented in that address, I am told by many of my 
brethren, have the same force to-day, some obviously inspired 
articles in the newspapers notwithstanding. During the 
year | have visited nearly every parish and mission once, 
about half of them a second time, and many three and four 
times. I have brought much of the work down to a level, 
where are well-lubricated grooves. And the Episcopal and 
Clerical functions required are, thank God, more than 
accomplished through His constant blessing. 
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It is with a very glad heart that I am able to make these 
declarations. Arrears of work that had accumulated dur- 
ing the interim before my coming to you and which had 
‘to be grappled with as I was keeping abreast of the needs of 
each day—so far as my knowledge goes are cleared away— 
and in the coming months | shall at times have time on my 
hands without definite engagement. 

I presume this results from the fact that I have systema- 
tized the duties of my office after a fair fashion. 

Services attended and sermons and addresses delivered 
were more numerous than last year. Nearly a hundred 
persons more were Confirmed than in the twelve-month 
previous, and yet very many of the classes were much 
smaller. The secret of the matter is that I visited many 
more places. The record of work is as follows:

ARCHDEACONRIES. 


The Mission work of the Diocese has encouraging sides. 
The offerings of the parishes therefor, however, are not 
increasing as, I think all will confess, they ought. There 
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are points where we should lift our banner. Lack of funds 
is the hindrance. 7 

In the Archdeaconry of Buffalo new work has been 
entered upon. Regular services are now held at Ripley 
and Gowanda. In these places it isa revival of old enter- 
prises, dead for years. The encouragement for the workers 
is very large. It is cheering thus to see healthier blossoms 
than ever breaking out on the old boughs. 

The openings for extensive work at Perry, Silver Springs 
and among the Indians on the Reservation near Irving—at 
each place regular, if not very frequent, services are carried 
on now—will be described by Archdeacon Bragdon. 

It has been gratifying to me that he with two others of 
the clergy—Rev. Messrs. Faber and Gatley—in accordance 
with the Bishop’s suggestion of last year, made a Missionary 
tour among towns where we have not as yet a foothold. 
The visitation by these Reverend brethren was not without 
happy fruit. I am grateful to them for engaging with a 
hearty enthusiasm in this genuine pioneer work and giving 
the Church an opportunity to bear her witness for pure 
religion. The interesting details of this itinerant labor | 
leave to the Archdeacon to unfold. 

Iam especially glad that in this portion of the Diocese 
there is strenuous effort made to provide frequent com- 
munions for each Mission—even the humblest. As Church- 
men we owe it to our Master to emphasize the comfort and 
lite giving of the sacraments in His Church. 

We have much therefore to cheer in the condition of our 
Mission work of the Buffalo Archdeaconry. I have had 
the privilege of being entirely in touch with it, because of 
frequent written reports sent me from the field by the Arch- 
deacon when on his journeys during the year. 

The Archdeaconry of Rochester too shows its successes. 
I am not able, however, to give special details, because up 
to the time of this writing the Archdeacon’s report has not 


reached me. 
4 
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Iam hoping that this year will show a tasteful Church at 
Dundee. In it the Sunday Schools of Rochester and many 
individuals of mature years have shown a lively interest. It 
is my hope that a revival of interest in Sectional Meetings 
may come. 

In accordance with the Resolution of the Council, passed 
a year ago, I have requested the Archdeacon of Buffalo to 
arrange, at.his convenience, for the cause of Missions in the 
Diocese, to be presented in different parishes by what is 
commonly denominated an “exchange of pulpits” among 
the brethren. In the Archdeaconry of Rochester the Board 
of Missions took similar action. May we not hope that 
through such efforts the zeal for the extension of our Lord’s 
Kingdom will be stimulated in the pews? 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The Commission on Sunday Schools has given. consider- 
able study during the past year to the matters referred to 
them. The statistics they are able to present show at least 
interesting conditions in the Diocese in connection with that 
important work. Variety of method and instruction is the 
law. 

Of course the obligation and the responsibility for the 
younger members of his flock rest on each pastor. I feel, 
however, that an approximation to a harmonious system of 
instruction throughout the Diocese is not an undesirable 
end to reach. | 

[am glad to learn from the Annual Report of the Arch- 
deacon of Buffalo, which reached me somewhat over a 
week ago, that he has secured the organization of Sunday 
Schools in four or five of the Missions under his direction 
where no religious instruction to the young had been 
imparted by their Mother, the Church, before. 

That organization within the Church, which cares for the 
Good Shepherd’s lambs, we must not neglect. In a day so 
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fraught with indifference to the higher duties, where homes 
have, so many of them, lost the fostering spirit in soul work, 
where such a large proportion of parents ignore their 
responsibility tor the sacred nurture of their girls and boys, 
we who are the pastors—you who are the earnest laymen— 
need to put forth new efforts to make the Church an ecclesia 
docens to win the young hearts for duty and for God. 

I commend for the profound consideration of this repre- 
sentative body of both Orders in the Church this whole 
subject of the training of the young. 

In my opinion no better topic could be presented for the 
study of the whole session of the Council, after our routine 
duty is performed. 


SMART ES ORS TOE CLERGY. 


Sometime ago I addressed, through the Diocesan paper, 
a letter to the Vestries of our parishes on the subject of the 
salaries of the clergy. It is doubtless familiar to all my lay 
brethren present. It was not without grave consideration 
that | resolved to communicate with those occupying official 
place in the Church of Western New York on this theme. 

The press all over the land has reviewed that letter. It 
rejoices me to be able to say that the comments in almost 
every case were sympathetic and confirmatory of the senti- 
ments and principles advanced. In only two instances, so 
far as my knowledge goes, was there a semblance of dissent. 

This unsolicited testimony of the newspapers, to the fact 
of illy-requited service rendered by hosts of the clergy, 
shows the appreciation which godly, self-denying labor has 
from the world and from the journalism of the day—and 
speaks well for the justice of the press. I do not propose 
dwelling upon the subject anew in this Address, but I do 
earnestly hope it will be made the subject of a hearty dis- 
cussion before we close our sessions, and | hereby commend 
it to the consideration of the Council. 
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MONEY RAISING. 


Conversations with some of the clergy, at different times, 
during the three years past have led me to feel that it is 
expedient to make reference to the methods adopted in 
some parishes for raising money. Personally I desire to say 
that | could never take the bold and sweeping position that 
funds for the benefit of ;the Church should only come 
through the offertory. I would, however, that all moneys 
raised for Church work of any sort be presented on God's 
altar before they are expended for the objects in behalf of 
which they are gathered. But [am convinced that when a 
parish, in a spirit of devotion to the Church, resorts to some 
of the plans for raising funds, which are common, a good 
Christian work may be done. I refer, of course, to all expe- 
dients which are devoid of any doubtful traits. 

Iam convinced that tairs and bazaars may be conducted 
in such a manner as to be inno way objectionable, but on the 
contrary profitable from more than financial standpoints. If 
the articles and commodities offered for sale are disposed of 
at the market value, and if there be no resort to lotteries, 
raffles, and the like, then I see no reason why the results are 
not as thoroughly consecrated as any moneys taken from 
the pocket and laid upon the alms basin in the sanctuary. 
If a woman or a man take in hand a bit of raw material, of 
any sort, and by labor upon it enhance its value two, three, 
five hundred per cent., and present it for sale at a fair, it 
seems to me to be fulfilling thoroughly the test of any sacred 
work of love or sacrifice. ‘In fact, I am convinced that very 
often such gifts, for the benefit of the Church, are more con- 
secrated than offerings of money that have been gained 
behind the counter or in the business office through some 
of the hard and cruel competitions of the world. 

Nor can I feel that entertainments, by people interested in 
a parish, whether they be of a literary or a festive nature, 
are unworthy means for benefiting the Church on its finan- 
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cial side. It is good that the talents of the young, or others, 
should be utilized for the advantage of religious organiza- 
tions. And especially if such entertainments are toned high 
and are uplifting in their general influence, they may be a 
source of genuine good. 

There is a large contingent in most of our churches, 
which leads a work-a-day life, and there are many who are 
moving in grooves that are monotonous indeed but for the 
sunshine that may be thrown into them through such recre- 
ation as the Church and its organizations can legitimately 
present, 

It is my conviction, however, that when parish houses are 
transformed into dance halls or little theatres, and when the 
funds obtained from the audiences are devoted to church 
objects, then there isa degradation of the place and in the 
means of helping sacred work. 

The modern parish house, being an unconsecrated build- 
ing, may, of course, be devoted to a variety of uses—some of 
them very secular—but I must say, with decided emphasis, 
that itis a misuse and abuse of them when they are in fre- 
quent use—as is the case in some quarters of this Diocese— 
for dancing parties. I do not, of course, suggest any rule 
regarding this particular recreation in its relation to the 


home or to ordinary social lite, but I do feel that in ary 
parish house dancing should have no place. 

There are very many in the Church, and outside of it, 
who are offended thereby. Some may call them weaker 
brethren—perhaps contemptuously—but we owe it, so far 
as in -us lies, to hurt no consciences by our exercise of what 
some call our liberty, ‘to avoid even the appearance of evil.” 

I have been told, and it was sorrow to hear it, that in 
some parish houses no entertainment closes, and even meet- 
ings of many organizations do not end, without a dance. I 
need not say to my Reverend Brethren that in some places 
the Church has been held by the community almost in con- 
tempt, because such features in its work have seemed the 
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most conspicuous ones. I know that from many of them | 
will have sympathy in this presentation of this matter, and 
I know there are others who will be grateful to their Bishop 
for helping them thus in their efforts to develop a more 
spiritual tone among their people than can possibly exist 
when the chief associations with the Church in the minds of 
the young are recreation and amusement. 

I have spoken thus on this subject, not without giving it 
thorough thought, and not without feeling that as Bishop 
of the Diocese I would be delinquent it I did not call atten-. 
tion to this serious and growing evil. I have spoken too, 
because the request to speak has come to me from many 
Reverend brethren and many devout lay people who feel 
that religion in their parishes is degenerating and its spiritual 
tone fading because of the abnormal development of this 
recreation-seeking spirit. 3 

The Church is generous in its treatment of the young, 
and tolerant of much that enters into the brighter side of 
their lot. She does not ignore the need of relaxation in the 
serious, struggling life of to-day—which is the lot of all ages 
and of all classes. She makes no hard rules as terms of 
Communion. She does not cast any shadows upon a genial 
and social home life. But she does teach that there is such 
a thing as spirituality. She does teach that the Church has 
to do with the more solemn things that enter into the walk 
of every true life. With the divine Word she says to her 
children—“ Be not conformed to this world.” She teaches 
them that the soul is of concern as well as the body. She 
asks them to seek a spiritual plane of living as high as is 
demanded by any other Christian body. She gives broad 
general laws to govern. She seeks to regulate the temporal 
life of all within her borders in a large-minded way. She 
does not descend to intrusive and minute legislations in such 
concerns. But she does cry to her people in the spirit of 
her Master—‘ Be‘ ye holy, for lam holy,” ‘*Love matte 
world,” 
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And this leads me to speak of the numberless organiza- 
tions with which so many parishes to-day are overloaded— 
shall I say afflicted? Many of them ave groaning under 
the weight of the machinery imposed upon them. It is in 
the spirit of this materialistic age. Of course many of these 
have their admirable sides,and many are accomplishing 
happy results for their members and for those toward 
whom they stretch out their hands. 

But in some instances—and they are not few—I have 
observed that the machine seems to be considered of more 
importance than the power which should operate it, namely, 
a desire to honor God in holy work. The effect of it all is 
to give to the children of the Church,—those of mature age 
and the young alike—an out-door, scrambling, unreposeful 
religion. The culture of the soul, the development of 
the calmer virtues, the growth into a spiritual manhood 
or womanhood, is often chilled, sometimes frozen to death. 

The closet and the sanctuary with their contacts with the 
Master, are neglected too much for the bustling energies 
that are christened with the name of practical religion. 
Too often it is humanitarianism pureand simple. Of course 
it is attractive to the semi-worldly, and to bounding youth. 

The placid life which is associated with self-search, with 
meditation, with devotional reading, with faithful prayer, 
has been relegated to the rear by many to-day in our 
churches who yet think that they are doing God service. 


GENERAL” TOPICS, 


May [ turn your thought, my brethren of the clergy, by 
brief suggestion to a few practical matters in connection 
with your parochial work. | 

1. My attention has been called to the question of hymns 
and their use in the church. Privilege to introduce others 
than those included in our authorized Hymnal has been 
asked of the Ordinary. There could be but one reply, viz: 
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that the use of ody those is lawtul in the Church’s worship. 
Any other hymnal may not be adopted except in violation 
of the Canon. I am of the opinion that notwithstanding 
the authority given to the Bishop, at his discretion, to set 
forth Forms of Prayer for special occasions, he may not give 
liberty in the use of hymns. I therefore hereby kindly call 
attention to the fact of this Canonical obligation. 

2. Itis with considerable hesitation and a great deal of 
delicacy that | refer to a use that has grown up in some 
churches which I think is not for edification or for reveren- 
tial attendance at worship. I refer to the practice on the ° 
part of some organists of giving what is the equivalent of 
an instrumental concert on Sundays before or after one of 
the services, and I have sometimes noted that the music is 
not what is commonly recognized as sacred, but rather of a 
manifest secular character. 

I presume it is not exaggeration to say of it that music is 
a divine art. I presume that it is no figure of speech to,say 
that it has power over many a soul for good, and I doubt 
not that it is just to declare that in nearly all its forms— 
whether in the bright march or the solemn oratorio—it has 
an uplifting influence. 

But is not God's house for worship, for sacrament, for 
preaching solely? May it not be an “ unhallowed and com- 
mon use” thereof when a gathering of people who refrain 
from attendance at the service—which is, alas, the case 
unless I am mistaken, with a majority—seek the Lord’s 
temple as they would a concert room, a theatre, for the 
gratification of taste merely, or for the passing of a recrea- — 
tion hour. Is the service as real a thing to their souls when 
their fancy or their passion has been stirred by a different 
influence than the calming one of prayer and psalm and 
inspired message from the Throne? Can they find in God’s 
house that for which it is established, with such an environ- 
ment ? 
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Of course I believe that my brethren in whose churches 
such recitals are the custom, have given the matter due 
consideration, and are convinced that it is all for spiritual 
profit, or that the result is a larger attendance at the regular 
worship, and a reaching of many by the Church who other- 
wise would not enter its doors. These reasons doubtless 
justify the usage, to their minds. 

I do not discuss'the question here. I simply ask on their 
part sober consideration of the. possibilities of grave harm 
to souls lurking in the custom. Is it worth the while? May 
not attractive music in the service win more and help more 
in the real way? 

3. Will my brethren bear with me in an exhortation to 
faithfulness in the pastoral work. 1 mean by this, energetic 
parish visiting. There are times when the clergyman may 
not be in the mood for it; times when it seems very profit- 
less; times when the flock appear very unresponsive to his 
earnest endeavors. Discouragement is not unnatural, | 
must confess, under such conditions. But shall he despair ? 
No! If he be wise he will pray more and toil more. 

Do you go to the homes of your people from your knees? 
Do you ask God to direct your steps, to inspire your 
tongue, to fire your soul with the pastoral love? Then your 
labor cannot be in vain. The weary steps, the anxious 
heart, the pleading spirit on your part, cannot but win for 
your Master His people’s honor in time. Remember George 
Herbert’s quaint saying is ever true: “The house-going 
parson makes the church-going people.” Experience of 
hamlet or great city, of cottage or palace, all bear the same 
testimony, that the shepherd who is much in the midst of 
his flock has their hearts, controls their consciences, shapes 
their lives. ) 

I know that to a large number of my clerical brothers no 
such exhortation is necessary. Their work proves them 
pastors indeed. They, as their Master, “are feeding the 
flock like a shepherd, and are carrying the lambs in the arms.” 
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But to some, such an assurance may be helpful. The library 
and the closet ave essential for the right equipment of the 
man of God, in these studying, cultivated days. Men are 
very awake on the intellectual side. Knowledge is theirs, 
and taste is theirs; and they ask of the pulpit an elevated 
standard. I think they have a right to ask it. 

But, after all, if there be not sympathetic touch in the 
‘preaching from house to house,” the elegant periods and 
the graceful unction of the pulpit may fall on deaf ears. 

4. And now, through all this, lam led to the considera- 
tion of that moot question, why men are neglecting church- 
going so largely in our day. Of course the response 
depends upon the standpoint of the answerer. I should 
hesitate to give an exhaustive reply. My observation of a 
few years past has led me to arrive at a very positive con- 
viction regarding one influence which has brought about 
this condition of things. 

It is, of course, a very utilitarian and a commercial age. 
Men are toiling mightily to gain wealth. To that end every 
power is being exercised. The studies of a large number are 
especially given to that—for hfe. The wonderful consoli- 
dations and combinations of the day in the business-world 
show marvellous ingenuity, and the exercise of high intelli- 
gence. The great inventions and discoveries, of which we 
are hearing daily, denote an intense intellectual activity. 
This spirit is everywhere and in all ranks. It cannot, there- 
fore, be called a century of mere drudging and money-get- 
ting. It is an epoch when mind is thoroughly awake. 

Under such conditions it seems to me that the intellectual 
standard in the pulpit should be above the commonplace. 
Or at least the learning there should be of an advanced 
order. The alert minds of the time, even though engrossed 
with the more material cares which commerce and trade 
bring, are accustomed to the perusal of books and general 
literature as never before. Men are reading able articles 
in the reviews, written by experts. Every day the news- 
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paper is giving them learned editorials on all topics. 
Through these things they have become unconsciously 
critics of style. They ask logical sequence and rich imag- 
ery and sound English,—all that makes a correct and learned 
presentation of Truth. 

Now I ask, can the Clergy afford to stand before a people 
thus cultivated and give platitudes in a crude style, with 
illogical argument, as is done by many who are fluent indeed, 
but resort to what is called extempore preaching. lam con- 
‘vinced that this stamp of discourse is one of the banes in 
the Church of to-day. Even the best orators who adopt 
this mode of conveying their teaching to the people have 
their weaker as well as their stronger hours. They are 
affected by the conditions of health, the temperature, the 
atmosphere, the attitude and character of their congregation, 
by everything, by anything, little or great. The long-suffer- 
ing laity in the pews are the victims of their varying condi- 
tions. 

Now it seems to me that if we would win back at least 
some of those who are abstaining from Church attendance, 
we must give written sermons which have finish, correctness 
of style, richness of illustration, force of argument, and due 
proportion in all their parts. Need I say that the Clergy do 
not learn of these facts from the people? In their kindliness 
men shrink from telling the parson just what they think of 
his literary efforts. They simply listen for a while, become 
' weary of triteness and commonplace, and then drop out. 
At home they are perusing, it may be, their elaborate Sun- 
day newspapers, some attractive magazine, or the Contem- 
porary or North American, or some other review. 

One of my Right Reverend brethren a few years ago ina 
public discourse emphasized this matter, and proclaimed 
with no uncertain voice the fact that this is one of the weak- 
nesses of the pulpit of the Church in our time. I entirely 
agree with him in his conclusion and in his criticism. 
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It has been my painful experience personally in listening 
to brethren outside of this Diocese who pride themselves 
on their extempore power, to find myself unedified. I have 
heard in such discourses over-statements and under-state- 
ments of the doctrines of Christ’s gospel. There was a lack 
of nicety and delicacy in the selection of language to 
give definitions of the faith and of duty. Exaggeration 
through excess or defect of presentation was the result. 
Calm, judicial minds were unsatisfied, or resented the wrong 
done to the truth of our religion. 

I have heard in such discourses illustrations that did not 
illustrate. They were apparently flashes of thought that * 
struck the man’s brain like a flaming thunderbolt on the 
moment, and paralyzed his reason for the time. Shooting 
stars that had no relation to the universe of logic or of 
truth. They were thought brilliant by the speaker at the 
moment, but if he had written them down in cold blood, he 
would the next moment be ashamed of their inanity. 

[ have heard discourses of this kind so disproportionate 
in their several parts that they were absolute monstrosities. 
Vast vestibules gave entrance to little tin churches that 
were empty. The main truth was minimized to an utter 
weakness, while the ornaments designed to give it splendor 
were the chief factors, and they failed of their purpose. 

The Bible criticises the vain repetitions of the heathen in 
their prayers to their gods. I think many of us who have 
heard this style of sermon—sometimes from ‘lights of the 
Church”’—can claim that the same criticism may be justly 
applied to the discourses we have heard of this character. 
Oh, how my soul has been wearied at times as I have listened 
to the iteration and reiteration from men standing in God’s 
house as divine teachers, of sentiments that sometimes were 
positively puerile—the man floundering about on verbiage 
incorrect and ungracetul. I have had the pain, too, of 
listening to preachers of this stamp—called eloquent—who 
had as their general stock a group of pet themes and darling 
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expressions. Having heard them ten times you could know 
generally after that what you might receive in the way of 
mental nutriment and spiritual instruction, and especially 
the dress in which it would be clothed. This is not a char- 
acteristic of men with illy furnished. minds and without 
scholarly habits, and of small resources. It comes of our 
humanity. Ityis the trait of a nature which is not perfect. 

I am, therefore, a pleader to-day, Reverend brethren, for 
the careful, thoughtful, graceful, helpful, prayerful sermon, 
the sermon written with due study, and remorselessly criti- 
cised by the writer before delivery. I do not advocate that 
it be tamely read, that the eyes be glued to the manuscript, 
that the delivery be lifeless and listless. I plead for oratory 
in its presentation. I plead for a thorough knowledge of its 
matter, so that the man in giving-it to his people will not be 
tied to it as with a cable of iron. I urge so thorough an 
acquaintance with his manuscript that the preacher have 
the freedom of a man burning to deliver a living message to 
his people from the inspirer of all truth. 

This matter is of graver moment than perhaps many 
of the Clergy whom I have listened to beyond the borders 
of this Diocese, may I not say even a few—a very few, I 
must say—in Western New York imagine. If some who 
are confident of their power in this direction could only 
know the attitude of thinking men on this subject, limagine 
they would feel that at least they owe it to themselves 
to change their methods: 

I can assure them that many men, strong men, thoughtful 
men, good men in a sense, are alienated from the Church 
because of inelegancies, illogicalness, inexactness, and may 
I add untruthfulness in some “extempore” sermons. 


GENERAL MISSIONS. 


I presume we all confess our duty on the subject of the 
Church’s missionaries and her mission work, Foreign and 
Domestic. 
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How can we, brethren of the clergy, waken our’ own 
hearts or those of our people unless we read and ponder and 
study the records of the enterprises of this Church in this. 
direction. Facts are what we need to stir the zeal for these 
things. I was startled by a kindly letter from the Secretary 
of the Board of Missions a fortnight ago, saying that in this 
Diocese, with its nearly 21,000 communicants, less than 1,300 
persons are subscribers for that official organ of the Church, 
“The Spirit of Missions.” 

Were that read by a larger number of our people would 
we not do more generously than we now do for the work? 


DEAF MUTE WORK; 


It will be remembered, that at the two late meetings of 
the Archdeaconries, the .subject of larger help to the 
devoted Missionary for Deaf Mutes in the prosecution of 
his gentle and touching work was earnestly considered. 

There was much sympathy evoked in behalf of a plan for 
securing his services to this Diocese a/one. It was clear 
from the information received in the course of the discus- 
sion that it is but a fragmentary and unsatisfactory pastorate 
that he can hold toward these needy children of the unhear- 
ing ear. We have groups of them in Buffalo, Rochester, 
Jamestown and elsewhere. They need the Shepherd’s 
continual care. That is impossible when the man is com- 
pelled to roam over the two Dioceses in which he labors. 

The afflicted people who are his charge are not unmindful 
of his devotion, and of the privileges that come from the 
Church’s ministrations. She can speak and lead as many 
other religious systems cannot, for their soul’s health, and 
they realize it too. With its usual alacrity and alertness the 
Roman Catholic Church is seeking for the sufferers of this 
class, and thrusting her offices upon them. We must not 
halt, but go forward. | 

With all earnestness I commend the subject to your con- 
sideration. 
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We would be stolid indeed were we indifferent to the 
unrest that prevails to-day in large portions of our Christen- 
dom. It is the theory of some quidnuncs that the faiths and 
formulas have become thread-bare, and that the seeming 
moribund condition must lead only to death to Bible and 
Church and Creed. 

And there are patent nostrums being advertised for the 
cure of the malady. It is almost amusing to hear the 
philosophers of pessimism as they make their prognostica- 
“tions regarding the final outcome of it all. 

It is indeed a time of theological unsettlement in some 
quarters. Where confessions and metaphysical subtleties— 
not the Catholic creeds—have been made the terms of com- 
munion, of course there has been unquiet and searchings 
of heart. 

Those who are resenting imposed obligations of such a 
character are dehant and rebellious. Some of them are 
demanding what they calla 2oth Century creed—one that 
is the residuum of ecumenical councils, the middle age. 
Reformation eras of the 16th Century plus a modern theory. 
And this is to be the ‘“‘ Quantum quid” for our wise, fin de 
siecle Church to adopt as its Faith. 

It is in Protestant, thought Cardinal Newman’s make- 
shift, when pressed to account for Roman modern dogma, 
‘the doctrine of development” in Christian verities. So 
extremes meet. But bow different from the Apostolic prin- 
ciple of the “Faith once delivered.” How different from 
Vincent of Lerins aphorism—the accepted rule of the 
Church of all the centuries—“ Quod semper, quod ubique, 
quod ab o’mnibus.” This is the “rule of faith” that must 
ever govern while ages pass and kingdoms fade. It has 
withstood the assault of every foe of Jesus or of His Church, 
or of His Gospel, while the Christian centuries have ebbed 
and flowed, since Calvary and the Mount of Ascension and 
the upper room at Jerusalem. 
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Is the demand of this unrestful time and of these seething 
religious systems about us, for a revised creed, made in 
order to meet on a low plane, a failing faith? Then God 
help religion if subjected to such an ordeal. 

As I contemplate this one-sidedness here and there in the 
Christian world—these novelties of Rome and Geneva, the 
narrow metaphysics of Calvinism, the arrogant additions to 
dogma of Papalism, I realize what a. noble legacy has come 
to us in this beloved Church of ours—of which, dear Breth- 
ren of the Clergy, we are messengers and watchmen and 
stewards—that the long ranks of holy men who wrought in 
the laying of its foundations and the building of its wails 
were examples of a profound, thinking, symmetrical, spher- 
ical religion. 

Do not understand me to reflect upon others. But such 
a spirit, breathed from the beginning and through passing 
ages into its life, has been a blessed power in this household 
of our Anglican Communion. There is an inner spirit of 
devoutness, a quiet, thoughtful, reverent placidness whose 
fragrance perfumes the whole character of its religion. It 
is a piety cheerful and active and with ‘no flavor of a mor- 
bid austerity. It isa piety resting on holy Scripture, wor- 
shipping with ancient rite, clasping to the bosom for humble, 
unalloyed acceptance the universal creeds of the universal 
Church. 

When I read the biography of some Bede or Anselm; 
when I take up the writings of a Hooker or a Bull, or a 
Stillingfleet ; when I bend my knee with the devotions of a 
Jeremy Taylor or an Andrews in my hand; when I lift my 
voice of praise in some hymn of a Ken or a Herbert—I catch 
the vision of heroes living amid whirlwinds of theological 
controversy, wise and learned, and yet most gentle and 
childlike and believing of men; dwelling in prayer and 
thought, meditating with peaceful hearts on fleeting life, on 
the eternal verities of the changeless Creed, on a tender 
Saviour’s love, on the infinite world to come. 
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I see the spirit which has leavened and quickened this 
pure branch of Christ’s Catholic Church. And I. see. it 
giving life to tossed and wearied and hungry souls of men 
as it breathes its sweetness and power and beauty in the 
chaste rites and the fervid yet simple prayer, in the sacred 
offices for every experience of our pilgrimage, and the 
whole tone of its healthy nurture. And for this I love my 
Church as a living, fruitful branch of the living Vine, Jesus. 

Such:a spirit let us aim to cultivate in this day of wild 
unrest. No revised creed that pares away everlasting 
truths means any unity or any peace. No modern theory 
which separates Theology from Religion can be anything 
but dry husks to the Christian man. What do you think of 
the modern ‘‘reformed” scientist who proposes to cast 
mathematics out of astronomy, and bones out of the human 
body? There are closed questions. There is an eternal 
Truth. 

Men are concerning themselves about the centre of unity, 
and despairing because it is not in this or that, and here or 
there. It is not with a centre we are concerned. Unity is 
good. It is the Master’s desire, the object of His prayer. 
But more than all else with Him is this, that we shall be- 
lieve and accept the Catholic Faith and the Catholic Church, 
and their rule of holy living. Of these there can be no 
doubt. Let there be the fair mind and the devout humility, 
and we shall know the truth, the truth that maketh free. I 
do not mean any tainted or deformed or stunted or illegiti- 
mate religious system christened with the name of Church. 
I mean the Church of lineal descent, of Apostolic order, of 
evangelical truth, of Catholic life. 

In its creeds, in its discipline, in its life must religion, 
must the Christian world, centre. It is Christ’s family. He 
is its power. It is the Catholic Church. That is His body. 
And none can be His, can come to Him, can partake of His 
life—who have opportunity—except in and through that 
Church. | 
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So I stand. That is Church doctrine. That is Bible 
Truth. Oh! the unspeakable comfort* of such a refuge, 
such a home, such a confidence, such a life. Oh! the peace 
in such a place of rest amid these mad cyclones of inquiry 
and criticism of to-day; among these driving mists and fogs 
of human thought and doubt. 

There was a custom in one of the ancient schools that its 
disciples should spend one year in silence before they could 
debate its doctrine. Would that such a silent year of 
thought and prayer might be enjoined on the whole Church 
of God, teachers and scholars! that we might know that 
not our wranglings, not our curious questionings, not our 
vain speculations, but our deeper practice and understand- 
ing of the tender and calm spirit of Jesus, and our more 
willing obedience in His holy Church, shall bring unity of 
doctrine and a bond of peace. 

I feel it,—do we not all feel it ?—in this time of confused 
activities, of seething spiritual unrest, when we stand weary 
and disheartened like Elijah in the cave of Horeb. But the 
mighty One is not in the thunder, not in the strong wind, 
not in the earthquake, but in the still small voice, the voice 
of the primitive, the voice of the undying, the unshaken, the 
unending, Holy Catholic Church. | 

We need thy mind, O blessed Redeemer! We need thy 
calm heart. We need thy spirit of devout prayerfulness, of 
lowly, fervent communion with thy: Father, thy God, Oh! 
human Saviour, and our God! 

In closing, | commend the Council and its work to the 
guiding power of the Holy Ghost.

REPORT OF THE FINANCIAL. BOARD. 


The Financial Board respectfully reports its official acts for the Diocesan 
Year 1899-1900. 


June 6th. 


The board met and organized by the election of William H. Walker, 
President; the Rev. Walter North, L. H. D., Secretary. 

A committee was appointed to inquire into the wisdom of placing the 
funds of the Diocese in charge of a trust company. 

The Trustees of the Episcopate Fund were requested to furnish a full state- 
ment of the funds in their charge, in accordance with the resolution of the 
last Diocesan Council, and a committee was appointed to receive the same. 
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September 12th and October 3d. 


Sundry reports were received and bills audited. 


December 5, 1899. 


The Committee on the Episcopate made a full report, which was received 
and adopted, the canon suggested to be changed being recommended to the 
Council. 


February 6, 1900. 


The sub-committee on the Episcopate Fund has requested to formulate 
a plan to meet the emergency with respect to a deficiency in the income 
of the Episcopate Fund and report the same to the board. 


April 3d, 1900. 


The sub-committee submitted a report, which was adopted. 


May 2d, 1900. 


The Secretary was directed to present herewith a report upon the Epis- 
copate Fund. 
All which is respectfully submitted. WALTER NORTH,

To the Financial Board : 


GENTLEMEN :—Your sub-committee, to whom it was referred to examine 
the securities held by Elbridge L. Adams, Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Episcopate Fund, respectfully report: That we met with the Treasurer at 
his office in the City of Rochester, New York, on the 27th day of September, 
1899, and there examined all of the securities of said fund in the possession 
of the Treasurer, and made such investigation as we were able to of all mat- 
ters connected with the said fund. 


We learned that on the 29th day of June, 1897, a meeting of the Trustees of 
the Episcopate Fund was held, and Mr. Adams was elected Treasurer, and that 
no meeting of said Trustees had been held since, until after our said visit 
to the Treasurer, and on October 6, 1899, when the new Board of Trustees 
convened. 

At said meeting, held on June 29, 1897, the Treasurer was required to give 
a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of 
his duties as such, and subsequently he gave such bond with a surety com- 
pany as surety, which bond has been kept renewed. . 

That at said meeting of said Trustees, so held on June 29, 1897, it was re- 
solved that no loans should be made of the moneys of the fund, unless 
approved by the President or Secretary of the Board of Trustees, which 
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course has since been pursued ; and it was also resolved that satisfactions of 
mortgages should be executed by the President or Secretary only. 

Money has been loaned on real estate to the extent of 60 per cent. of its 
value, as approved by the President or Secretary. " 

The provisions contained in Canon Five, of this Diocese, in regard to the 
investing of the moneys upon real estate, appraised at double the amount of 
the proposed loan thereon, exclusive of buildings, the appraisal to be by three 
appraisers appointed by the Trustees for that purpose, has not been observed. 

It was deemed by the Trustees that it was impracticable to comply with 
the provisions of said Canon, for to do so would confine the loans of the 
fund to farms and unproductive real estate. 

When Mr. Adams became Treasurer the books of the fund had not been 
kept up to date, but, upon entering upon the duties of his office Mr. Adams 
inaugurated a system of accounts whereby there is an account kept of the 
Principal Fund an account kept of the Income Fund, and an account kept 
with each bond and mortgage. 

He also provided files in which to keep the bonds and mortgages and other 
securities in alphabetical order, which has been done, and we referred from 
the books of statements of securities to the securities themselves, readily 
and without difficulty. 

Loans made since Mr. Adams has been Treasurer are accompanied by ab- 
stracts of title, tax searches and insurance policies wherever there are build- 
ings; loans made prior to his administration, in many cases, lack abstracts 
of title and tax searches. 

The securities mentioned in his report, consisting of bonds and mortgages, 
we have examined carefully. and in many cases the property itself was 
viewed, and with the information which we have at hand, we consider them, 
with perhaps one exception, good securities for the principal amounts 
thereof, 

Such principal, secured by such bonds and mortgages, amounts to $29.970. 
We see no reason why the entire amout of this principal should not be 
realized. The taxes on the property covered by the mortgages have been 
kept up to date, and the interest on all the securities is promptly paid when 
due. 

There is in the bank to the credit of the Principal Fund, and drawing 
interest at the rate of 344%, $566.59. There is in bank to the credit of the 
Income Fund $86.61. | 

Add to this the other property mentioned in the report of the Treasurer, 
except the notes of the parishioners, at the values estimated by him, and we 
find the principal of said fund amounts to $42,336.59. 

We understand the former Trustees say they did not meet in the past for the 
reason that there was nothing for them todo. They should, at least, meet 
once a year, for the purpose of examining the Treasurer's accounts and per- 


forming such other duties as devolve upon them, as provided by Canon Five 
6 
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of this Diocese. We are informed that the present Trustees intend to have 
such meetings. , 

There will be some loss on property owned, but the amount can only be 
ascertained when sold. 

At the meeting of Trustees held October 6, 1899. at which every member 
was present, the rate of interest on securities on three mortgages was reduced 
to 5% to retain them. 

This will probably have to be done in other cases, when demanded. This 
shrinkage in the income and payment of taxes on unproductive real estate 
owned by the Board, will necessitate a larger assessment on the parishes, 
in order to pay the expenses of the Episcopate promptly. 

We recommend that Canon Five, in regard to investments, be amended 
so as to provide that loans may be made upon security of real estate, 
appraised at 60% of the proposed loan thereon; the appraisal to be made by 
three appraisers appointed by the Trustees for that purpose. 

We must express our gratification in finding that the principal of the 
Episcopate Fund is of so large an amount, and that the securities held to its 
credit are so good.

Your Committee appointed at a meeting of the Financial Board, held at 
the City of Buffalo, under the following resolution, to wit: 

‘‘That the Committee heretofore appointed to examine the securities of 
‘‘the Episcopate Fund, be requested to formulate a plan to meet the emer- 
‘‘gency with respect to a deficiency in the amount for the support of the 
‘*Episcopate, due from assessments upon the parishes, and report at the 
‘* next meeting of the Board,” 
respectfully report: 

That it appears by the report of Mr. Elbridge L. Adams, the Treasurer of 
the Episcopate Fund, that the principal of the fund amounts to $42,336.59, 
of which about $30,000 produces 5% and the balance is unproductive. (See 
Journal 1899, p. 335 e¢ seg, and report of this Committee dated October Io, 
1899. 3 

We may, therefore, depend on only $1,500 a year from this source, and 
the salary of the Bishop being $5,000, $3,500 must be derived from other 
sources, “ 

For some years the deficiency, which has increased as the rate of interest 
has decreased, has been levied upon the parishes fro rafa, except that some 
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parishes having contributed their share to the principal of the Episcopate 
Fund are exempt from assessment. 

Some parishes have paid their assessments in full Many have not. 

By the Treasurer’s report, submitted at above date, it appears that the 
assessments for 1899-1900 amount to $2,641.70 and that the arrears for the 
previous year amount to $1,434.02. : 

At the above date the Bishop’s salary was three months in arrears. It 
clearly devolves upon the Financial Board to provide the means for the in- 
crease of the Episcopate Fund. Par. 7, Section IV, Canon 7, Title I., Diocese 
Western New York, pp. 24, 25 and 26. It should be noted that this Canon 
was enacted in 1840, 

Chapter 134, Laws 1841, incorporated the Trustees for the management 
and care of the fund for the Support of the Episcopate for the Diocese of 
Western New York. (Appendix to Canons ) 

Said Trustees held certain funds ‘‘amounting to about the sum of 
$51,000” when the Diocese was divided (See Chapter 429, Laws 1868, in 
Appendix to Canons.) 

At about the year 1883 an effort was made to increase the fund by obtain- 
ing the promissory notes of parishioners and let the notes stand as a part 
of the principal of the fund, and apply the interest to the purposes of the 
fund. Some of these notes are in the hands of the Treasurer to this day, 
but are all either uncollectible or outlawed, and should not be carried further 
in the accounts or reports, but charged off as loss, in profit and loss, 

To establish a fund, the income of which at five per cent. will produce 
$5.000 per annum, it would be necessary to raise $70,000 in addition to the 
present $30,000, making $100,000 in all. 

A serious question in this connection is whether we can much longer ex- 
pect to realize five per cent. on our securities Savings banks are only pay- 
ing three and one-half per cent on deposits, and good loans will not pay 
more than four percent. Many conservative investors are turning to real 
estate itself, instead of security thereon, expecting that from the net rents 
they can derive more than the prevailing rate of interest. 

Your committee are unable to formulate a plan, under existing circum- 
stances, whereby the Episcopate Fund of this Diocese can be increased so 
that its income will net $5,000 per annum. As time passes and larger for- 
tunes are accumulated, it may well be that a few men and women will join 
in making the fund adequate. Until that time arrives, what shall be done? 

Your committee has examined the table of assessments on the various 
parishes for the years 1899-1900, and such assessments do not seem burden- 
some. They could be met if the proper effort was made. It ought to be 
the pride of each parish, and every member thereof, to do its and their share 
towards maintaining the Episcopate. 


If that fact was forcibly presented to them, as well as the necessity for 
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doing it, your committee believe that they would respond thereto by paying 
their assessments. ii 

In those parishes where there is no default it may be assumed that the 
Rectors have performed their duties in this respect; but where there has 
been and naow is default, and where it occurs in the future, those parishes, 
we think, should be visited by some one especially adapted for that purpose, 
to adequately present the claims of this fund to such congregations and 
instill in their minds that it is as much their duty to pay their assessments 
as it is to pay any obligation they have incurred, and your committee 
recommend that such course be pursued. 

Some of the weaker parishes have large arrearages charged against them, 
which it cannot be expected that they will be able to pay. Your committee 
believe that the question of arrearages should be considered by the Board, 
and that the Board should exercise its judgment about the course to be 
pursued in such cases, and they so recommend.

The undersigned, Sub-Committee, appointed to submit a plan for the 
management of De Lancey Divinity School whereby its usefulness may be 
increased, hereby respectfully report that they have carefully examined the 
subject, the entire Sub-Committee having been in conference thereon, and 

they submit the following:

The School shall be under the general control of the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 


ya 


The working method of the School shall be as follows: The studies com- 
mitted to the Warden by Section IV shall be arranged for as may be.found 
most practicable. In the other departments the instruction shall be by bi- 
monthly lectures with assigned reading in text-books upon the subject of 
the lecture, with oral or written examination upon the lecture and reading 
immediately preceding the next bi-monthly lecture. So far as practicable, 
the lectures and examinations in the several departments shall be held in 
the same week and in the same city. 

- The Trustees shall designate the place or places in ay Diocese for lectures 
and examinations. 

The board and lodging of students, while in attendance upon lectures and 
examinations, shall be paid from the income of the scholarships. The 
travelling expenses of students to and from the places of instruction shall 
be paid from the income of the fund. 

The board and lodging of the lecturers, as also their travelling expenses, 
shall be paid from the income of the fund. 

Text books shall be provided and loaned to lecturers and students, who 
shall have the privilege of purchasing them from the Warden at cost, if they 
so desire. 

III. 

There shall be an executive office of the School, to be known as the 
Warden. He shall be appointed by the Trustees, and shall receive a salary 
to be fixed by them. His engagement with the School shall be for a period 
of three years, but may be ended by the Trustees at the end of any year by 
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a three months’ notice, given to him in writing, to that effect. He shall not 
resign his office without three months’ notice to that effect, given in writing 
to the Trustees. His duties may be altered from time to time, in the discre- 
tion of the Trustees. 

The Warden shall give his entire time to the duties of his position, except 
as the Trustees may consent to his taking other work. 


lV. 


The Warden shall have general responsibility, under the Bishop, for the 
work of the School. He shall give instruction in the studies specified by 
Title I., Canon 3, Sec. VII (2), and inthe Hebrew language. With the ap-. 
proval of the Trustees, he may employ an instructor to assist him in teach- 
ing any of the above-named languages, at a compensation to be fixed by the 
Trustees. 

It shall be the duty of the Warden to attend to the correspondence of the 
School. He shall have charge of the library and the loan of books to lec- 
turers and students, and keep careful account of the same. He shall aid 
and supervise the students in their studies. He shall also make arrange- 
ments with the Rectors in such cities as may be designated by the Trustees, 
for the use of Parish Houses or suitable rooms in other buildings for the 
lectures and class work. He shall also keep accurate account of all ex- 
penses for travelling and maintenance of lecturers and students, and report 
the same quarterly to the Trustees. 


Vv. 

The instruction of the School shall include the various branches of theo- 
logical education. The lectureships shall be determined by the Trustees, 
and may be altered from time to time. Lecturers shall be selected by the 
Bishop and Trustees, the Trustees nominating to the Bishop three names 
for each lectureship, from which the Bishop may select one for appointment. 

Lecturers shall serve without salary. They shall be appointed annually, 


and shall not resign except at the close of a scholastic year, unless on ac- 
count of sickness or removal from the Diocese. . 


Viz 


The course of study in the theological branches of learning shall be two 
years. 

The scholastic year shall begin with the first day of October and end with 
the last day in May. 

The course of study and the text books of each department shall be pre- 
pared by the lecturer in the department, in consultation with the Warden, 
and shall be submitted for the approval of the Bishop and the Trustees. 

Upon completing the full course of study, and passing examination in the 
same, students shall receive certificates of graduation. 
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Vid. 


To be admitted as a student, the applicant must be a Postulant Candidate 
for Holy Orders or Deacon in this Church. An applicant from another 
Diocese shall be admitted only on the written consent of the Bishop of this 
Diocese. 

Lay Readers of this Diocese, and laymen who may desire to fit themselves 
for the duties of Lay Readers, may be admitted to any of the lectures, in 
_ the discretion of the Warden. Their attendance shall be at their own ex- 
pense, but they may have the same privileges of the library as are accorded 
to the students

REPORT OF THE DE LANCEY DIVINITY SCHOOL, 1900. 
To the Right Rev. William D. Walker, D. D., Chairman of the Board of Edu- 


cation . 

The undersigned in temporary charge of the De Lancey Divinity School, 
respectfully reports the following summary of the work of the school for the 
year, in addition to the full reports made for each of the past quarters. 

Five students have been under my charge, by the Bishop’s appointment, 
during more or less of the year, and a sixth has just begun his studies. Only 
two of these are resident at Geneva or Phelps. 
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(1) The Rev. William Orville Taylor, Ph. D., of Rochester, has completed 
his studies, passed all the Canonical Examinations, and been recently or- 
dained Priest. 


(2.) The Rev. William Lawrence Davis, now officiating at Dundee, received 
as Deacon from the Diocese of West Virginia, and admitted a Candidate for 
Priest's Orders in this Diocese, with dispensation from Hebrew and Greek, 
has been studying most of the year by himself, coming occasionally to Gen- 
eva for recitations, but his engrossing missionary work has made his pro- 
gress in study thus far very slow. He has not passed any of the examinations 
for Priest’s Orders. 


(3.) Mr. William Henry Goss, of Rochester, has completed all his studies 
and passed all the examinations for Priest’s Orders except a part of the third, 
which was deferred at the suggestion of the Bishop. His examinations have 
shown remarkably good and successful study, most of it done necessarily by 
himself. 


(4.) Mr. David Cassler Monroe, of Geneva, M. A. of the University of 
Syracuse, I89I (as stated in my report of November 1), and formerly a 
Methodist minister and missionary in India, was admitted a Candidate for 
Orders in this Diocese October 2, 1899, since which time he has recited regu- 
larly to me, completing all the studies required for the first and second 
examinations (including Hebrew, from which he had a dispensation), both 
which he has passed satisfactorily. He is to be admitted to Deacon’s Orders 
this month. | 


(5.) Mr. Joseph Alvoert Maughan, B. A., University of Manitoba, 1891, and 
for some years in the practice of law in that province, has been residing and 
studying with me, by the Bishop’s direction, since February 1, and has done 
excellent work thus far in Hebrew, the Greek Testament, and other studies in 
preparation for the first examination for Priest’s Orders. 


(6) Mr. Henry Stuart Hendy, of Buffalo, recently admitted a Postulant, is - 
studying under my direction in preparation for admission as a Candidate for 
Priest’s Orders. 


. 


In addition to the above, I have at various times given advice and direc- 
tion to the following persons preparing for Orders, but not admitted as stu- 
dents of the school: The Rev. Coleman Edward Byram, Deacon, M. E.; J. 
Stevens, Candidate for Orders, and Mr. Frank W. Abbott, Jr., of Buffalo; 
Mr. H. G. Buisch, Jr., of Rochester, and Mr. E. Irvine Jordan, of Hobart 
College 

The examination papers for Candidates for Priest's Orders used in this 
Diocese for some years past have been revised by me under the Bishop’s 
direction, and are now reprinting, the former edition being exhausted. A 
proof of this revision is herewith submitted. 
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Fifteen volumes of text books for students have been recently added to the 
library by an appropriation from the Board; but all the candidates above 
named have been supplied more or less with books from my own library.

O. It will be seen that ‘‘ Endowment Fund” above, z. ¢., $840,583.53 has 
formerly been a balance account, and not a fixed amount. It is made up 
not alone of the actual endowment accounts, but also of income accounts 
(V less 47). The Treasurer was authorized by the Trustees to make the 
necessary entries and to adopt a new method of book-keeping so as to sep- 
arate the Endowment Funds and Income Funds of the College, which 
resulted in a further decrease in Endowment Fund of (WV less J/) $10,057.65. 

P. It was found necessary to increase the item of furniture (7) by $17.51. 
Also to add to assets $259.60, being inventory of supplies on hand (see item 
in Schedule:'''C,”” last report), and to increase the accounts payable $277.11 
(see Schedule ‘‘ F,” last report, which differs from liabilities in trial balance 
by that amount), in order to correct errors in the former books of accounting 
up to January 1, 1899.

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In addition to above assets, reference is again made to Schedule ‘‘F,”’ 
being a list of lands and lots owned by the College, the values of which are 
not determinable, but the proceeds of which, when sales are able to be made, 
ought to make a considerable increase to the Endowment Fund of the 
College. 

In addition also to the assets belonging to income as stated above, it 
might also be stated that the interest past due and accrued upon bonds and 
mortgages and land contracts, to January I, 1900, amounts to $2,580.84. 
This is not included above as an asset, as a large part of it, though earned 
now, will not be due and payable until June 1, 1900. 

There is also an item not included in above assets, 7. ¢., that of amounts 
due from pupils for moneys advanced. A record is kept of these amounts, 
but.as a very small part if any of the total sum is likely to be paid, including 
it in the income assets of the College would be misleading. 

No account is taken of inventory of Quartermaster’s supplies on hand at 
the College; the value of them is insignificant, and it is therefore allowed to 
run over from year to year as other School or household supplies are.

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(D.) DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 
(1.) REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF BUFFALO. 


Another year of work, and I trust of progress, has rolled by, and the time 
has come to balance accounts. This has been an exceptional year, for each 
year in this Archdeaconry there has been a large surplus at the close of the 
year, but now a very small one, if not a small deficiency. 


This was owing to the fact that many of our stations were not manned. 
Last year your Archdeacon reported that there was a fair prospect of cor- 
recting this by the aid of the Deacons to be ordained. That prospect has 
been verified, and all places have been filled. Six deacons have been work- 
ing since July in various parts of the field. 


The work done by them has been well done, and will be spoken of as the 
various stations are enumerated. 


The Missionary Board has done what was asked, and pushed the work. 
The Archdeacon is sorry to report that the parishes have not done their 
share. The surplus of $354.00 with which we began the year has been used 
and all the offerings, and we barely escape a deficiency. ; 


We cannot believe that it is the desire now to fall back in the work. It 
cannot be that the parishes have demanded aggressive work, and when the 
work is done as never before, then refuse to supply the funds for the work 
they demanded. 


On the contrary, if we are to heed the requests for our church and her 
services, Parishes must awake to a realizing sense of their responsibilities 
and increase their offerings. Formerly it was asked where can we work 
with fair prospects of success? Now the question is fully answered, and the 
answer demands an increase of at least $1,000 00 in offerings for the next 
year. May we not hope that the demand will be met? 


The Sunday School work of the Archdeaconry has been one of the im- 
portant things attended to this year. The lack of the knowledge of the 
Church catechism, spoken of last year, has been in a great degree remedied. 
Realizing that in new fields this is an innovation in Sunday School work as 
carried on by the usual Sunday School, yet we feel too much care cannot be 
given to the full instruction in the Church catechism, even to the learning 
by rote the whole of it. 


All the schools that were working last year are still working, and most of. 
them in better shape and with larger attendance. Four new schools have 
been started with fair success. 
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Last year the Rector of S. Paul’s Church, Buffalo, offered a resolution 
which the Archdeaconry adopted, suggesting the expediency of some of the 
larger city schools taking some of these small schools under their oversight, 
in the way of helping them to greater efficiency. I am glad to report he has 
exemplified his suggestion in a way that has put new life in two schools, 
and still has in reserve some means for proposed new work. It is hoped 
that others may be willing to do the same among other schools. 


Another school has been helped by a large number of books, the gift of 
Mrs. Warren, of the Woman’s Auxiliary. The great drawback to Sunday 
School work in the missions is the remittent supervision which is necessary 
in infrequent visits of the Archdeacon and Lay Readers. 


Your Archdeacon desires again to mention the great help of the Laymen’s 
League. Even though many places have been put under the supervision of 
the various deacons, yet there is still a demand for the help of the League. 
A minister can only be.in one place, and the services in the other one or two 
places over which he is placed have been taken by members of the Layman’s 
League. As soon as the members have been relieved at various points, the 
League has asked for other work. Were the Archdeacon to be deprived of 
their help there would be a great loss to the work. Few people realize what 
the work means. To give up a well ordered worship and service in order to 
hold a plain service in some poorly furnished hall; to give up the comforts 
of a home on Sunday to go on a journey into the country, and often starting 
when most people are still in bed—require great sacrifice. Well may we pray 
that God would put it into the hearts of more men to make such offering for 
His work. 


The Archdeacon also wishes to thank the Woman’s Auxiliary for the help 
they have given the work. First, for the assistance at Friendship in getting 
the house in order for worship, also for help in other ways. We feel sure 
that such work is as truly missionary as any that is done in this broad land 
of ours, and the need as great. It bids fair for future success that the wo- 
men of this Diocese have taken hold of mission work near at home as well 
as that farther away, and specially when this is done at no loss to the 
other. 


It is fitting here to record the appreciation of the work done under the 
Canon by the Rev. Mr. Gatley and Rev. Mr. Babcock. Wherever they went 
they were most welcome, and always left a good record behind It was work 
done under difficult circumstances, and yet always well done. It is with 
great regret that no longer their services can be had, since they have ac- 
cepted other work that precludes their going out. Together they gave 
twenty-one weeks to the work, providing twenty-one Sunday Communions 
as well as those on weekdays. This meant almost a half year of a General 
Missionary. This loss must be felt in the work. 

Acting upon the Bishop’s suggestion at the last Council, the Archdeacon, 
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with the help of Rev. Messrs. Faber and Gatley, made a missionary tour to 
several places where our Church has no representative, In all but one we 
found adherents and communicants of our Church. Services were held and 
the Church’s position defined. These were well attended. One result is, 
through the generosity of churchmen in Lockport, that at one of these 
places we may soon have a Church and services held. In another place 
persons were found who wish to be confirmed. Soon after the Council the 
Bishop is to visit this place for service and confirmation. 


Three Sectional Meetings have been held during the year, none of which 
were as well attended as they ought to have been. Yet in all cases they did 
good, and prove the value of the plan. 


The Archdeacon has presented the cause of missions a few times, and ap- 
parently with good results. 


The Archdeacon is glad to be able to report that in many places there is 
marked improvement and growth: 


Attica. Mr. Thos. W. Clough, a member of the Layman’s League has 
been in charge for over a year. The result shows what a devout, earnest 
man, who has only the Master’s Kingdom in mind, can do. For years there 
the work has never been in such good shape. What seemed a hopeless task 
has been made a great success. The people of Attica deserve credit in thus 
showing that with the proper leader they can make progress. It is hoped 
soon there may be enough of strength to have a minister. 


Belfast. Were, where all seemed on the verge of success, has been a year 
of great trial, and yet the devotion of the faithful women has proved equal 
to the trial. The Rev. Mr. Dean had to take an enforced rest in June, ex- 
pecting to be back by August Ist. Unfortunately the trouble has proven 
more serious than thought, and Mr. Dean is still in the hospital. In No- 
vember he resigned the work. December Ist, Rev. George A. Harvey was 
called as Rector at Angelica and placed in charge of Belfast. Almost at 
the beginning of his work Mr. Harvey was stricken with typhoid fever and 
confined 10 his house for ten weeks. We are glad to say he is fully restored. 
In spite of all these difficulties the people have done very well, paying 
off another $100.00 on the debt. By the assistance of S. Paul’s Sun- 
day School, of Buffalo, the Sunday School at Belfast has made great 
progress. 


Belvidere. Here the work has made good progress under Rev. F. L. 
Smith, Regular services have been kept up during the year. Special 
attention has been paid to the Sunday School work, and this, the only Sun- 
day School in the place, is doing much in aiding Church growth. By the 
kindness of Mrs. Warren, of Buffalo, a number of books have been added 
to the library. 
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Brocton. During the year, with the assistance of the Rev. Mr. Ayres, the 
Archdeacon has held nearly regular services. These services, as formerly, 
have been held atthe residence of Mr. J A. Dunham. As stated last year 
it is work that will tell for the Church, though perhaps not resulting in an 
organized mission. 


Chautauqua, Hartfield and Mayville. Were Rev. Mr. Ayres has continued 
his work with the accustomed vigor, winning the esteem and the good will 
of all with whom he comes in contact. No part of his work is neglected, 
and all is making progress. At Chautauqua the summer work reaches hun- 
dreds, and though confined to few in winter, yet the Missionary ministers 
with equal regularity. At Hartfield the work is for the few faithful people 
who still remain in the little hamlet. 


Ellicottville and Springville. This work is placed under Rev. Dr. Géilliat, 
who ministers to both places, living at the former. At Ll/cottville the old 
parish is taking on new life. At Stringville there is the same faithful band 
of workers to assist the minister, and with such help the work is going on 
well. 


East Randolph and Randolph. One of those unforeseen slumps in interest 
and work took place here. It was proposed to close the church for a time. 
‘Here was a demonstration of the wisdom of an Archdeacon in the field. 
One visit, with services, calls upon the vestry and the people, reversed the 
decision. In October the Bishop appointed Rev. Franklin E. Smith to have 
charge. The former interest has been restored and renewed vigor in work 
has followed. At ast Randolph the new church is again in sight, and 
should Mr. Smith stay another year | think will be areality. Mr. Smith has 
baptized more than half a hundred. 


Franklinville. As stated last year, this place requires great patience. At 
no place in the whole Archdeaconry is sectarian prejudice and bigotry so 
bad as here. Yetin spite of this the faithful few have carried on the work. 
The Archdeacon and members of the Layman’s League minister here. 
Good work is being done here, which in quality and quantity would, in many 
other places, probably bear greater fruit. It must, in time, tell here. 


Friendship. The Bishop appointed the Rev. A. G. Wilson in charge of 
this field. He has done very good work and has beautified the room used 
for worship. Regular morning and evening services are held, and a good 
Sunday School kept in fine working order. Mr. Wilson uses the upper rooms 
of the house for a study and residence The Woman's Auxiliary has nearly 
raised the $150.00 asked for the improvements. 


Forestville, Irving and Silver Creek. July 1st the Bishop appointed Rev. M. 
S. Johnston in charge of this field. The wisdom of the appointment has 


been shown by the results. At Forestville the old parish has awakened to 
P 
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new life and done what was supposed to be impossible. In the next year 
much more can and will be done. 


At /rving, ours is the only service held in the place. The Sunday School 
is kept up and the work progresses. 


At Silver Creek much sickness and many deaths have interfered with the 
work, yet a great deal has been done, and at present all is in fine shape. 
All pledges met and $100.00 paid on the indebtedness. Great credit is due 
the incumbent, and when admitted to the Priesthood, doubtless more can be 
done. 


Hinsdale. The Archdeacon has held frequent week day services in the M. 
E. Church building. Our few here are faithful and appreciate the services 
held. Until the village begins to grow we cannot expect to make much 
progress. Yet the few here are to be ministered to and saved to the Church, 
so when moving to other places they can be useful. 


Hamburg and S. Philip’s, Buffalo. The Bishop appointed Rev. Mr Milne 
in charge of these places, requiring much travel. At Haméurg regular ser- 
vices have been held. In addition to meeting all the expenses in full, there 
has been a reduction in the indebtedness. At S. Philip’s much progress has 
been made. Necessary improvements have been made in the basement, 
making the rooms useful for all purposes The choir has been increased, 
and the people seem to have taken courage and are doing good work. 


Little Valley. The Rector at Salamanca, Rev. G. R. Brush, has accom- 
plished here what was hoped for, z. e , put new life in the work and revived 
the people. As the county seat of Cattaraugus this place demands that we 
keep up the services and as soon as possible achurch. No doubt under the 
present management this will, sooner or later, come. 


Lewiston and Tonawanda. At the old parish, work is going on well, and 
renewed life is shown. 


Tonawanda is one of the most promising fields, not only in adult mem- 
bership, but specially in a fine Sunday School ; located nearly a mile from 
any place of worship, we have, practically, the whole field to ourselves. The 
people have bought a fine lot, and on the rear have put a remodeled building 
that will do very well for a time. 


Orchard Park and S Bartholomew, Buffalo. The Rev. Dr. Smith last year 
agreed to take these places and carry them with his other work. The work 
has been successfully carried on and much progress made. Regular Com- 
munions have been given, and all things kept in good shape. 


Sinclairville. This village is so situated that it is impossible to use any of 
the Laymen from Buffalo. They must depend upon the Archdeacon and 
one Layman, who once a month comes from Jamestown. Under these ad- 
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verse circumstances the faithful people work on and accomplish much. The 
church is to be consecrated this autumn, and thus be acrown of its faith- 
ful work. During Lent the Archdeacon gave a week of services. On East- 
er Day the offering of $25.00 was for the improvement of the church 


The new work this year is the renewal of services at Ripley by the Rector 
of Westfield, who reports good attendance and interest. 


In the early autumn the Archdeacon visited Gowanda two or three times, 
and looked up all the people; the result is that S. Mary’s Mission, Gowanda, - 
is now revived and in better shape than ever before. The Layman’s League 
supplies services for three Sundays and the Archdeacon for the fourth. On 
this Sunday a service is held by the Archdeacon at the State Hospital. The 
remuneration for such service is set aside fora new church. We have many 
new families here, and very soon this mission should be under a minister. 
During the same time the Archdeacon visited the village of Perry. Plans 
for a new church are being bid upon. Itis hoped soon to begin the work 
upon the new building. With the aid of the Rev. Mr. Huntington, of Can- 
aseraga, who has to travel 31 miles each way, Wednesday evening services 
have been kept up. These services are held in the session room of the Uni- 
versalist house of worship. Mr. Huntington deserves credit, as the work 
does not increase his salary at all, being simply for the Master. Here we 
should, this summer, have a resident minister. 


At Selver peo only six miles from Perry, and through which we have 
to travel to reach Perry, Rev. Mr. Huntington and the Archdeacon found 17 
communicants. With a Rector at Perry, this field can be worked with good 
prospects of growth. 


In Buffalo the Mission of the Incarnation, started by the Layman’s League, 
has been through various vicissitudes, but now is making good progress. 
Much is due to the Rev. Edward Beaven, who ministers to them as often as 
he can. Here the strength is in the Sunday School, and if patiently followed 
must bring a church at last. 


During the year the Archdeacon has baptized 27; presented g for confir- 
mation (more are to be confirmed later); buried 4; married 6; holy com- 
munion, public 91, private 7, by others 31; public services 253; sermons 183; 


addresses 53; catechisings 32; calls in families 931; besides much corres- 
pondence. 


The Archdeacon again has been made to feel that he has the sympathy of 
his brethren of the Clergy,.and wishes to thank them for the same, and for 
their ready help. 


Also he wishes to thank the Layman’s League, with which the most cor- 
dial relations have been maintained. Without their help a large proportion 
of the aggressive work could not have been done. 
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The same generous and friendly hospitality has been extended to him in 


all parts of the field, always given in such a way as to encourage and cheer, 


for which he is most thankful.

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(2.) REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF ROCHESTER. 


Right Reverend Father and Brethren ; 


The century just closing has marked the greatest era of Missionary ex- 
pansion in the history of the Christian Church. How vividly has this been 
illustrated this very month, by that wonderful Conference in New York! 
And how impressively it reveals itself in the recently published Memories of 
Bishop Whipple, and the Life of the Apostolic Kemper! No longer is it 
possible for observant men to speak slightingly of the place or power of 
Christian Missions As with the freshness of a discovery, it has come to be 
recognized that gifts-and labors for the extension of the Kingdom of God 
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are not works of supererogation to be performed by a few imaginative en- 
thusiasts; but that rather they are the essential and universal evidences of 
religious life. Unremitting effort to make Christ known is the unexception- 
al and primal sign of Christian character in the individual and in the Church. 
Nor is it possible for one to round out the measure of a man by a grudging 
or merely languid patronizing of the Father’s business; it challenges and 
richly merits the very utmost endeavor and princeliest gifts. And it is all 
so well worth while. No other service pays half so well. The rewards are 
so surprising and so satisfying. No happier people live than the self-sacri- 
ficing Missionaries. 


Yes, the same o’erruling spirit who has been flinging wide open doors of 
approach to one heathen nation after another, these hundred years past, and 
who has been the while lavishly bestowing upon His baptized servants the 
means and capacities for bearing His blessings to the struggling souls be- 
yond, has at the same time been opening the eyes and quickening the hearts 
in Christendom to a truer appreciation of the duty and privileges which 
beckon us. Until to-day the noblest womanhood and the sanest manhood, 
the vigor and virility of the Church, are valiantly vying in the vineyard, and 
Pentecostal harvests are being gathered unto the Lord. 


And this wide and mighty movement, which has been gradually accumu- 
lating momentum during this glorious nineteenth century, has been making 
itself unmistakably felt amongst us the past twelvemonth. This Holy Year 
has already its unusual record ot welcome advance Our own beloved Church 
has been lifted up upon the great wave of missionary consecration which 
has rolled round the earth. And in our very midst the signs of a nobler 
zeal can be noted. In more ways than we can here recite, progress has been 
made in your Archdeaconry of Rochester. 


There is a better understanding both of the imperativeness of the duty to 
uplift the neighbors that are near to us, and of the particular points towards 
which to direct our efforts. Helpful information has been disseminated. 
The map of the district and the illustrated annual report have instructed 
and interested many, and stimulated a zeal according to knowledge. Old 
stations have been maintained, and new ground occupied. Sacraments and 
sermons in larger measure have blessed and edified. A truer spirit of self- 
help is spreading through the mission congregations. 


And while the amount of money which has passed through the Archdea- 
conry treasury is slightly less than during the preceding year, yet the total 
which has gone into the work is largely in excess of any previous record. 
The children’s Advent offerings rounded out a good $400. The Permanent 
Fund yielded us $734.41. There were specials to the amount of $442.20, 
and the quarterly collections aggregate nearly $2,500. Footing up a total of 
a round $4,000. The balance in bank tu-day is $527 44, against which, how- 
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ever, several checks are to be drawn. Over and above these sums which 
have passed through the hands of our Treasurer, there have been large gifts 
for Missionary purposes sent directly to the field, quite $4,000 more. It is 
with genuine gratitude that we recognize this increasing liberality towards 
the work. A new rectory has been built at Holley, a new Church at Canis- 
teo, and yet another is in process of erection at Dundee; and an entrance 


has been won for the services of the Church in five new towns: Despatch, 
Manchester, Gorham, South Gates and Springwater. 


Yes, the closing year of the great missionary century has been a period of 
aggressive earnestness richly blessed in the Archdeaconry of Rochester. 
God pardon our many shortcomings and help us to think charitably of the 
few who came not to the help of the Lord against the mighty! Anugly blot 
is upon an otherwise bright record, in that several of the larger congrega- 
tions have sent little or nothing from the proceeds of the canonical collec- 
tions. We have need to pray fervently for a fuller outpouring of that 
ghostly power which irresistibly impels men to be witnesses in Jerusalem, 
and in Judea, and in Samaria, as well as unto the uttermost parts of the 
earth. 


It was with the profoundest sorrow that the members of the Board of 
Missions of the Archdeaconry of Rochester learned of the death of their 
honored associate and beloved friend, the Rev. William D’Orville Doty, D. 
D. The cause of missions abroad and at home sustained a grievous loss by 
his departure. For years in the general conventions and the missionary 
councils he exerted a stimulating influence in behalf of the work of Church 
extension in foreign and domestic fields. The native tenderness of Dr. 
Doty’s great heart formed the basis of his inspiriting and ever increasing 
missionary zeal. Deep as was his love for his parish, he knew well that the 
capacities of his heart could not be satisfied within such confines. It was 
not mere good nature, but the goodness of his nature which impelled him to 
co-operate with every endeavor to obey the divine command ‘‘ and preach 
the Gospel to every creature.” He realized in thought and word and deed 
that ‘‘ there is that scattereth and yet increaseth.” He trained his congrega- 
tion under all circumstances to give precedence to missionary interests. He 
taught them to recognize that the worth of a parish is revealed not by what 
it acquires for itself, but by what it devotes to the help of others less favored 
We gratefully recall the tireless devotion with which he applied himself to 
the development of one and another mission in the outskirts of Rochester, S. 
John’s, All Saints’ and S. Thomas’. For years he was the energetic secretary 
of the former Deanery of Rochester, and from its inception he had been a 
most helpful member of the board of missions Each missionary in our 
field felt a personal attachment to him, and each dependent station found 
him ever a loyal supporter. We devoutly thank God for the long continu- 
ance amongst us of such a genuine Christian man and so true a missionary

priest. His memory is our cherished treasure, and his example should be 
' and shall be our abiding inspiration. | 


In Dundee, Dresden and Glenora, the Rev. Wm. L. Davis has completed 
a year of notable fruitfulness. On the 30th of September the Dundee Chris- 
tian property was sold on foreclosure for more than your Board of Missions 
felt justified in bidding, and our energies have since then been directed to- 
wards securing a new Church in another location. The Harpending family 
have gratuitously deeded to the Diocese a spacious and desirable lot in the 
center of the thriving town; one of the parishioners has volunteered to bear 
the expense of excavating the cellar and completing the stune foundations : 
an attractive and commodious fabric has been designed, and sufficient money 
has been ensured to enable Mr. Davis to promise that before many months 
the building shall be enclosed and fit for the services. A firm hold hasbeen 
secured upon the townspeople ; the attendance upon the ministrations has 
doubled, the congregation on Easter evening taxed the accommodations, 
more than two hundred being present. It was eloquent evidence of the ex- 
ceptional influence of the enterprising mi:sionary and his good wife, and was 
a fair sample of the general progress which in one short year has been ac- 
complished in this new field. The pledge of conformity and request for or- 
ganization has been duly signed, and you will be asked at this session to 
welcome into union with the Diocese the new Grace Church, Dundee. The 
good work at Dresden goes bravely on under Mr. Davis also, and services are 
maintained through most of the year at Glenora. 


At Canisteo, a sightly and substantial Chapel has been erected under the 
sympathetic supervision of the Rev. E S Hoffman, and the personal lead- 
ership of Mr. Wm. S. Charles, the efficient Lay Reader. The vicissitudes 
of many years have been crowned at last with a manifest gain which en= 
sures permanency. Some of us can recall the protracted anxieties over this 
work in the old Deanery days, and appreciate the patience and courage 
which have now begun to win the victory. 


Fifteen months ago the Rev. Wm. H. Hawken entered upon the work at 
Holley, and in this brief period the loyal little flock has done much to rejoice 
the hearts of all its friends. The chief undertaking of a material sort has 
been the building of a new rectory. Those of you who are familiar with 
the fine stone church, so recently constructed in this charming village may 
realize the boldness required to project a further building venture for the 
youthful mission. But the need was no sooner recognized than the little 
congregation resolved to supply it, and within a year an ideal home has 
been planned and put up ata cost of some $2,400, and fazd for, all but about 
$85. It is astory of admirable enterprise and of self-sacrificing liberality, 
resulting in the most completely equipped mission in the Archdeaconry. 
- They are fully deserving of the freest generosity on the part of the Board 
of Missions while they strive to maintain their work after so exhausting a 
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drain upon their limited resources. In addition to his vigorous labors in 
Holley, Mr. Hawken has officiated occasionally at several surrounding com- 
munities, in Hulberton, Kendall and Sandy Creek. He has also visited 
Spencerport, a town too long neglected by the Church, but to which the new 
Rector of Brockport promises to give some attention and energy soon. 


For a year the Rev. Mr. Macfarlane has held regular services in the set- 
tlement north of Medina, known as A&idgeway. The unused Universalist 
structure was opened to him, and a congregation averaging forty souls as- 
sembled to hear the Church’s message, and to learn to love Her holy ways. 
Faithfully and wisely the sower scattered the seed, and evidence has not been 
lacking that some of it has taken root. But some time since the local trustees 
unexpectedly gave notice that they had decided that no more services could be 
held in the building. The field, however, is by no means closed to us, and 
but for the removal of Mr. Macfarlane (who has accepted a call to the Paci- 
fic Slope), the hold which had been secured upon the people would be re- 
tained and strengthened. Your Archdeacon has officiated here and in Lyn-- 
donville recently, and will endeavor to keep up the interest as far as possible. 
It is of prime importance that we extend our operations along the whole line 
of the Ogdensburg railroad. A few years ago we were doing nothing 
throughout the entire eighty miles of populous country, except at Sodus. 
Now we have the established missions at Charlotte and at Union Hill, and 
reach out occasionally to Wolcott and Williamson and Nine Mile Point, and 
Kendall and Lyndonville. But we are far behind our responsibilities in this 
region, and must throw ourselves into its evangelization with resolute vigor 
and without delay. 


In S. George’s, Char/otte, under the discreet guidance of the Rev. Henry 
S. Dennis, there has been genuine growth. In the early fall, a week of 
special services aroused them all to renewed consecration and co-operation, 
and in every way the situation continues toimprove. The permanent pop- 
ulation is neither large nor wealthy, but the summer attractions bring many 
visitors. The church was built in a style to induce the attendance of the 
transient colony ; but there was left upon it a considerable debt. The little 
group has done nobly in maintaining a resident minister. Has not the time 
come for some of those, whose outings here are blessed by the mission in 
more ways than they always realize, to make some adequate return to the 
work and wipe out the debt? It would be but a merited recognition of 
the large self-denial and devotion of thesmissionary. The increasing num- 
ber of baptisms and confirmations attest the deepening influence of the 
Church upon the villagers. 


Mr. Dennis reaches out, also, to the new work at Union Hill, where he 
had builded a pretty and convenient chapel last year, It is the only re- 
ligious structure in the village, and is the center from which a sanctifying 
leaven spreads into every home. The rather obtrusive opposition of a few 
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denominationalists has subsided, and the work has moved on into the quiet 
and effective stage. The benediction of heaven rests upon it. So, also, at 
the little schoolhouse at Nine AZile Point, which is in this circuit, the faithful 
family of Burnetts continue the Sunday School exercises, and, from time 
to time, your Archdeacon administers the Sacraments and other occasional 
offices. The place is but a country cross roads, and he would be gifted with 
rare imagination who should picture a church and a parish organization for 
it ever, but it is worthy of attention for all of that. Strengthen the Church 
inthe cities, yousay! Yes, to be sure; but also work out from the cities and 
cover the rural districts as well. Minister to the souls of men everywhere, 
as youcan. In scores and hundreds of other four corners we ought to be 
doing just what has been so happily done at Nine Mile Point. They 
have no representative here to-day—they are not likely to ever send del- 
egates to a Council, for they are not big enough to organize into an ec- 
clesiastical body; they may not be even assessable for Diocesan expenses, 
but it is good and true and resultful missionary work all the same. And we 
ought to do much more of it than we do. 


A little further on, on the same line, is the thriving town of Wzllamson, 
where we have several communicants, and are able to conduct an occasional 
service. The Rector of Palmyra accompanied me thither at the close of the 
Sodus Sectional Conference, and preached to a large congregation of inter- . 
ested people in the Presbyterian Church. There is noreason why we should 
not do here and at Wolcott something such as we have been doing at Dundee, 
if only our communicants would furnish the Board with an average gift of 
but one penny a week Is it not lamentable that such golden opportunities 
for doing the Master's will must linger and die away for the mere lack of 
such paltry sums? Or is it so that we will do nothing in a town until the 
residents themselves get together and offer a living?) How would such a 
policy be characterized in the business world? Think of the fortunes daily 
poured into new schemes by shrewd men, and the patience with which 
they wait before the profits begin to return. And the Church will have 
to at once make just such large-minded investments in several of the vil- 
lages in the Archdeaconry or suffer heavy loss. 


The one other mission station in this district is Christ Church at Sodus 
Point, where the Rev. Dr. Van Dyke has completed another year of patient 
faithfulness, and where his ripe gifts and rich experience and high character 
have helped the people and strengthened. the Church more than statistics 
can tell. An excellent spirit prevails. They have at last accomplished a 
‘good purpose for which they have been long struggling. The last dollar of 
indebtedness upon their ambitious guild-hall has just been paid. As the 
missionary says, it is really an epoch in the history of the parish. 


While the efforts of the missionary boards have always been devoted 
chiefly to the towns and villages of the country districts, yet there has never 
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been a time when the newer sections of the city of Rochester have not re- 
quired the attention and nursing care of the Diocesan Missionary authorities. 
During this past year there have been two congregations in this city to which 
your assistance has been extended—the Ascension and All Saints’. Itshould 
be clearly noted that while in general the work of the Church of God is the 
same in one locality as in another, yet there are peculiar conditions which 
influence the development of an urban mission which do not affect the rural 
ventures, and vice versa. I can pause here only long enough to advert to 
one of the characteristics of city mission work. The field is so open to the 
inspection of everyone in thé established parishes, and as many men usually 
are of many minds, there are invariably questionings and gloomy predic- 
tions and sometimes active obstructionism meted out to each new venture, 
So far as my experience goes, I believe that every announcement of a new 
mission in the country is hailed with approbation ; while each new city ven- 
ture draws to itself a nagging opposition, which beclouds and annoys until 
in spite of it success is attained. Now, in a measure, this is quite right, 
and necessary. Where there are already active organizations of the Church 
straining every nerve to evangelize a community, it is a serious matter to 
resolve to create additional centres of organization, particularly when the 
burden of equipping and supporting these must for the most part fall upon 
others. Any worker or work which does not welcome and cannot satisfy 
reasonable criticism is radically defective. And those to whom has been 
delegated the responsibility for superintending new ventures must, in the 
nature of the case (and, indeed, by the express laws of the Church) secure 
the consent and approval of the neighboring brethren. Self-will in such a 
matter is a grievoussin. We have need to pray often and humbly for God’s 
guidance and a right judgment. Yes; and then on the other hand, there is 
great need for loyal acceptance of accredited leadership. We must reso- 
lutely crush captiousness. There is large room for more unselfishness, and 
a more sympathetic consideration of unshepherded sections, anda more 
consuming zeal for the spread of the Kingdom. 


On the northeastern border of the city there has grown up a populous 
district; itis spoken of as East Rochester. The many tracks of the New 
York Central railroad shut it off from the rest of the city. Al Saints’ Mis- 
sion was promptly and judiciously planted there a decade ago. It has had 
the usual hard fight for existence. It is making real progress, and to-day 
the time has come when we must devise for it more liberal things and more 
vigorously enter upon the opportunities awaiting us here. There is a pop-

ulation at present of 3,500 in this ‘‘ par oichia,” and it grows apace. Last 
week fifteen engineering crews of the Central road were transferred from 
Buffalo to Rochester, and are finding homes here ; three of the families have 
already declared themselves church folk. For such a territory our duty is 


plain and pressing and present. First, we must relieve the burden of debt 
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on the chapel. There was a street assessment of $750. We started a sub- 
scription book for this not long ago. One-half of the amount had been 
raised last May ($375); since then the Rev. Dr. Parnell has approached many 
outside churchmen, and has gathered in $35 more He purposes to push the 
canvass further, and hopefully relies upon the appreciative co-operation of 
those who are abundantly able to aid. If we are to justly estimate the 
faithful labors of our venerable brother, or truly grasp the situation here, 
it is but due that I should say that few, if any, of us this past year ean 
have been as.untiring in that chief task of pastoral visiting as has been the 
priest in charge of All Saints’; and one of the stimulating results has been 
that thus he has (with the efficient assistance of Mr. Eugene C. Denton) main- 
tained an exceptionally effective Sunday School with a membership of over 
one hundred. The salary which these people have felt able to offer is but 
$200, on which there are $78 overdue at present. And yet someone recently 
hazarded the statement that the clergy are paid just what they earn. The 
next step to be taken here then is to supplant the present undignified and 
unfit frame house and erect a church which shall evidently mean permanent 
establishment, and may reasonably be expected to attract worshippers. And 
then must we attack the work with increased aggressiveness, and win 
young and old to Christ and His Church. It is an urgent errand, and 
challenges from us‘all, not doubting debate, but open-hearted and open- 
handed help. 


The other Rochester station is the Church of the Ascension. Older, and 
surrounded by people of larger means, it has run the gauntlet of early dif- 
ficulties and silenced the croaker. The past year has witnessed measurable 
growth in members, and financially, and in yet subtler signs of grace. The 
suburb develops apace. The Sunday School has doubled in size during the 
year. Ten more voices have been added to the surpliced choir. The salary 
of the rector,is-paid every week. There is no indebtedness whatever, and 
there are from $1,500 to $1,800 in cash and subscriptions towards the pro- 
posed additions to the present building. Work upon the extension will be 
begun when $500 more shall have been put to the fund. (Since writing the 
foregoing I have been informed by Mr. Le Boutillier that the full $2000 re- 
quired has been secured, and therefore work will be begun within another 
month. Laus Deo!) Moreover, there has been a commendable recogni- 
tion of the duty to develop self-help. With the cordial consent of his loyal 
people, Mr. Le Boutillier has formally volunteered the request that his mis- 
sionary stipend be reduced, and expresses the hope that he may be able to 
make a similar request annually until they shall be entirely self-supporting 
May we not hear from several other long-established stations to the same 
effect? In the five years of the Archdeaconry management, this admirable 
ambition to relinquish stipends in order that the money may be applied in 
some new direction has seized more than one congregation. Addison, 
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Honeoye Falls, Sodus, Sodus Centre and Branchport all contrive now to 
provide as well as ever for their ministers, and without missionary help. 
And there are two or three others to whom we would heartily commend a 
like action. 


There is one other point in the city of Rochester to which I must at 
least refer in passing, and that is Monroe Avenue. Two years ago we 
had a flourishing mission there, S. Thomas’. It was placed under the care 
of S. Paul’s Church. Fifteen months ago their ministers withdrew from 
the responsibility. The services ceased ; the rented hall was given up and 
for more than a year the work has been abandoned. Active steps, however, 
are now being taken to determine the question as to the desirability of 
reopening the mission, and before long some decisive step will doubtless 
be taken. 


Much to my regret there have been two vacancies in the field this past 
year, Vunda and Hunts lost their Rector by removal from the Diocese. 
They are weak parishes, and find it difficult to pledge a sufficient salary to 
enable a clergyman to enter into residence. They each possess unencum- 
bered property, and there is a rectory at Nunda. The right kind of a man 
could, without doubt, receive $400 and the stipend of $200, or more ; ensur- 
ing at least $600 and house; and with God's blessing the congregations 
should grow, and in a measurable period thesalary shouldincrease. It does 
not seem probable that the situation will be improved in the absence of a 
resident pastor. If necessary the Board should double the stipend fora 
year in order to induce the right man to take up the work. 


So, also, at East Bloomfield and Victor. After patient persuasion the ves- 
try of S. Peter’s Church, two years ago, agreed to appropriate their income 
more advantageously, and the field has accordingly been ready and waiting 
for a resident pastor. The Chapel at Victor has been renovated and put 
into habitable condition, and services are held in each place every other Sun- 
day by the Rev. W. O. Taylor. The hours of service have been rearranged 
so that the morning is now given to East Bloomfield and the afternoon to 
Victor,.and the attendance has grown in both churches. But we cannot 
hope for any satisfactory advance (particularly in Victor) until a minister is 
settled in their midst. | 


It is with genuine pleasure thatewe report the good work done under the 
leadership of the Rev. A H. Mellen, at the ancient settlement of Allen’s 
Hill. This Church is, next to Trinity, Geneva, the oldest parish in the dio- 
cese, it is redolent of sacred memories, and has yet a holy errand to accom- 
plish among men. The dilapidated edifice pleaded pathetically for repairs. 
Mr. Mellen has prevailed upon the few folk thereabouts to lend a hand, and 
has appealed to outside friends,.and has secured $162 in cash and $91 in 
pledges, together with an order for not more than $50 on the Centrefield 
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Fund, a total of $300, and the repairs, which are already well under way, will be 
promptly paid for. We cannot be too grateful to all who have aided in thus 
restoring the waste places. It would have been a lamentable misfortune had 
we abandoned this station, which is now nearly one hundred years old. We 
have already too long a list of extinct organizations in this Archdeaconry— 
a full dozen. In Prattsburgh, Howard, Centrefield, Penfield, Pultneyville, 
Wolcott, Lima, Pavilion, Williamson and Himrods, as well as at the Good 
Shepherd and S. John’s in Rochester, and Grace Church, Penn Yan, the 
Journals declare that we once had promising organizations. To-day they 
are dead. It is true that sometimes it is the part of wisdom to yield 
to the inevitable and to transfer investment and effort from an impos- 
sible locality to one in which there is assurance of better returns. But, 
surely, we should ponder profoundly before we decide any place impossible. 
In this formidable array of retreats, must we not confess that some are in 
part due to criminal negligence. And shall we not register a solemn reso- 
lution to do our utmost to at least maintain the ground once won. At 
least, this ! 


1 would that your time would permit me to tell you the story of the five 
new towns entered this year. It would interest and stimulate us all. 


At Despatch, we have found real encouragement. The village is now 
settling down to normal development, after the inevitable reaction conse- 


oT 


quent upon sacha ‘‘ boom” at its start; quite a few new houses have been 
erected, and all are occupied. Conservative observers agree that it has suc- 
cessfully weathered the experimental stage. It should be a satisfaction to 
find our church on the ground thus early. Our first approach was made by 
securing a room and advertising a service; it was largely attended; but did 
not discover any number of communicants or probable adherents. Consid- 
erable difficulty was also experienced in securing the room for a second ser- 
vice. We therefore devoted a day to calling at house after house, and thus 
found a goodly number of families favorable to our ministrations. That 
evening we brought them into mutual acquaintance at a meeting, and ap- 
pointed a committee of four to make the necessary local: arrangements for 
regular services, and we are now Officiating fortnightly in an upper room, 
The Methodists are the only others as yet in the field. We have an excel- 
lent nucleus for a congregation, and if the place continues its phenom- 
enal development we should be prepared to establish ourselves perma- 
nently in it. 


At Gorham we find more and more reason for perseverance. There are a 
score and more communicants, and our ministrations are heartily welcomed. 
Of course, there is opposition from the religious bodies already established 
there ; but, at least, we have a duty to our own people, and ‘“‘ woe is me, if 
I preach not the Gospel.” 
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From Avon to Avoca is a far cry, and we have been doing nothing along 
that long reach of the Erie road (except at Livonia). The chief town on 
this line is Wayland, and I have hoped each year to gain a foothold here. It 
should be worked from Dansville, and perhaps our good brother, the new 
Rector there, may hew a path across. But, meanwhile, an approach was 
providentially provided by way of the neighboring hamlet of Springwater 
not long since. The President of the Woman’s Auxiliary of Central New 
York was visiting her son, a resident physician. She wrote to a Rochester 
friend expressing her grief over the lack of Church privileges for his family; 
the letter was handed to your Archdeacon one morning, he called her up by 
telephone, and proposed a visit that very day, it was hastily arranged and 
that evening we held an interesting service in the Reformed Church; a con- 
gregation of sixty saw the surpliced priest and joined in the prayers from a 
book for the first time. We met the people, found three communicants and 
two more desirous of confirmation, and several others hungry for the ser- 
vices. Clearly here is an opening. Will you pledge it your sympathy and 
support if it should develop? 


On the 16th of October the Rev. F. M. Baum relinquished his charge of 
Trinity Mission, Shortsville ; he was succeded by the Rev. Alexander Mac- 
duff, who officiated most acceptably until February, when he was compelled 
to seek a milder climate. During his short incumbency he started services 
in Manchester, two miles distant. They were largely attended, and have 
been maintained ever since by your Archdeacon and Lay Readers. The 
two towns find it hard to unite their interests in any direction, and a 
service in each has temporarily served a good purpose; but, at least, at 
present it would seem unwise to develop a second organization; the distance 
is not so great as to necessitate the effort to erect and maintain another Mis- 
sion Church. It is rather the expectation that these supplementary services 
may be the means of attracting more of the Manchester people to the Shorts- 
ville flock. 


Finally, there has been a new attack made upon the district known as 
South Gates, just west of Rochester. On All Saints’ Day, 1892, the Church 
Club responded to an invitation from a church woman who was interested 
in a Union Sunday School in that vicinity. Several services were held. 
The Rev. Mr. Hubbard drove out with his choir and officiated once. Others 
of the clergy accompanied the Lay Readers, and fora while all went well. 
Mr. John Van Ingen devoted himself to the work with exemplary persistence. 
For the last three years the faithful woman has been maintaining a Sunday 
School almost single handed. The name and example of Mrs. Spruce 
should be inscribed ona roll of honor. Last fall it was my privilege to be 
led into the field, and my interest was excited at once, and once a month on 
the circuit from Corfu and Bergen, we have driven over to the School House 


for service ; the first occasion brought out eighty-five deeply attentive farmer 
9 S . 
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folk, and the attendance has kept up to an unusual degree. Two weeks 
ago the Rev. E. H. Martin officiated for them. It is an interesting work, 
and merits our encouragement. 


Dr. Darnell at Livonia and Caledonia, Mr. Miller at Bradford and Wayne, 
and Mr. Whitcomb at Montour Falls, report a prosperous year. At Fairport 
the Rev. L. G. Morris has labored acceptably for the twelvemonths, and sin- 
cere regret is felt over his departure. Wecan but hope for as felicitous a 
career for his successor. S. Luke’s has the distinction of being the only 
parish beholden to the American Church Building Fund fora loan on its 
property. It has struggled hard to meet the conditions of the grant, and 
has succeeded in paying the interest in full up to January Ioth, and has 
reduced the principal of $1,500 down to $815 50. The Trustees of the 
Fund are strenuous in their demand for an annual reduction of this, 
and it becomes our duty to extend a helping hand to the worthy little 


group. 


At South Phelps the work continues under the personal supervision of 
your Archdeacon, assisted by Mr. J. H. Heady as Lay Reader. 


The Rev. C. Orvis Dantzer’s labors amongst his afflicted deaf mute friends 
have been patiently prosecuted in the face of many difficulties. His silent 
ministrations bring comfort and blessing to many. His efforts could be 
made to tell much more effectively if he could concentrate his time upon his 
people within this one diocese. The offering in each church upon the twelfth 
Sunday after Trinity has annually been bespoken for this beautiful work. 
Not one-fifth of you, however, sent anything for him this past year. Some- 
thing more creditable and adequate must certainly be done hereafter. With 
tender solicitude we leave the subject to your consciences. 


And so, dear brethren, we have sketched for you this Archdeaconry field. 
Rough and hasty as have been our strokes, does not the picture stand out 
before you in outline sharp enough to impress upon you the real greatness 
of the task? I shall not have spoken in vain if only you shall have gained 
a truer realization of the extent of our obligations and the urgency of the 
demands. In all soberness I beg you to recognize with me the immediate 
need of planning for this work on a scale incomparably larger than we have 
yet considered. Why, we have just begun to occupy the land! With all my 
soul I charge you to rouse yourselves and your people to a far higher pitch 
of effort than has heretofore been dreamed of; for clearly God is beckoning 
us, and mow is the accepted time. Think of it! This business is carried on 
for less than $4,000 a year. Eighteen priests and a like number of Lay 
Readers, together with an Archdeacon, have been employed in the field by 
this palty sum. In what other department ‘ot enterprise is so little made 
todo so much? And, ah, what glorious things could to-day be done if only 
your investments were adequate. 
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Three practical propositions I submit to you in conclusion : 


First—Let us each and everyone register the vow this night, that at least 
the quarterly collections shall unfailingly be taken and forwarded for this 
work. 


Secondly—I ask your favorable consideration of the suggestion to form 
an Archdeaconry Church Building Association, every member of which 
shall agree to give $5 towards each new mission chapel erected under 
the approval of the Board of Missions. Out of the 10,000 communi- 
cants I should expect at least 100 to join in such an agreement. And we 
might then add one or two new buildings to our equipment every twelve- 
month. 


Lastly—I put to you the query: What is God’s share in this work? 
Are we seeking His co-operation as we should? Might we not profitably 
keep annually a Day of Intercession for Diocesan Missions? Aye, and let 
us more constantly and more fervently, in public and private devotions, ap- 
propriate that prayer of the Bishop whose memorial we are projecting : 


‘* Blessed Lord Jesus Christ, who hast taught us to love our neighbors as 
ourselves, and that all men are our neighbors to whom we can do good, as 
we have opportunity, give us readiness to work by this law of love, for 
the extension of Thy Kingdom among neighbors that are near to us. And 
to the Churches of the Diocese give an enlarged spirit of zeal and charity, 
that following Thine example they may go into the next towns Make 
every Church a Mother of Churches after this manner, bearing much fruit 
in the salvation of souls that are ready to perish; that hereby we may be 
Thy disciples indeed, and that herein Thy Name may be glorified ; Who 
livest and reignest with the Father and the Holy Ghost One God blessed 
forever. Amen,”

Annexed to this report is a tabular statement showing the particulars of 
the mortgages held in these two funds. As anticipated in last year’s report, 
the trustees have been obliged, in several instances, to reduce the rate of in- 
terest on matured loans from six to five per cent. in order to retain the loans. — 
Whenever this has been done, payment on the principal has been exacted 
and the loan brought well within savings bank standards. During the lat- | 
ter part of last year, the treasurer was pleased to submit the securities of 
the funds and the books and papers to the inspection of a committee of the 
Standing Committee. The only security which that committee criticised was 
the bond and mortgage of William A. Brooks, standing at that time at 
$2,500. This mortgage was originally for $5,500, and covered a hotel in the 
village of Charlotte. The hotel was completely destroyed by fire several 
years ago, and the insurance, $3,000, was applied to the reduction of the 
loan. The vacant lots are hardly adequate security for the balance due, but 
the mortgagor is believed to be responsible on his bond. Acting upon the 
suggestion of the committee, a call of $500 on account of the principal of 
this mortgage was made, and promptly met, and another call of $500, to be 
paid on January I, Igo1, has been made. 


Interest on all bonds and mortgages held by the Fund has been promptly 
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paid, and it is believed that these securities are now in as sound condition as 
any which produce an annual income of nearly six per cent. 


The real estate held by the trustees is carried for what it cost to buy it on 
foreclosure. The farm in Oswego County is hardly worth redeeming. The 
other real estate is believed to be worth very nearly what it is carried for in 
the above statement. 


The trustees have decided, since the last report, to charge off all but $200 
of the notes of parishioners, which have been carried for a great many 
years, but which are, with two exceptions, apparently worthless assets. 
The trustees understand that some of the makers of these notes 
are in the habit of paying the equivalent of the interest thereon to 
their own parishes in aid of the parish assessment for the Support of the 
Episcopate, but on only two notes is the interest paid directly to the treasurer 
of the fund 


After making all proper allowances for depreciation in real estate, it is be- 
lieved, as has been stated in previous reports, that the combined Episcopate 
and De Lancy Funds amount to $40,000, and produce an annual net revenue 
of about $2,000.

The unpaid obligations are the salary of the Bishop for four months, 
$1,666.64. It was pointed out in last year’s report that the only way to 
meet this deficit, which is increasing every year by about the amount of one 
month’s salary, is to raise the assessments on parishes at least twenty-five 
per cent. As compared with last year, the receipts from this source show 
an increase of $103.22. The fixed charges are about $5,600. With a net in- 
come from investments of $2,000, it is obvious that $3,600 must be had from 
the Treasurer of the Diocese. The deficit of $1,328 02 will still remain to 
be provided for. We have been able during the past year to pay the Bishop’s 
salary for eleven months, besides meeting the expenses connected with the 
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See House in Buffalo, and an extraordinary expenditure of $238.73 for accu- 
mulated taxes on real estate. The trustees have learned through the public 
press that a bequest of $3,000 to the Episcopate Fund was contained in the 
will of the late Judge James M. Smith, which was filed for probate in De- 
cember last. The bequest has not yet been paid

The Sixty-fourth Annual Council of the Diocese of West- 
ern New York met at the above time and place, pursuant 
to the call of the Bishop, under Title II, §$ 1 and 2, of the 
Constitution and Canons of the Diocese. 


Evening Prayer was said by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of 
the Diocese, assisted by the Revs. Messrs. C. J. Davis, W. 
W. Rafter, A. W. Ebersole and G. A. Harvey. 


At the close of the service the Council met for business, 
the Bishop presiding. 


The roll of the Clergy was called, and seventy answered 
to their names; this number was afterwards increased to 
eighty-three. 


The names of the Churches whose Certificates of Lay 
Delegates were in due form were then read. 


The names of Lay Delegates reported by the Secretary 
as duly appointed were then called and forty-seven dele- 
gates answered, representing thirty-two Parishes. In all 
there were present at the Council fifty-two Lay Delegates, 
representing thirty-seven Parishes.

The following amendments to Canon Eight on Diocesan 
Missions were offered by Mr. S. S. Brown, and on motion, 
were referred to the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons. 


Resolved, That Section II, of Canon Eight, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


II. The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Bishop, the Clergy 
who are canonically resident within its limits, together with three Lay 
Delegates from each Parish and organized Mission. 


Resolved, That Section IV, of Canon Eight, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


22 DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK. [First Day 


IV. (1.) The executive officer of each Archdeaconry shall be appointed 
by the Bishop from three Presbyters to be nominated by the Archdeaconry, 
each Clergyman and each Parish and organized Mission represented by 
Laymen being entitled to one vote. The term of office of the Archdeacon 
shall be three years, beginning on the Monday succeeding the adjournment 
of the Diocesan Council held after his appointment by the Bishop, and in 
case of vacancy by removal from the Archdeaconry, by resignation, or death, . 
it shall be filled inthe manner above prescribed, and the term of office of the 
Archdeacon appointed to fill such vacancy shall begin at once, and end three 
years from the Monday succeeding the adjournment of the Diocesan Coun- 
cil held prior to his appointment by the Bishop ; and the Archdeacon, as a 
Missionary in Chief, shall be entitled to the full privileges of membership in 
the Council. 


(2.) A Secretary and a Treasurer shall be elected annually, and also three 
Clergymen and three Laymen, who, together with the Bishop and the Arch- 
deacon, ex-officio, and the Secretary and the Treasurer, shall constitute the 
Missionary Board, which shall have power to fill its own vacancies. 


Resolved, That Paragraph 1, Section V, of Canon Eight, be amended so as 
to read as follows: 


V. (1.) The Missionary Board of each Archdeaconry shall meet at such 
time and place as it shall determine for the transaction of business, shall 
make its own by-laws, shall adopt such plans for increasing the missionary 
revenue as it shall deem best, shall have full control of all money coming 
into its treasury and determine its distribution, and shall arrange for such 
sectional meetings in various parts of the Archdeaconry as it may find 
desirable in the interests of the work. The Bishop shall be Chairman of the 
Missionary Board, and shall preside at its meetings; and in the absence of 
the Bishop the Archdeacon shall preside. 


A Canon relating to Clerical Pensions was offered by 
the Rev. Mr. Bragdon, and referred to the same committee. 


On motion of Mr. Pound, amendments to the Constitution 
or Canons proposed last year were referred to the same 
Committee. 


The Reports of the Standing Committee, the Board of 
Education, the Trustees of De Lancey Divinity School, 
were read by the Rev. Dr. North, also the Report of 
the Warden of the De Lancey Divinity School, the Rev.

The Committee on Constitution and Canons presented a 
report recommending the adoption of the following Canon, 
to be numbered as Title I, Canon 14: 


TITLE I, CANON 14. 
ON RETIRING ALLOWANCE. 


Any Clergyman of this Diocese who shall have been resident and at work 
in this Diocese for twenty-five years, and shall have reached the age of 
sixty-five, shall be entitled to, and on his application to the Bishop stating 
his desire to retire from the active duties of his ministry, shall receive a Re- 
tiring Allowance of $400.00 a year. 5 


The amount needed for such Retiring Allowance shall be raised by a pro 
rata assessment on the current expenses (on the same basis as other assess- 
ments) of the Parishes of the Diocese in union with the Council. 


And it shall be the duty of every Parish in this Diocese in union with the 
Council to pay to the Treasurer, for this purpose, on or before the tenth day 
after the adjournment of each annual session, a contribution of such per 
cent. on the current expenses, on the same basis as other assessments of the 
Parish, as the Council shall determine. 


This Canon shall apply to such Clergymen as are in active work in this 
Diocese on January rst, A. D., Igor. 


On motion the report was received and the Canon unan- 
imously adopted. 


The report of the Trustees of De Veaux College was 
read by the Rey. Dr. North, and upon motion it was re- 
ceived and referred to the Standing Committee upon said 
report. . 
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The Rev. Dr. Crapsey offered the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the portion of the Bishop’s Address which treats of the 
affairs of the Institution for the reception, maintenance and education of 
orphan and destitute children, founded by the will of Samuel De Veaux, 
and all other reports and documents relating to said Institution, be referred 
to the Committee of the Whole House. And that this Council do convene 
as such Committee of the Whole House for the consideration of the address, 
documents and reports above submitted to it at four o'clock this Tuesday 
afternoon, with the Hon. John E. Pound, of Grace Church, Lockport, in 
the Chair.

son of certain moneys paid into the Episcopate Fund, the payment of which 
certain sums was to relieve said parishes from all further contributions, and, 
as such sums in several instances, at the present rate of interest, do not pro- 
duce as much as would be secured from the parishes at the present rate of 
Diocesan Assessment, we therefore recommend that such parishes be asked 
to take up an annual offering for the support of the Episcopate, and that such 
offering shall be equal, at least, to the difference between the amount actu- 
ally received from the interest on sums contributed by any parish and the 
amount that would be received from said parish under the present Diocesan 
Assessment.

Peon OPS Tne COMMITTEE ON THE BISHOP 
COX RE UMEMORTALATALE, 


Shortly after the adjournment of the Council last year your Committee 
met to consider contractors’ estimates upon the accepted plans and specifica- 
tions and discovered that. owing to the large advance in the prices of build- 
ing materials and wages, a considerable addition to the fund of $27,000.00 
then in sight would be required. In view of this fact the Bishop was 
requested to issue a pastoral letter, stating the needs of the fund and calling 
upon those who had not already contributed ‘to respond to this appeal. 
Bishop Walker’s letter commending the project and cordially asking for 
generous gifts was distributed widely in the early autumn, and asa result 
there are now eleven more parishes and missions on the roll of donors to 
this object ; ninety-fourin all. In securing advantageous bids from builders 
the Committee was very considerably aided by Mr. George Cooper Hollister, 
of Rochester; and at a meeting held July 3d a Sub-Committee on Building was 
appointed, consisting of the Rev. Dr. Nelson, President, Robert E. Jones and 
Mr. Daniel Beach, with instructions to proceed at once with the erection of 
the Memorial, and to expend a sum not in excess of $33,00000. Upon this 
authorization the sub-committee awarded the contract to Mr Peter G. 
Houck, of Rochester, for $30,134.00, exclusive of heating and plumbing, 
lighting and similar incidentals. Ground was broken for the structure in 
August; the foundation stone was unobtrusively laid in October, and to-day 
the noble edifice stands almost completed. In every particular construction- 
ally it is a noticeable triumph. Men of wide experience in such undertak- 
ings, who have inspected the Memorial, invariably express amazement that 
it should have cost less than $50,000.00. One hundred and ten feet square 
and forty-five feet high of overburned brick and terra cotta trimmings; it 
contains the Assembly Hall, capable of seating 500, three offices, an under- 
graduates’ social room, five recitation rooms, four dormer rooms and a 
spacious basement available for recreation apartments. 


The gratuitous services of Mr. Gomer Jones as Superintendent of Con- 
struction enabled a saving of one thousand dollars, and Mr. James G. 
Dudley, of New York, has generously contributed his expert assistance on 
the problems of heating, lighting and ventilation. 


In March the Committee authorized an arrangement with the contractor 
whereby there was added to the original agreement the introduction of the 
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ornamental ceiling trim ata cost of $1,485 00, upon advantageous terms, 
thus bringing the expenses up to $31,619.00, in addition to which a special 
gift of $600 was received for the gas-piping, after which it will be necessary 
to provide for the steam radiators $1,000.00 and architects’ fees $1,000.00, 
and sundry extras perhaps $300.00 more, thereby making the eventual 
total outlay upon the finished Memorial about $34,519.00. We have thus far 
obtained from ninety-four parish collections $3,831.57 (a clerical error in last 
year’s statement involved a disappointment in $400.00), and from personal 
subscriptions $25,416.50, a total of $29,248.07. A detailed list of these gifts

Whenceit appears that to successfully complete our commission we must yet 
secure $5,300.00, being, however, at the present time legally obligated to the 
contractor for but $3,200.00 of this amount, and having stipulated for a com- 
fortable extension of time in which to pay this. 


It should be added that, after thus executing our responsibility to the 
Diocese for this enterprise, the task of furnishing the fabric for academical 
uses (which must entail considerable outlay) will rest upon the college 
authorities. 
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It is evident that the work of your Committee has not reached the stage 
where you can permit of its discharge, we therefore recommend its contin- 
uance, and call earnest attention to our dependence upon the undiminished 
co-operation of you clergy and laity in the immediate duty of securing the 
remaining $5,000.00, There are yet forty-three congregations which have not 
contributed to this object; may we not rely upon receiving something 
from each of these? And will not others who have already given some- 
thing do themselves yet greater honor by increasing their donation? Your 
Committee requests that, in view of the need of this Memorial movement, 
-a second collection for it be taken in each of the churches of the Diocese on 
some Sunday this fall to be designated by the Standing Committee and 
published upon the card of canonical offerings. 


Arrangements are in process of perfection for the exercises in connection 
with the dedication of the Memorial Building ; the date has been fixed for 
June 18th, and the hour 4 P.M. It is hoped that all the clergy and interested 
laity will grace the occasion by their presence. ) 


In concluding this report we congratulate the Diocese upon the success 
thus far of this laudable movement, involving the raising of one of the 
largest sums of money ever obtained for a Diocesan object in Western New 
_ York, and we rejoice to recognize as the prevailing cause for this measure 
of success the persuasive power of the cherished name of Arthur Cleveland 
Coxe.

I have already given quite detailed accounts of my work among the deaf 
in Western New York in my reports to the Archdeaconries of Buffalo and 
Rochester, so my report to you will be largely a repetition and combination

of these separate reports. 


Since the first of September last my work, as a missionary to the deaf, has 
been exclusively restricted to the Diocese of Western New York, but my 
report will include all work done since my last annual report. 


Since my work was restricted to this Diocese I have held one service on 
the first four Sundays of each month in Buffalo and Rochester, devoting all 
fifth Sundays and one or two week days each week to visiting the smaller 
places. On alternate Friday evenings an organization of our people in 
Buffalo, known as the Pan a Pan Literary Society, has had its meetings in 
S. Paul’s Parish House. This society is well organized, and at present has 
a membership of nearly twenty. I am expecting this society will aid us in 
our mission work in Buffalo. In Rochester similar meetings are held every 
Thursday evening in the Parish House of S. Luke’s Church. 


_ During the year I have visited the following places in the Diocese, either 
for services or to visit deaf mutes: Buffalo, Niagara Falls, Lockport, Tona- 
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wanda, Jamestown, Fluvanna, Perry, Rochester, Albion, Avon, Geneva, 
Watkins, Corning and Corfu. 


The total number of services has been 132. There have been 34 celebra- 
tions of the Holy Communion, 8 baptisms, Io confirmations and 3 marriages. 
A large number of pastoral visits have been made, a number of sick have 
been visited, assistance rendered to the destitute and work secured fora few. 
I bave had the assistance of Rev Dr. Gallaudet, of New York, the Rev. 
Harry Van Allen, of Albany, the Revs. C. H. Smith, T. B. Berry and C. E. 
Byram, of Buffalo, and the Rev. E. P. Hart, of Rochester, they either hold- 
ing services or interpreting at services for the deaf. I have the names and 
records of 334 deaf mutes residing in this Diocese. Of these 163 have been 
more or less regularin attendance on our services, and 72 are communicants. 
A number are now either preparing for, or seriously thinking of, confirma- 
tion and baptism. 


I cannot present a glowing picture of our work in Buffalo, although much 
hard work was done there during the past year. I have already given the 
reasons for this condition of affairsin my report to the Archdeaconry of 
Buffalo, and which, I think, it will be unnecessary to repeat here. Still I 
believe that after a while the work will show better results. The average 
attendance has been barely above ten, but recently we have had as many as 
twenty at services on several occasions. The Mission in Buffalo has raised 
during the year $41.46, which was apportioned as follows: Missionary’s 
Expense Fund, $25.00; Diocesan Missions, $6.00; Sundry Expenses, $6 51 ; 
for Emergency Fund, $3.95. Our Emergency Fund, which can be used only 
for providing needed furnishings for the Buffalo Mission, known and desig- 
nated as S. Bede’s Mission, now amounts to $121 96. 


The interest in the services at S. Luke’s, Rochester, is continually increas- 
ing. During the past winter, in spite of bad weather and the distance 
which many of the deaf mutes have to cover between their homes and the 
Church, the attendance has on ten occasions been above twenty, and the 
highest attendance has been 42, while the average attendance throughout 
the year has been 15. Lectures have occasionally been delivered to our 
people in Rochester, and the Rev. Louis C. Washburn, the Rev. E. P. Hart 
and Dr. Z. F. Westervelt have our thanks for very interesting stereopticon 
talks. 


Sixty-four dollars and twenty-six cents was raised by the Mission in 
Rochester, and this was disbursed as follows: Missionary’s Expense Fund, 
$25.00; Chefoo (China), Deaf Mute School, $2 00; Bishop Coxe Memorial, 
_ $3.00; Gallaudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf Mutes, $6.75; S. Luke's 
News, $2 00; Diocesan Missions, $5 00; Printing, Postage, etc., $4.21; Gift 
to Sexton, $1.00; for the Emergency Fund, $15.30. 


It is now eight months since my work was restricted to this Diocese, and 
I think that on the whole the results are quite encouraging. The average 
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attendance at services is better than it was a year ago, and there is a large 
number of candidates for confirmation. 


I know it is sometimes asked whether the mission to the Deaf pays for 
the outlay of money expended, meaning thereby, I suppose, whether there 
are permanent gains to the Church in accessions through the labors of the 
missionaries. Now, our work is for all deaf mutes, irrespective of denom- 
inational ties, and deaf mutes of all creeds—the Jew and the Gentile, the 
Roman Catholic and the Protestant—are seen at our services. Many learn 
to follow in our services who yet never give up membership in the church 
of their parents, and no attempt is made to proselytize among these—still 
they learn to love our beautiful service, and some are, later on, brought to 
confirmation. Nine years ago I baptized and brought to confirmation a 
young girlin Rome, N. Y., while she was a pupil at the school for deaf 
mutes situated there. She became a faithful attendant on the services of the 
church, and on returning to her home near Jamestown she had her parents 
take her to S. Luke’s Church with more or lessregularity. This brought her 
parents under the influence of the church, and the result was that they were 
soon baptized and confirmed ; and, later on, a brother and sister were led to 
take the same steps. Then the sister’s husband, a prominent lawyer in a 
town in Pennsylvania, was also brought under the influence of the church, 
and this is not all, for the young lady herself was married recently to a Ro- 
man Catholic, but before marriage she prevailed on him to renounce Ro- 
manism, and last summer I had the happiness to baptize the infant child of 
the couple. So this one young woman has, through her influence and 
example, brought nine souls into the Church, and many grown up children 
of deaf mutes have become communicants of the Church through the interest 
excited by the Mission to the Deaf. 


I have not made any attempt as yet to collect data as to the number of 
hearing relatives and friends of deaf mutes brought into the Church through 
our ministrations, still I believe the interesting case of the young lady above 
referred to is a sufficient answer to the query ‘‘ Does the Deaf Mute Mis- 
sion Pay?”

THE BISHOP’S ADD KES 


BEGINNING. 


Reverend Brethren, and Brethren of the Laity: 


I welcome you in these festive days of this community’s 
life to our Queen City. She invites the world to gather 
within her borders and behold that beautiful zmperium in 
zmperio, the Rainbow City. With a pardonable pride she 
asks you to turn your eyes to the evidences of enterprise, 
of growth in art, and of civic splendor which characterize 
Buffalo. And I think none will visit that wonderful crea- 
tion on the edge of our city without confessing that it is a 
commendable public spirit and a high sense of the beautiful 
and a remarkable esprzt du corps that has distinguished our 
citizens and their labors in behalf of the Pan-American. 

The thought of banding together for mutual advantage, 
and in a spirit of brotherhood, the varied nations of the 
three Americas is one that we, as Christian men, must ap- 
plaud. What serves to increase harmony and stimulate 
peace among countries that have diverse interests and re- 
sources must ever be encouraged and commended by those 
who pray and labor for the establishment of the Master’s 
reign on earth. 

This is pre-eminently the ‘Convention City” this year, 
and it seemed appropriate that the Church should hold its 
annual gathering within our gates, equally with the indus- 
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trial and benevolent and social and religious bodies of every 
style and name. And so your Bishop asked you to come, 
and in the name of the Church in Buffalo again he greets 
you and bids you welcome. 


THE NEW CENTURY. 


It is our first Council since the new century dawned. We 
naturally, standing on its threshold, turn our eyes down the 
vista of a hundred years, and what a record of growth does 
this Church of ours show in the State of New York! What 
a weakling it was when the century began! It was practi- 
cally despised by the men who had part in the Revolution. 
I mean, of course, by the average of the people. I do not 
- close my eyes to the fact that signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, warriors in the struggle for liberty, leaders 
in the first Congress, men of highest name and fame all over 
the original thirteen States—and these in goodly number— 
were Churchmen. But it is, nevertheless, a truth that it 
was accounted the representative of Toryism and of mon- 
archial authority—yes !—and of prelatical pretension—by 
the mass. The Puritan was its foe. The original Knicker- 
bockers had no love for it. The rank and file who repre- 
sented the different religious bodies that had taken root 
here cared not for it. It was a day of strong animosities 
when the century began. And the odzum theologicum was a 
reality. New York’s first Bishop had been only three years 
in office. The clergy were few in number, and they were 
in the attitude of apologists for the Churchb’s right to exist 
at all. The communicants numbered only a few thousand 
in the whole State. Parishes were few except in the city 
of New York. Our Buffalo and Rochester and Geneva 
and Lockport had, if any at all, scarcely an existence. 

But to-day we can, with thankfulness, point to the in- 
crease in clergy and parishes and contributions as remark- 
able. Iam here giving you the statistics—not, as you well 
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know, always to be relied upon—which the Church alma- 
nacs of last year present. Doubtless, however, they closely 
approximate to the truth. They inform us that the Church 
within the borders of this Empire State numbers as many 
as 850 parishes and missions; that there are 921 clergymen in 
canonical relation to the different Dioceses—this, of course, 
does not include many who are officiating by license;—that 
there are 163,834 communicants, and that contributions to 
the extent of $6,081,323.87 have been made within the past 
year for charitable and Ecclesiastical purposes. 

It seems to me that this exhibits a healthy growth and a 
degree of prosperity for which we may lift our voices in 
hearty thanksgiving to Almighty God. 

Whatever the cares and discouragements that may comé 
to one or another of us in our individual sphere of labor, 
we may take heart from the fact that the divine organiza- 
tion, the dear Church of Jesus, to whom we owe homage, 
and of which we are favored members, is making headway 
in this great Commonwealth, and is winning to her banners 
and her responsibilities ever-increasing numbers year by 
year. For its splendid victories to Him who is the Head be 
all the glory and all the praise. 


NECROLOGY. 


Five honored names were not heard at roll-call to-day. 
Those who bore them have gone to rest, “ life’s fitful fever 
Over 

Each had long association with the Diocese, and each was 
eminently devoted and useful in his day and generation. 
Their names are: 

1. Lhe Rev. W. O:- Jarvis: 

For many a year past he was incapacitated for work, and 
so, while in canonical relation to us, he took no active part 
with us. In the days, however, when health permitted, I 
am told that he was aggressive and earnest. At Niagara

Falls and in Fredonia he labored with a hearty faithfulness 
for many years. 

In this city of Buffalo he spent the closing two years, or 
thereabouts, of life, and while for a long time unable to 
leave his room, his clear mind and his devout soul amid 
feebleness and suffering showed the man whom God had 
guided, and whom the “ peace that passeth understanding ” 
had stayed and comforted until the day of absolute rest 
came, when he passed to the world beyond. 

2. The Rev. Francis Gilliat. 

To repeat his name is simply to call up before the eyes of 
many of my brethren present the face of a modest, cour- 
teous, gentle man. 

With a patient industry and a careful devotion he labored 
through many years in different parishes in this Diocese 
and elsewhere. His record was that of a godly and devout 
priest of the Saviour’s Church. -One could never hear him 
read the Holy Scriptures in his reverent and feeling way 
without realizing that in the very reading, God’s word was 
being expounded. It was not ina dull monotone or with a 
breakneck speed that he gave utterance to the lessons that 
the Church had for her people from the Divine Scriptures 
Sunday by Sunday. They were intelligently read, and they 
were read ina spirit of awe and honoring devotion which 
helped to worship of the King and to thankfulness for the 
great message of Salvation from the Heavens. And this 
is no small gift. It is aspiritual power. I have seen great 
congregations hanging upon the lips of a solemn, reverent 
reader, as he gave to their ears with an understanding mind 
the Word of God. 

I am not advocating the preaching of Holy Scripture in 
which some indulge. Nor do I ask that the graces of a 
Shakespearean orator be thrown into this part of a clergy- 
man’s service. But I think there is more slovenliness and 
of seeming indifference to the edifying quality which may, 
where there is thorough consecration, enter into the read- 
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ing of the lessons or the Gospels than there ought to be on 
the part of some. 

Oh! how often may we help souls as we read in their ears 
with reverent mien the Divine comforts which God hath 
given in the Holy Scriptures. 

3. Rev. Lyman H. Sherwood. 

His name will be associated in the minds of many here 
with the science of Music, and the progress made in the 
knowledge thereof in Western New York. For perhaps 
nearly two generations he was before the people as one who 
gave an impetus to the study of that noble art. Although 
advanced in years, he never passed beyond the Diaconate. 

Since I came into the Diocese, and for a long time before, 
I am told, Mr. Sherwood had not engaged in active work. 
In the seclusion of the town of Lyons he passed his closing 
years, respected and loved of many. 

4. Rev. Frederick 8. Hyde. 

Our Reverend brother followed his brother to rest very 
soon. Last year we recalled the departure of Rev. Me- 

lancthon Hyde, as you will remember. This year the re- 
“maining one of the two who consecrated themselves to the 
Ministry left us. 

For years he had been engaged in no regular active la- 
bors. Lack of health prevented. His work at Trinity, 
Rochester, and at the Church of the Ascension in the same 
city, is known to the older clergy of the Diocese. He was 
the founder of the latter parish. It was a wise deed. The 
day is coming when it will stand, as I believe, among the 
foremost in the Flower City. 

So we recall with loving memory these departed breth- 
ren who have fallen asleep in Jesus. 


DE VEAUX COLLEGE. 


De Veaux College and its interests—what shall be the 
policy of the future—what legally and righteously may be 
done to increase its efficiency—this is a subject that per- 
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force and through a time-limit comes before us at this 
Council. | 

The value of the College, its useful past, its healthy con- 
dition now, are facts patent to all. That itis accomplishing 
less than many would desire, in view of the conditions that 
surround the institution, is obvious. What it is doing, it is 
doing well. But many feel that it is not doing enough. 
That is my opinion, too. The cause is not in the Trustees 
or in the Faculty. It is in the limitations established five 
years ago, when this Council felt it expedient to change the 
policy of the Institution. These years have taught the wis- 
dom of taking no step in the future without the clear au- 
thority of law for every movement made. _ I personally 
stand upon that platform, and declare my unerring deter- 
mination to advocate no course of action which has not the 
consent of the courts. Whatever interpretations may be 
put upon the terms of the will of Judge De Veaux—and 
upon this subject there are broad differences of opinion on 
the part of many conscientious men—I as President of the 
Board of Trustees—and the Board is unanimous in its con- 
clusions also—will in no way encourage any movement 
which is subversive of or contradictory to the decisions of 
the Bench in the matter. | 

Not only so, it is the feeling of this Board also that, in all 
action in the future it will gladly—as it has for years past— 
conform to the decisions of this Council as to the conduct 
of the affairs of De Veaux College. The entire harmony 
and the respectful relation which exists between these two 
bodies to-day is a matter of great comtort to me as Bishop’ 
of the Diocese, and is also a cause of strong confidence in 
the work and administration of De Veaux everywhere 
among the Churchmen of Western New York. 

This happy condition of affairs is giving energy and en- 
thusiasm to the Board of Trustees, and they are feeling that 
a cause so harmoniously and unanimously encouraged is a 


cause worth giving best talents and a conscientious thought 
4 
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aud labor to. And so able and prominent men are bestow- ~ 
ing valuable time upon its affairs and faithfully solving 
problems of one species or another that are needing settle- 
ment. This is the condition—harmony, good-will, moderate 
progress, peace. Bills are paid, Capital is unimpaired. 
Management is economical. The institution is a success. 
But it is not doing the maximum of its work. This is the 
point. 

It has twenty-six students. It can accommodate from 
seventy to eighty. It has a Campus and a Chapel anda 
Refectory where echoes resound because of unfilled spaces 
that were once brimming with intelligent and energetic 
youths equipping themselves eagerly for the work and con- 
flict of life. Whatever our views may be regarding the 
present system and policy, one thing must be confessed— 
that the aching voids where once there was a pulsing life, 
give chill and melancholy to the visitor within the walls of 
De Veaux to-day. There is the sense of a waste of energy, 
of a great Corliss engine used to drive one little sewing 
machine. 

There must be so many instructors to maintain the right 
educational standard. There must be so many employees 
to keep the buildings from decay. There must be so much 
fuel to maintain the necessary temperature when wintry 
winds blow. There is therefore a running expensé-account 
which may not be abridged. There are first charges that 
must be paid. It is the magnitude of the Institution that 
compels these conditions. This forces us to a limit in the 
number of foundationers who may be admitted to our priy- 
ileges. They are too few. I have stated the number— 
twenty-six or twenty-seven in the course of the year. But 
the income of the endowment forbids an extension in the 
work. And in this day of reduced rates of interest on in- 
vestments we will be forced to still farther reduce the ranks 
of the College. 
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I wish to emphasize the statement that the management 
zs economical. Figures—those things that can lie some- 
times—seem to deny this. If you base the cost of each 
boy upon the total expenditure for the maintenance of the 
Institution, you have, seemingly, a refutation of my claim. 

By that law of reckoning, each boy costs a great deal more 
than he ought. He is an expensive luxury for the College. 
The showing is a seemingly very unsatisfactory showing 
from that view-point. We wish it could be otherwise. But 
it cannot unless we starve the students or establish a Dothe- 
boys Hall instead of a De Veaux, and resort to Squeers’ 
delectable diet of sulphur and treacle. 

I am told that every railroad has fixed charges. These 
must be recognized and expended before they can carry one 
passenger. These are necessarily large. But these met, 
and the earning capacity is dependent upon the number of 
patrons which, with little added expenditure, may be almost 
illimitable. 

These are facts, too, which govern in the conduct of a 
Hospital, a Factory, a Bank, even a Church, to a degree. 
They are the facts which make an education obtained at 
our Institution a costly one indeed, while our numbers re- 
main as limited as they are to-day. 

There is no expedient that has not been tried to reduce 
expenses. Every economy that is possible has been prac: 
ticed by the conscientious Headmaster and the careful and 
devoted Treasurer. Each is ever on the alert to save every 
possible dollar. And yet farther reductions are simply im- 
possible. , 

We are not responsible for the largeness of the plant, 
nor are we responsible for the greatness of the expense in 
maintaining that plant at par. 

We inherited these. We also inherited the responsibility 
of securing against its deterioration and decay. 

And, too, we inherited an obligation to the Founder to 
obtain as much return for the rich property he so gener- 
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ously consecrated to such a noble use, in increasing as 
largely as we may the contingent of students who may de- 
rive privilege and lifelong advantage from his splendid 
benefaction. 

Your trustees have a profound sense of the high sacred- 
ness of a trust, and naught can induce them to betray that 
which is committed to them. 

And now we are confronted, as a Council, with the ques- 
tion—what is our duty to De Veaux? What can we do 
toward a fuller development and toward the increase of its 
usefulness? On the present basis its work must be dimin- 
ished, as the report of the Trustees will show. The shrivel- 
ing in its capacity for good is purely a financial difficulty. 
We have every needed appliance for an increased work to 
the extent of an additional twenty-five per cent. of students. 

About three years ago the Bishop and Standing Commit- 
tee, with the co-operation of the Board of Trustees, sub- 
mitted documents and papers of every sort bearing upon 
De Veaux College, to the Hon. J.G. Milburn, with the view 
of obtaining from him an opinion as to the powers of all 
the parties interested. After a faithtul examination of the 
whole subject he presented a written opinion of consider- 
able length, which is searching and exhaustive in its char- 
acter. It will throw strong and helpful light upon the 
whole subject, and may aid all here in determining the wise 
and righteous and legal duty of the Council on this import- 
ant matter. I now proceed to read this learned and dis- 
criminating and sober paper of Mr. Milburn: 


Gentlemen: 


I have given the questions submitted to me concerning. De 
Veaux College careful consideration, and now beg to submit 
my conclusions. 

The principal question is whether it is within the powers of 
the College to take pupils who pay for their education, and if it 
be, under what, if any, restrictions? 
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The Act incorporating De Veaux College (L. 1853, Ch. 243) 
explicitly states that the College is incorporated ‘‘to carry into 
effect and to promote the benevolent design of Samuel de 
Veaux, late of the County of Niagara, deceased, as expressed 
in his will, bearing date August 3d, 1852, by which certain 
real and personal estate is directed to be applied ‘for the pur- 
pose of establishing, founding and maintaining a benevolent in- 
stitution to receive and support orphan and destitute children ; 
to train them up to industry ; to learn them trades and profes- 
sions, and to give them a mental and manual and a social and 
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religious education. It is provided that the body corporate 
thereby created “shall be deemed and taken to be the corpora- 
tion directed by the said will to be formed, and as such shall 
and may take, hold and enjoy for the purposes expressed in the 
said will, and no other, the real and personal estate therein di- 
rected to be applied to the said purposes, as fully to all intents 
and purposes as if the said corporation had been formed at the 
time of the death of the said Samuel de Veaux.” The corpor- 
ation is empowered to take and hold real or personal estate 
“for the purposes aforesaid,” the yearly income of which shall 
not exceed the sum of fifteen thousand dollars. By the second 
section of the Act it is provided that the Trustees of the cor- 
poration shall take charge and possession of the property so 
bequeathed and devised by the will of Samuel de Veaux “and 
all other funds and real or personal estate whatever that may 
be acquired by the said corporation, and manage and dispose of 
the same, and apply the income and avails thereof to the pur- 
pose expressed as aforesaid in the said will, and to no other.” 
The Act is entitled, “‘An Act to Incorporate the De Veaux Col- 
lege for Orphan and Destitute Children,” and Section 6 of Ch. 
295 of the Laws of 1883, provides that it shall be known by 
that corporate name. Ch. 385 of the Laws of 1857 contains 
elaborate provisions for binding orphan and destitute children 
to the College, thereby entitling them to its benefits and sub- 
jecting them to its regulations and restraints ; and authorizing 
the College, when they shall have arrived at a suitable age, to 
bind them as apprentices to suitable persons engaged in the 
various trades and occupations. . 
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The Trustees of Samuel de Veaux’s will were, by the will, 
directed to “incorporate under the General Law of this State, 
a benevolent institution for the purposes herein named, or ob- 
tain‘a special Act of the Legislature for that purpose )) eee 
The purposes named in the will are recited in the language of 
the will itself, in.the first section of the Act of 1853. They may 
be briefly stated to be the establishment amd maintenance of a 
benevolent institution for the support and education of orphans 
and destitute children. 

The powers of this corporation are those conferred upon it by 
the Act under which it is incorporated, and those necessary to 
the exercise of the powers so conferred. It is not necessary 
to refer to the general powers conferred by Title III, of Ch. 
XVIII of the Revised Statutes mentioned in the Act, because 
they have no bearing on any question under consideration. 
Taking the Act of 1853 and the will of Samuel de Veaux to- 
gether it is perfectly clear that the corporation is a benevolent 
institution incorporated for the education and support of or- 
phan and destitute children. The will directs that the institu- 
tion to be incorporated shall be one to subserve those purposes, 
and the Act provides that the corporation it creates shall be 
deemed and taken to be the corporation directed by the will to 
be formed. The property given is directed by the will to be ap- 
plied to the specific purpose stated, and the Act provides that 
not only that property, but whatever property the corporation 
may acquire, shall be applied to that purpose, and no other. 
The scope and meaning of the will and the Act of incorpora- 
tion are perfectly plain and unambiguous. They are the sources 
of the powers of De Veaux College, and the only powers there 
to be found are those which pertain to a benevolent institution 
for the support and education of orphan and destitute children. 
What those powers are, the character and purposes of such an 
institution pretty clearly define without any other elucidation. » 
There can be little room for difference or doubt as to the na- 
ture of such an institution, and the powers appropriate to it. 

A college for the education of those whose parents are able 
to pay, and actually do pay, is quite a different institution. I 
find nothing in the Act of 1853 creating such an institution or 
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authorizing the corporation created to establish or maintain a 
college on such a basis. Neither is there anything in the Act 
from which such an authority may be implied. The question 
is one primarily of corporate power; not one of the use of cor- 
porate funds and property. This corporation may exercise the 
powers conferred upon it and no other; it may use its funds 
and property in the exercise of the powers conferred upon it, 
and no other. The Act of incorporation read in connection 
with the will of Samuel de Veaux defines what its powers and 
functions are, and consequently the uses to which its property 
and funds may be put. The only powers and functions confer- 
red upon it are those of a benevolent institution with specific ob- 
jects ; and such an institution it must be and remain in the whole 
scope of its work and management under existing legislation. 

At the same time, I do not think it is transcending its powers 
in taking, within certain limits, pupils who pay, as an incident, to 
its main work. The limits within which this may be done are, 
in my judgment, very restricted. It is not easy to define them 
in specific terms. Perhaps an illustration will best convey my 
meaning. The institution has certain buildings, and it must be 
easy to estimate how many free pupils its income from its prop- 
erty will permit of being taken. For that number a certain 
staff and equipment are necessary. That indispensable staff 
and equipment being furnished, it may be a fact that they and 
the existing buildings are adequate to the care and instruction 
of more than the free pupils who can be supported, and to the 
extent that it is so, I think pupils may be taken at a sum 
which equals or exceeds the cost of their board and tuition. I 
can indicate in no better way the limit within which the latter 
class of pupils may be taken; and, as I view the matter, they 
may not be taken on any other theory or principle The test to 
be applied seems to me to be a perfectly practicable one. If it 
be observed the corporation will be primarily and fundament- 
ally such an institution as the will provides for and Act cre- 
ates. Receiving pupils who pay to the extent stated is not in 
the least a diversion of it from its corporate purposes as set 
forth in the will and its Act of incorporation, nor a diversion of 
its funds, but a mere incident to its main work in the interest 
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of efficiency and economy. To go beyond that in taking pupils 
who pay, even though the sum they pay exceeds the cost of their 
board and tuition, and is, therefore, no diversion of the funds 
of the corporation, is, in my judgment, unauthorized, because 
the maintenance of such an educational establishment is not 
within the letter or spirit of the Act of incorporation. 

I am aware that for a period of thirty years paying pupils 
were received and educated in the College. If their admission 
were merely a means of utilizing to their full capacity the ac- 
commodations and indispensable staff of the institution, it was, 
in my opinion, entirely warranted and unobjectionable. If they 
were received in such numbers as to require an increase of the 
accommodations and force, the corporation, I think, exceeded 
its charter powers, and the State, through the Attorney General, 
might have interfered to prevent its being done in the future. 
If they paid a sum larger than the cost of their board and tu- 
ition, no question of a diversion of the property would be in- 
volved, even though the corporation exceeded its powers in 
taking them. So far as the future is concerned, if it is intended 
only to take pupils who pay at such a rate to the extent of util- 
izing fully the accommodations and indispensable corps of em- 
ployees and instructors, no trustee is, in my judgment, justified 
in questioning that policy being adopted and pursued. If any 
trustee still has scruples, I suggest submitting this opinion to 
the Attorney General of the State, and, if he approves it, there 
is no reason why it should not be accepted as final by everyone. 

If a wider policy be intended—one which contemplates admit- 
ting paying pupils beyond the limit I have indicated—one of 
two courses should be pursued ; either the Act incorporating the 
College should be amended so as clearly to permit of that being 
done, or legal proceedings should be instituted in which a decis- 
ion will put the matter at rest one way ortheother. The most 
direct and efficacious measure is a simple amendment of the 
Act of incorporation. I have no doubt of the power of the 
Legislature to so amend the Act of incorporation as to permit of 
paying pupils being taken, thereby placing the College on a 
broader basis of usefulness as well as enabling it to carry out 
more effectively the purpose and design of its founder. The 
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amendment need only provide that paying pupils may be taken, 
and restrict the use of the property acquired and held for be- 
nevolent purposes to those purposes. A scheme combining 
these elements is perfectly practicable, and has the sanction of 
over thirty years of experience, and such an amending Act could 
not be regarded in any sense as an innovation. In its absence 
it must be considered an open question to what extent the power 
to take paying pupils exists. After much reflection I can devise 
no means of settling that question judicially excepting an action 
by the Attorney General or a trustee. A resolution being 
adopted to receive a certain fixed number of paying pupils, sec- 
tions 1781 and 1782 of the Code of Civil Procedure impress me 
as being broad enough to authorize the Attorney General or a 
trustee to bring a suit in which the validity of that action 
would be determined. (People v. Ballard, 134 N. Y., 269.) I 
think an objecting trustee should maintain such an action 
without the aid of those provisions of the Code as a mat- 
ter of ordinary equity jurisdiction. No other means of obtain- 
ing a judicial determination occurs to me, and I am confident 
there is none. There is no way of presenting the matter to the 
Court as an abstract proposition without reference to some rec- 
ognized form of action or actual relief to be granted through 
the medium of a judgment determining a real controversy. 
Such an action as I have indicated would be founded on all alle- 
gations questioning the power of the College to take paying 
pupils either altogether or beyond a certain point, and the relief 
asked would be that the trustees be restrained from receiving 
them. The trustees who are parties defendant to the action, or 
the corporation if the action be brought by the Attorney Gen- 
eral against it, will assert the right and power, and the issue 
thus framed will involve the determination of the open question 
as to the powers of the corporation. As I view the matter the 
choice lies between an amendment to the Act of incorporation 
and such anaction. Anenabling amendment is much the more 
satisfactory and effective measure of the two. Legal proceed- 
ings, however amicable in their origin, are too apt to engender 
injurious controversies. Yet, if an action be necessary, there is 
no reason why it should not accomplish its purpose without any 
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friction if the real issues are formulated in advance to the sat- 
isfaction of the representative of the trustees who hold conflict- 
ing views. 

I am further asked to define the powers of the Council of the 
Diocese and its Standing Committee. A reference to the Acts 
relating to the College is sufficient on this subject. 

The proceedings of the trustees are to be recorded in a book 
which is to be always open to the examination of the Bishop 
and the Standing Committee of the Diocese. (L. 1853, Ch. 243, 
Sec. 2, as amended by L. 1883, Ch. 295, and L. 1891; Cietgas 
No act of the trustees appropriating money in excess of the an- 
nual income of the corporation is to be valid unless approved | 
by the Council of the Diocese or by the Bishop and Standing 
Committee. (Idem.) The trustees are to furnish annually to. 
the Bishop and Standing Committee a full report of the prop- 
erty and funds of the corporation, of their receipts and dis- 
bursements, and of various other matters specified in the Act ; 
and a like report to the Council at its annual session, with 
copies of all special reports made to the Bishop and Standing 
Committee. (Idem.) The trustees are to be elected by the 
Council. (L: 1883, Ch. 295, Sec. 4.) These’ aré thevspecuas 
powers. Sec. 6 of the Act of 1883 (Ch. 295) is so important 
that I quote it: : 

‘““The said corporation shall be under the general control and 
supervision of the Council of the Diocese, which shall have 
power, from time to time, to make such rules and regulations 
for the management of its affairs as may be deemed necessary 
and proper.” | 

The language of this section is so clear that nothing is left 
for construction, The trustees are the actual governing body 
of the corporation, but the Council has the power to make rules 
and regulations for the management of its affairs, which the 


trustees must observe.

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This opinion, as it seems to me, is logical and in harmony 
with common sense. Getting at the pith thereof we are 
confronted with this statement, viz: that it is competent for 
this Council to authorize, if it see fit, the Board of Trustees 
to admit pay pupils to a certain extent within the walls of 
De Veaux College. The limitations are clear and well- 
defined. Not one dollar beyond the cost of carrying onthe 
present work is to be expended. No additions are to be 
made to the corps of teachers.or other helpers. The status, 
so far as money outlay goes, is to be rigidly retained at the 
present standard. The one exception, of course, is the cost 
of the food needful for the additional students should any 
be admitted. This is recovered from the tuition fees re- 
ceived. Under these conditions, we are, therefore, permit- 
ted, Mr. Milburn’s convictions being correct, to receive 
students paying for their tuition, to the extent of utilizing 
fully the accommodations and indispensable corps of em- 
_ ployees and instructors who are now necessary to and en- 
gaged in performing the legitimate work of the College. 

As you observed, the writer of this opinion suggested that 
if any trustees still have scruples, this opinion should be 
submitted to the Attorney General of the State. He adds 
that “if he approves it, there is no reason why it should 
not be accepted as final by everyone.” 

In pursuance of this recommendation the Board of Trus- 
tees appointed Mr. Wm. B. Rankine, one of their number, 
a Committee of ones to communicate with the Attorney 
General and lay the whole matter before him for his decis- 
ion. 

As the result I will now read the correspondence bearing 
upon it:

RicHT REVEREND AND DeEar Sir—Pursuant to a resolution of 
the Board of Trustees of De Veaux College, and acting in 
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their behalf, I submitted recently to the Attorney General of 
the State of New York the opinion rendered to the Board 
of Trustees by John G Milburn, Esq., relating to the construc- 
tion of certain provisions of Judge De Veaux’s will, and partic- 
ularly to the question of the admission to the College of pay 
pupils. 

Under date of the roth inst., I have received a letter from the 
Attorney General concurring in that portion of Mr. Milburn’s 
opinion which advises the trustees that they are warranted in 
admitting to the College pay pupils simply as a means and to 
the extent of utilizing fully the accommodations and indispens- 
able corps of employees and instructors. A copy of the Attor- 
ney General’s letter is herewith enclosed.

My Dear Sir—I am in receipt of your communication of the 
7th instant, together with the opinion of Mr. Milburn, handed 
me by Mr. Tracy C. Becker, of Buffalo, requesting an expres- 
sion from me in relation to that portion of Mr Milburn’s opin- 
ion, which advises you that the Trustees of the De Veaux College 
are warranted in admitting to the College pay pupils, simply as 
a means and to the extent of utilizing fully the accommodations 
and indispensable corps of employees and instructors. 

I have examined the opinion in question, together with the 
will of the founder of the College, and the statutes having ref- 
erence thereto, and am disposed to concur in Mr. Milburn’s 
views with reference to this question: 

So long as the available income of the institution is regularly 
and primarily all applied to and consumed in the care, educa- 
tion, etc., of orphan and destitute children as free pupils, I can 
discover no real or substantial objection to the utilizing of any 
remaining accommodations connected with the College, together 
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with the full strength of the indispensable staff and faculty of 
the institution remaining available after the proper care of free 
pupils, by the receiving of other pupils into the College, upon 
payment by them of a sum which shall equal but not exceed the 
cost of their board and tuition. 

It is not, however, to be understood or inferred that the trus- 
tees would be justified in curtailing, to any extent, the oppor- 
tunities of free pupils, or those desiring to become such, or in 
any manner failing to execute the trust in accord with the intent 
of the founder, as expressed in his will, and the statutes having 
reference thereto. 

I return, under separate cover, Mr. Milburn’s opinion and 
other papers submitted.

Thus we have, under the limitations presented by Mr. 
Milburn, the unqualified consent from the highest official 
having power in the premises to proceed, should this Coun- 
cil agree, with the enlargement of our work in the direction 
named. 

There is great satisfaction to me in this judicial determin- 
ation of a question which has given me many an anxious 
hour since I have come to the Diocese. | 

It has been my feeling for at least two years past that the 
capabilities of De Veaux for good were not being availed 
of as they ought to be, and that it was a serious responsi- 
bility to hinder and cripple and minimize a work so rich 
and so beautiful in purpose and power as it can be, and 
should be. 

But I, personally, as you did, had too much respect for 
the action of the Council of five years ago—and especially 
for the solemn pleadings of that then dying hero and saint, 
my honored predecessor, to disturb the order and the peace 
which he urged so eloquently at his last Council. 
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He, and others, looked upon the plan adopted as tentative 
and experimental. They madethe limitation with that idea 
in mind. The time has expired. There have been five 
years of peace. There has been good, but narrowed and 
cramped work done. The College is a living, useful insti- 
tution to-day. And we are free to enter on a new era and 
adopt an enlarged but secure policy if we will. May we 
have wisdom to do the right. 

As an evidence of the secureness of the plan proposed, I 
would again call attention to the remarkable system of book- 
keeping invented by our talented Treasurer, Mr. Richard 
F. Rankine. So admirably constructed is the book which 
gives the footings and the entire story of outlay and income, 
that with a glance one can see the actual condition of finance 
each month or week, as the person desires. It has been, 
therefore, and will be, no hap-hazard system that governs 
and will govern the administration of the Trust; but an 
absolutely business-like and clear and self-correcting order 
and method which, each month, atleast, will show credit 
and debit unerringly. I called attention to this fact two 
yearsago. I emphasize it again because it has been a source 
of inexpressible relief to the Board at its meetings when 
the actual condition of affairs was presented with an-in- 
tensity of accuracy. Nor can I refrain here from alluding 
to the tactful and conscientious energy shown by some 
members of our Board of Trustees—two of whom are not 
now with us—in securing for us the sum of $15,000, which, 
at the time of the bankruptcy of the Gorge Railroad, was 
in peril. The men were Mr. Charles Kennedy and Mr. 
Richard F. Rankine, who, with the aid of Mr. Herbert Bis- 
sell, by a consummate wisdom and care, working at the — 
right time, and doing the right thing, prevented a grave 
loss to our Treasury. The securities, as you will remember, 
were accepted in part payment for land surrendered through, 
I think, State condemnation proceedings—perhaps in this I 
err—for the use of the Gorge Road. There was no power

to retain the property, because the land was needed for a 
public improvement. The partial payment—in. securities 
ot the road—was adjudged by many experts, I learn, when 
accepted, safe. But time proved this a mistake. Yet we 
emerged from the catastrophe which overtook the road un- 
scathed. The zeal and the business wisdom and the alert- 
ness of these gentlemen averted disaster for our funds. 


But in order, that you may intelligently arrive at conclu- 
sions on the subject of returning to this restricted pay-pupil 
system, allow meto read a statement prepared by our 
Treasurer, which gives a clear showing of the expenses and 
necessities of our College for the two years last past. Thus 
will we reach a knowledge of the actual cost of each student, 
so far as his personal care goes, the actual cost of the appli- 
ances and machinery which inhere in the administration of 
the Institution on its educational and domestic side. [t is 
a revelation that will be healthy for us, and which gives us 
the real data that help best to determine what will be wis- 
dom in our action. 


REPORT SUBMITTED BY TREASURER TO BOARD OF TRUSTEES DE 
VEAUX COLLEGE, AT ANNUAL MEETING, MARCH.1Q, I9OI, 
AND BY RESOLUTION ORDERED PRINTED.

GENTLEMEN : At the request of the President of this Board, 
the Treasurer makes this supplemental report, in addition to the 
regular annual report required by the by-laws of the corpora- 
tion, and presented at this meeting. 

During the calendar years of 1899 and 1900, the new system 
of keeping and classifying accounts, as authorized by you, has 
been carefully followed. The method of bookkeeping has been 
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simplified so that the facts set forth in this report’ may be veri- 
fied easily from an examination of the books and accounts. 


At the close of the second year, the average cost of maintain- 
ing the school is shown in the statement submitted herewith, 
marked Exhibit “A,” to have been $13,385.71 per annum. I am 
informed by the Head Master that during these two years the 
average number of foundationers maintained has been twenty- 
six. It would thus appear that it has cost an average of $514.83 
per annum for the maintenance of each foundationer for the 
past two years. You will note that of this amount, it has cost 
per annum per foundationer, $265.11 for the ‘‘ Maintenance of 
the Plant” and ‘“ Maintenance of Administration,” z. ¢., for fixed 
charges, salaries, wages and expenses ; while for the actual sus- 
tenance of the pupils themselves, it has only cost $249.72 per. 
annum per foundationer. This shows the expense of keeping 
up a very large plant for a very few pupils. 


It is proper to take into consideration that under the head of 
‘Maintenance of School and Pupils,” there have been sustained 
seven servants and five teachers each year, and by reference to 
statement marked Exhibit ‘B” herewith, it will be seen that 
the actual cost of food, clothing, etc, has been only $195.98 per 
foundationer per annum, so that in considering the advisability 
of taking on additional foundationers up to the point when ad- 
ditional masters and servants are necessary, a figure of say 
$200.00 per boy, in my judgment, would be a liberal estimate of | 
the additional expense to be incurred. 


In order to answer a question that has been asked frequently, 
as well as for your information, let us assume that there were 
no legal objection and that the Council approved of “ pay- 
pupils.” Then, taking as a basis our experience of the past two 
years, the statement attached hereto marked Exhibit “C” shows 
that paying pupils could be maintained at a less cost per capita 
than foundationers, for the reason that the former would pay 
for their own clothing, school supplies, drugs, doctors, dentists 
and oculists, and receive no cash allowance from the corpora-

tion, and that the cost of sustaining them, outside of the fixed 
expenses of the school, would be $116.42 per boy per annum. 


[t is stated by the Head Master that nine boys could be ad- 
mitted to the school without increasing the force of present 
masters, but that should nine additional pupils be taken, it 
would necessitate one additional servant at an estimated cost of 
$300.00 per annum, and that the items under heading of “ Main- 
tenance of Plant.” covering breakages and repairs, would also 
be increased by an estimated amount not to exceed $300.00 per 
annum. The increased expense divided upon the maintenance 
of such nine additional boys would be $66.66 each. It would 
then appear that additional boys could be taken, if they were 
paying pupils, at an expense not to exceed $183.08 per annum 
each. It might be well, however, to increase this estimate cost 
to $200.00 per annum—which amount is practically the same 
that it costs us per foundationer per annum at the present time 
for the ‘Maintenance of School and Pupils,” after allowing for 
the sustenance of masters and help. The fact also should be 
considered that there would be a large proportionate saving 
made in the sustenance of an increased number of pupils. 


Assuming the above statements to be correct, as they are 
based upon actual experience in running the College for the past 
two years, it is safe to state, for an example, that should a scholar- 
ship exist bringing an income to the College of $300.00 per 
annum for the support of a boy, then for each two such scholar- 
ships the institution would be enabled to take one more foun- 
dationer ; and that if, as stated, nine additional pupils could be 
taken without increase of teachers, and with only the increased 
expense of one servant, with a liberal allowance for increased 
breakages and repairs, then six such scholarships, netting the 
College $300.00 each, would enable the Trustees to take three 
more foundationers free. This illustration is given to empha- 
size what appears to be at the present time a practical plan to 
increase the good which the College is now doing. 


On the other hand, with the prospect of decreased income on 
account of the decrease in the prevailing rates of interest and 


: 
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increase in cost of supplies, it will be necessary to decrease the 
number of foundationers in order to run the institution safely 
within its income. 


Therefore, I feel obliged to recommend such a decrease of not 
less than two foundationers from the average number main- 
tained during the past two years. 


The income of the school is estimated for this calendar year 
to be $12,500.00.

It thus appears—to summarize this thoroughly searching 
report—that the average cost of the simple maintenance of 
a foundationer—which includes clothing, school supplies, 
drugs and cash allowances, medical care, etc.,—is $195.98 
per student. The expense of a single boy—lhmiting the 
number received to nine—who is a paying pupil, is $183.08. 
That would be his total cost in the way of actual expend- 
iture for his support. 

If the rate charged by the College for ¢uztzon and board 
were $300 a boy per annum, it would—as the Treasurer 
clearly shows—be possible to admit one foundationer for 
every two paying pupils at that rate. 

This truly gives a hopeful outlook for the future expan- 
sion of the work of the College. 

But there is another important consideration presented 
in Mr. Milburn’s opinion, which ought to call out our inter- 
est and our grave study in this Council. He says: “Ifa 
wider policy be intended—one which contemplates admit- 
ting paying-pupils beyond the limit I have indicated—one 
of two courses should be pursued; either the Act in- 
corporating the College should be amended so as clearly 
to permit of that being done, or legal proceedings should 
be instituted in which a decision will put the matter at rest 
one way or the other.” 

“The most direct and efficacious measure,” says he, “is 
a simple amendment of the Act of Incorporation. I have 
no doubt of the power of the Legislature,” he adds, “to so 
amend the Act of Incorporation as to permit of paying- 
pupils being taken, thereby placing the College on a broader 
basis of usefulness as well as enabling it to carry out more 
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effectively the purpose and design of its founder. The 
amendment need only provide that paying-pupils may be 
_ taken, and restrict the use of the property acquired and 
held for denevolent purposes to those purposes. A scheme 
combining these elements is perfectly practicable (and has 
the sanction of over 30 years’ experience), and such an 
amending act could not be regarded in any sense as an 
innovation. In its absence it must be considered an open 
question to what extent the power to take paying-pupils 
exists.” 

Then he takes up the other alternative and shows the 
mode of procedure, should’there be a desire to obtain a ju- 
dicial decision, which I need not quote again. 

Here then it seems to me is the conclusion of the whole 
matter: st. It is competent for this Council to direct or 
recommend the Board of Trustees to take a new departure, 
viz: to admit a sufficient number of paying-students for 
the complete utilization of all the staff of employes now 
necessary to carrying on the legitimate work of the College. 

2nd. It is also competent for this Council to secure 
legislation whose purpose shall be to broaden the scope of 
the work of the College, and yet guard and conserve its 
property for the benefit of the class who alone can be its 
beneficiaries. 

3rd. It is competent, as an alternative to the last-named 
procedure, to authorize the Trustees to engage in an 
amicable suit with the purpose of obtaining a decision of 
the Court regarding the right to admit paying-students to 
the privileges of the College, in excess of the number 
authorized by the Attorney General. 

I have tried to present the problem as it meets us to-day. 
It seems to me not to offer the difficulties which beset it in 
the past. The plans presented presuppose the sanctions 
of law. They are not tentative nor notional. They are 
‘simply to be founded on legal action and the support of the 
Judiciary. 
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{f anyone asks me what my view is, I must frankly say 
that I am convinced that we are not administering our sol- 
emn trust to the extent of our duty or z¢s ability. Our es- 
tablishment costs too much for what it is accomplishing. It 
is impossible for it to cost less, if we would—and we must— 
carry Out the design and purpose of the testator, viz., “to 
support orphan and destitute children, to train them up to 
industry, to learn them trades and professions, and to give 
them a mental and manual and a social and religious educa- 
tion.” It is not merely an Orphans’ Home or a Charity 
House, where they who occupy are to be trained only as 
well-fed animals that Judge De Veaux founded. That 
would demand a very narrow expenditure. 7 

It is for the nurture of the intellect and for the training 
of the soul too. These eliminated, and the Trust is unad- 
ministered or imperfectly carried out. And so a Chaplain 
is one of the factors. And instructors in other than the 
rudiments of learning is another. And the physical devel- 
opment that comes of military discipline or of manual or 
mechanical training isanother. So we have a body of fixed 
charges which the will of the testator demands. Why 
should such factors be robbed of a good degree of their 
usefulness when it is possible, without contravening in an 
iota the design of the founder, to cover a broader area of 
good. 

My voice, therefore, is for the adoption of the expedient 
which counsel and the Attorney General declare to be con- 
sistent with an honest and a legal administering of the 
Trust. 

Again, my voice would favor the seeking of such legisla- 
tion—if it may be had—as will empower the Board of 
Trustees to receive into the Institution term-pupils, with the 
limitation and requirement that not one dollar of income or 
capital shall be devoted to the benefit of any save the class 
whom Judge De Veaux aimed to benefit—viz., orphaned 
and destitute children. . 
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I have no dream of an Eton or a Harrow, or a Christ's 
Hospital evolving out of our College by such a movement. 
I have the hope of a larger contingent of churchmen’s sons 
coming through its open doors, to receive the care and the 
culture which shall enable them to “quit them like men, to 
be strong,” and then to go forth into the world, and as they 
grow and brighten and conquer, at the last rise up and call 
the memory of their Alma Mater blessed. 

For such a day—if consistent with law—I think we may 
all devoutly pray. 

The matter is now in the hands ot the Council. I pre- 
sume this portion of the Bishop’s Address will be referred 
to the Standing Committee on De Veaux College’s Annual 
Report. 


FINANCIAL CONDITIONS. 


It is the privilege of the Bishop to be, with the members 
ot the Standing Committee, one of a Canonical body in 
this. Diocese called the Financial Board. Their work is, at 
times, to consider the conditions of the general funds of the 
Diocese. It involves much labor for the lay members of 
that body, and demands accurate business method and 
knowledge. With a conscientious and laborious endeavor 
this Board has examined the several large funds that have 
been entrusted to different Boards and Committees under 
the general direction of the Council, and have made able 
and exhaustive reports. Their study shows that our funds 
are, generally, in a remarkably sound condition to-day. IJm- 
pairments of capital which occurred several years ago have 
been, in part, repaired. Investments that seemed unfortu- 
nate, in part, at least, have proved advantageous. Losses 
have not been as rumor stated at all. I am convinced that 
the business men of this Council who will examine the con- 
dition and the character of nearly every investment in any 
of our general treasuries to-day will confess that they are 
in a very healthy condition. 
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I have thought it expedient to publicly make this declar- 
ation because I found that there was a vague notion in the 
Diocese that there was carelessness in financial management 
here and there. It was rooted in very indefinite rumor, and 
therefore rested on a very slim foundation. It is true that 
some mistakes were made in the placing of funds halfa 
dozen years or more ago. But the mistakes were fewer and 
much smaller than many supposed. And, too, in the case of 
some of these mistakes the outcome was comparatively mea- 
gre so far as financial lossisconcerned. But to-day I think I 
can make the claim that every loan made from any treasury 
of any of our institutions or Boards is conscientiously scru- 
tinized and subjected to the wise tests which the most care- 
ful Savings Banks or other large fiduciary institutions adopt 
in handling their trusts. It has been the aim in the last 
three years, or thereabouts, to spread upon the pages of the 
Journals of this Council all the details of the varied funds. 
Publicity has been recognized as an essential if we would 
have the confidence of all and win new interest in the finan- 
ces and institutions of the Diocese. Aboveall, we have felt 
that it was due every member of the Church in Western 
New York that he should have the privilege of an acquaint- 
ance with all the work being done, and all the implements 
and machinery used in the prosecution of that work. We 
must all recognize that the large reduction in the rate of in- 
terest on every kind of safe loan is a cause of diminished 
revenue, and so makes our endowments less fruitful in re- 
sults. Several of our funds should have considerable in- 
crease to be as efficient as they ought to be—as they have 
been. They are in safe, careful hands now, and are made 
profitable to the maximum of their power. 

And this leads me to speak of a wise rubric buried deep 
in the heart of one of the Prayer Book’s Offices which few 
of the laity, I fear, have noted. It shows the very practical 
and sensible character of the Church and of her fair -Litur- 
gy. It speaks, too, of the universality of its ministries, and 
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of its thorough utility as a constant guide. I refer to the 
rubric in the office of the Visitation of the Sick on the sub- 
ject of the making of wills. It reads thus: “Then shall 
“the Minister examine whether he repent him truly of his 
‘sins, and be in charity with all the world; exhorting him 
“to forgive, from the bottom of his heart, all persons that 
‘have offended him; and if he hath offended any other to 
“ask them forgiveness; and where he hath done injury or 
‘“ wrong to any man that he may make amends to the utter- 
“most of his power. And if he hath not before disposed of 
‘his goods, let him then be admonished to make his will, 
“and to declare his Debts, what he oweth, and what is 
‘‘owing unto him, for the better discharging of his conscience 
‘and the quietness of his Executors. But men should often 
‘be put in remembrance to take order for the settling of 
‘their temporal estates, whilst they are in health.” 

So teaches our rubric. Is it not a fact that some of our. 
lay-brethren have never observedit? Might it not be a wise 
thing my Reverend Brethren to read it in your Churches 
once a year—at Advent, or at the outset of the new civil 
year? Even if repeated ‘“‘ without note or comment,” it 
might speak a word of wholesome counsel to some hesitating 
one, to whom relief of such a care may ‘bring peace at the 
dying hour. ! 


VISITATIONS. 


It was with increasing pleasure and personal profit that I 
went in and out among the parishes and missions during the 
year past. The marked kindness of my reverend brethren 
and their people to me during that period has given much 
cheer to my heart. The privilege of meeting so many of 
the congregation in most of the parishes, at receptions held 
for me, has helped me to feel nearer the great flock of this 
Diocese. The harmonious relations existing practically 
everywhere between pastor and people show a “unity of 
spirit in the bond of peace” which vindicates the reality in 
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religion which this Church so masterfully presents. Breth- 
ren, for the good will and peace that reigns within our bor- 
ders we may well give thanks and rejoice together. 

My official acts are as follows: I have set apart 1 Deacon- 
ess; instituted 1 Rector; officiated at 2 funerals; laid 3 cor- 
ner stones; Ordinations, Deacons, Priests. 
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In addition to these official acts within the Diocese, I 
must mention that, outside of the Diocese in this country 
and abroad, and on the sea, I officiated at 11 services, and 
preached 8 times. 


Possibly many who have heard me read this summary of 
Episcopal Acts have noted that the number of confirmations 
is somewhat less than last year. 


The reason is not far to seek. My reverend Brethren, 
with an even greater than ordinary devotion, began the 
work of preparing their classes in the late winter and early 
spring. Conscientiously and painstakingly they labored 
on. Large fruit of their labor seemed in sight. And, lo! 
during a period covering perhaps nearly three months, in 
every hamlet and village and town and city throughout this 
Diocese and State—nay, may I not almost say in the round 
world, hosts were laid low by that subtle disease called La 
Grippe. Several of the clergy themselves were its victims. 
Many a congregation for weeks was more than decimated— 
sometimes half their numbers were detained at home— 
either through illness or through the duty of caring for the 
sick. Choirs were almost broken to pieces. Often the 
organist officiating on the occasion of the Bishop’s vis- 
itation was borrowed from elsewhere. The reverend Clergy, 
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some of them when almost unable to drag themselves 
around, were moving hither and thither in the homes where 
was anxiety and suffering and danger, giving tender and 
sympathetic ministries, and bearing the consolations of the 
dear Church to her heavy hearted children. It was a time 
when the meaning and the love and the gentle care of our 
Mother, the Church, was learned and was blessed. Manya 
strong and beautiful bond between pastor and flock was 
made more golden and more sacred because of the conse- 
crated devotion and the faithful sacrifice of so many of 
my beloved brethren in the ministry during that trying epi- 
demic-period of the late winter and spring. God be praised 
for the self-ignoring and the conscientious labors of this 
great band of godly shepherds over the Master’s flocks. 

This condition of things prevented many who would have 
presented themselves for confirmation, and who were wholly 
or partially prepared, appearing at the Altar. The clergy 
had labored graciously and devoutly, but Providence hin- 
dered. I believe, however, that the Church has a stronger 
influence in many a community because God’s anointed 
Ones ministered His great consolations with an unstinted 
and an unceasing zeal. 

A calamity has come to one of our parishes which should 
call out the sympathy of us all—east-end or west-end of the 
Diocese. ‘When one member suffers all the members suf- 
fer with it,” declares the Apostle. 

On a morning in April, at about three o’clock, a devastat- 
ing fire broke out in the picturesque and beautifully located 
town of Mayville,on Lake Chautauqua. Building after 
building went down under the driving flames. At last our 
pretty frame church, which had stood for many years, and 
had been a home and a source of comfort to hosts of wor- 
shippers for nearly a generation, was, in a few moments, a 
smouldering pile of embers. 

But our energetic and devoted missionary, Rev. G. W. S. 
Ayres, was early on the scene, and while the sparks and 
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burning fragments of the building were raining down upon 
them, he and some of his people were engaged in removing 
the Lecturn, Organ, Altar, Sacred Vessels, Service Books, 
Font, etc. It was perilous work, but they toiled bravely, 
and thus saved many a treasure, sacred because of me- 
morial-giving, and association with the departed. My rev- 
erend brother deserves the gratitude of the Diocese for his 
fearless and successful labors on that sad morning. 


This is one bright phase in the dark picture. There is 
another. 


For fully a quarter of a century the Rector, Churchward- 
ens and Vestrymen of that parish have regularly maintained 
an insurance policy on that little church. At times—in the 
very weak days of the parish—it was a strain to do so. But 
they stood manfully to it. Asa result they are entitled to 
receive toward the erection of a new church the amount of 
that policy, viz., $1,500. I know it will be a gratifying fact 
to all business men in the Diocese to learn of this business 
care and thrift on the part of the authorities in S. Paul’s, 
Mayville. I think they will confess that as a people—hav- 
ing helped themselves—they are worthy of our generous 
help. 

A more enduring structure in another section of the town 
should be reared. The real estate now in their hands can be 
disposed of to the village at a price higher than a new lot 
in a more desirable part of the town can be bought. The 
cause of this unusual condition is that the village owns the 
land adjoining our church lot, and it is now desired by the 
people for a little park. 


One more bright feature and I close. The people of the 
town, generally, have shown sympathy tor our congrega- 
tion, and are contributing toranew Church. But their pow- 
er is limited. And so I ask of my brethren throughout the 
Diocese that they will give a helping hand to these needing 
ones. And I urge this giving, because it is vital that we 
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should have a work going on at Mayville. It is the one point 
from which services may be provided for our Chapel at 
Chautauqua during the season. 

While the crowds are there many Churchmen appear. 
The Rev. Mr. Ayres has provided for them the Holy Com- 
munion on every Sunday. Often during the last three 
years, because our Chapel was too small—and yet it holds 
nearly 100 people—he has been compelled to have two ad- 
ministrations of the Lord’s Supper on the same day, filling 
the Chapel each time. Of course, during the rest of the 
year he is also providing regular services for the large con- 
tingent of people resident there. 

Before passing to another division of this address, bear 
with me for a word on the subject of insurance on Church 
property. 

For three years last past in my announcements of. visita- 
tions, I have asked the privilege of meeting with the Ves- 
tries of the different parishes. In many instances the favor 
has been accorded me. Occasionally it has not, through 
unconscious oversight on the part of my Reverend Brethren. 
I always, however, esteem it a privilege thus to meet face to 
face the honored and devout laymen who take practical in- 
terest in the Church’s welfare, and give their time and their 
hearts to its concerns. At such conferences, among other 
questions asked by me is always one regarding the condi- 
tion of the insurance policies upon the Church property. It 
is with great pleasure that | am able to announce that in al- 
most every case was the answer satisfactory, and I learned 
that this important business side of the Church was scrupu- 
lously cared for. 


DE .LANCEY DIVINITY SCHOOL. 


The Report of the De Lancey Divinity School, which will 
be presented by the Warden, shows that a considerable ad- 
vance in its utility and effectiveness has been made through 
our new departure. In accordance with the plan presented 
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last year, the work was beguninthe Autumn. Eight young 
men are on its rolls. They have faithfully attended the lec- 
tures given by the clergy appointed to the duty, at intervals 
of two months throughout the season. The number isa larger 
one than has been under the instruction of the Divinity School 
for many a year. The fact that the lectures have been deliv- 
ered in Buffalo has minimized both expense and the difficul- 
ties in reaching the ends for which the institution was estab- 
lished. It is a carrying out of the principles of what to-day 
is called University Extension. There has been no removal 
of the school. Its library, which is its only property, is in 
Geneva. 

] know that the brethren who have, without fee or reward, 
accepted their appointment to the chairs for which they 
were chosen are highly acceptable to the whole Diocese. 
The work done during this season past has been most con- 
scientious—and has been most edifying to the students. I 
have felt that the latter were peculiarly favored, inasmuch 
as the lecturers were not men abiding among books, and 
touching chiefly the theoretical and the theological sides of 
the themes considered, but those who came hot from the 
thick of every-day struggle and every-day experiences, and 
who can and did present the practical side of their subjects, 
and bore with them into the class-rooms the stimulating 
breezes born of intense parochial activity. I wish here to 
express my profound gratitude to such helpful brethren who, 
at my summons, came to our help in the good work of the 
De Lancey Divinity School of to-day. 


SALARIES, OF THE: CLERGY, 


In my address of last year I brought before the Council a 
subject which I, as your Bishop, feel to be a vital one. [ 
will simply read an extract from my former communication 
on the subject: | 

« Sometime ago I addressed, through the Diocesan paper, 
“a letter to the Vestries of our parishes on the subject of 
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“the salaries of the clergy. It is doubtless familiar to all 
“my lay brethren present. It was not without grave con- 
“sideration that I resolved to communicate with those oc- 
“ cupying official place in the Church of Western New York 
“on this theme. ; 3 

“The press all over the land has reviewed that letter. It 
“rejoices me to be able to say that the comments in almost 
‘““every case were sympathetic and confirmatory of the sen- 
“timents and principles advanced. In only two instances, 
‘““so far as my knowledge goes, was there a semblance of 
“« dissent. 

‘This unsolicited testimony of the newspapers, to the fact 
“of illy-requited service rendered by hosts of the clergy, 
“shows the appreciation which godly, self-denying labor 
‘has from the world and from the journalism of the day— 
‘and speaks well for the justice of the press. I do not pro- 
“pose dwelling upon the subject anew in this Address, but 
‘I do earnestly hope it will be made the subject of a hearty 
“discussion before we close our sessions, and I hereby com- 
“mend it to the consideration of the Council.” 

Circumstances forbade the discussion of the matter last 
year. I earnestly repeat my request of that time that it 
may be given a due and hearty consideration. And I would 
press it all the more because the question of the maintenance of 
Divine worship in rural parts has for ten years past been a 
perplexing one. Of course the trend of population to the 
large cities has made the difhculty. The withdrawing peo- 
ple have withdrawn their support to the Church, and the 
reduced income has made an overwhelming load, in some 
cases, for the few. But I could quote many a little parish 
in this Diocese where the brave people have strained every 
nerve to retain their spiritual privileges—yes! have made 
wondrous sacrifices to do so. God bless them for their he- 
roic devotion! But there are classes of parishes—and they 
are not few—where, in my opinion, an increase of salary, at 
least a moderate one, may, without great effort, be provided 
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for their Clergy. The newspapers, the business men, the 
bankers, all tell me that prosperity reigns in the land. The 
cost of living has been increased. Is the salary of the aver- 
age clergyman in the Diocese in proportion? I think not. 
I know not. As a result of the letter addressed nearly a 
year and a half ago to the Vestries of the Diocese, I have 
been told that a few, a very few, advanced the salaries of their 
Rectors, and others aimed and succeeded in paying salaries 
more promptly. But I fear the instances of such improve- 
ment were few. It is by no collusion with my Reverend 
Brethren that I have reintroduced this theme, or that I orig- 
inally brought it before you. No clergyman asked me to 
offer the subject to your thought. It is absolutely a volun- 
tary deed on my part. The whole responsibility is mine. 
Some of my brethren have suffered—silently—and worked 
on uncomplaining and zealous. And I felt I must speak. 

The Bishop, like the Major-General .on the height over- 
looking the field of battle, sees the weak places and the 
needs in the war, as those in the thick ot the fight and in 
the struggle of the field do not. He therefore can speak 
with some degree of intelligence and justness on such a 
theme. Moreover, the confidences which are spoken in his 
intercourse with his brethren throw light upon conditions, 
struggles, trials, needs, which often none others know— 
which of their delicacy, and through their non-self-seeking, 
—they do not desire others to know. 

And I must here put myself on record publicly, as I have 
often in private, with the statement that no Diocese in this 
‘or other lands can show a corps of clergymen superior to 
those in Western New York,—I feel inclined to say equal— 
in their self-surrender, in their absolute devotion, in their 
willingness for sacrifice, in their devout living, in their loy- 
alty to Jesus and His Church. [ utter not these words be- 
cause so many of them are before me, but because my ex- 
perience of each year in my relations to them simply inten- 


sifies the conviction. And I firmly believe that because 
6 = 
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there is such a body of consecrated men in its Ministry the 
Diocese shows a healthy, genuine growth of devout, gener- 
ous, honorable, godly men and women in the parishes. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL, 


The Report of the Sunday School Commission made last 
year had but a small consideration and a speedy shrift. It 
was the fruit of much study and research on the part of its 
members. It showed a living zeal in the work committed 
tothem. And it is deserving of practical examination and 
discussion, as I think, on the part of this Council. Of 
course, it is impossible to enact a law constructed of Besse- 
mer steel to govern the action of each Rector in his Sunday 
School plans. ‘ Many men, many minds,” says the old prov- 
erb. Each pastor is responsible for the training of the lambs of 
his own flock before Almighty God. Different schools have 
different characteristics. The modus operandi in discipline 
and in the culture must differ. The character of the teach- 
- ers here or there complicates the problem. What is help- 
ful in one school is hinderful in another. In fact, the entire 
machinery is capable of variety according to conditions. 

Thus it makes it a practical impossibility to legislate re- 
garding the minutiz of Sunday School work. Nor would 
the Bishop desire to suggest to his brethren any straight- 
jacket of a system for the conduct of a Sunday School as to 
either its general order or its educational methods. Systems 
must vary with the conditions. But I feel that there are 
general principles which all Church Sunday Schools should 
weave into the warp and woof of their work. We have a 
Catechism. We have a Christian Year. We have a ration- 
al and reverent devotional system. We have a Book of 
Prayer of venerable and of fair beauty. These give us an- 
chorage and give us a healthy nurture and give us reverend 
worship for the shaping of the devotional life of the young. 
Hence we have one law for the dogma and the life which 
are to enter into the religious education of our youth. These 
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are clear and unmistakable. These, loyalty to baptismal 
pledges, will prompt us to espouse and honor and hold un- 
changeably. We may not omit them without grave hurt to 
our cause. We must present them, if we would be true to 
our duty, our vows and our Charen seit seems to me that, 
simply to discuss what is being done, and what we ought to 
do, at least, as Churchmen, may be as profitable a use as can 
be made of our time while here. [ commend the subject 
earnestly to your consideration. 


WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 


There is a feature of the work in this Diocese which is 
deserving certainly of a passing mention. I mean the or- 
ganizations of women and maidens and babes in the interest 
of the General Mission work of the Church. In other 
words, the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Junior Auxiliary and 
the Babies’ Branch. Each, [ rejoice to say, is pulsingly and 
strenuously alive. It is a delightful condition that in prac- 
tically every organized mission and parish there are women 
and young people, encouraged and stimulated by their Pas- 
tors, diligently talking about and working for and sending 
up supplication day by day in behalf of the Church’s wide 
mission-field. The former of these three organizations, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, has been steadily strengthening and in- 
- creasing in zeal and gifts for several years past. It stands, 
[ think I may say, among the foremost in the sisterhood of 
Diocesan Auxiliaries in the Church. It is, indeed, a power 
for good among us. The spirit which pervades it often 
overflows into parish work for its health and advantage. 
The Juniors, too, are engaging in their more moderate labors, 
but with a maidenly enthusiasm and zealous hearts. 


As to the Babies’ Branch, you know it as our own little 
one,—born in our own Diocese,—sweet in its influence as it 
accustoms the child mind to the sacrifice for others, and as 
it acquaints it in-early days with the heroes and the heroism 
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of the Cross. I need not ask of my Reverend brethren who 
have so persistently and conscientiously in the past given 
helping counsel and guidance, direction and stimulating 
leadership in these works, to persevere in this well-doing. 
St. Andrew’s Brotherhood and the Girls’ Friendly Soci- . 
ety and the Daughters of the King have their foothold, 
each, within our borders. The former—the Brotherhood— 
is strong. It should be stronger. I do not mean its mem- 
bership should have a vast increase. That would be an ele- 
ment of weakness. It is not an institution that can engage 
the interest and give engrossing work to a very large con- 
tingent in many parishes. But its two rules of “ prayer and 
service” may be a law to all. It is the Church’s law for its 
members, whosoever they may be. 


But I am gratified by the manly zeal manifested by so 
many of our people for this organization, and in its duties 
both in village and city parishes in all sections of the Diocese. 


For the two other Societies, which have won the zeal and 
the labor of so many young women in Western New York, 
I ask of my brethren helping countenance. Each does its 
own work and has its own sphere, and gains its own clien- 
tele. But each in the locality and with the people among 
whom it has place, has been and is a power for good. 


ARCHDEACONRIES. 


The Mission-work of the Diocese—its needs and successes 
and hindrances—will be presented in their reports by the 
Archdeacons of Rochester and Buffalo, as a part of the 
business of the Council. And so I| refer to them for the de- 
tails and minutiz of the general work which shall be inter- 
esting to you. 


In accordance with the resolution of the Council, passed 
last year, I asked the Rev. Mr. Dantzer to obtain his Letter 
Dimissory from Central New York, in order that he might 
devote his entire time to the Deaf Mutes in this Diocese. 
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He was duly transferred and is now canonically connected 
with Western New York. His report shows a large amount 
of good work done. 

Agreeably also to the resolution passed last year, I issued 
a Pastoral Letter asking the congregations to contribute 
more liberally to the Christmas Fund. The report of the 
Trustees, to be presented, will show the condition of their 
Trust. 

; GENERAL MISSIONS. 

I dare not hold my peace on the great subject of the 
Church’s missionary work. A man who has once been per- 
sonally and practically in the field as I have been—meeting its 
trials and difficulties, and enjoying the exquisite pleasure of 
some of its successes—can never refrain from speaking out his 
heart for sucha cause. Whatever defectsthere may be inthe 
working of administrative Boards, whatever mistakes of ar- 
rangement and government in the great Missionary Society 
itself, whatever unwise distribution of funds in carrying on the 
work, the man who has spent some yearsas teacher and guide 
at a frontier post, or has gone to an alien land to speak for 
Christ—whether he be the fresh young Deacon with the 
enthusiasm of first years in the Ministry, or whether he be 
the Missionary Bishop who has the anxious care of the 
Churches—must ever after feel the thrill for the great work 
and speak burning words when opportunity comes in its 
behalf. It is reality to him. He believes init. He knows 
its power. Tobe silent would be crime. A distance of four 
years and a half stretches between the speaker and the mo- 
ment when he turned his back on technical mission work. 
Time has not toned or altered his faith or his love toward, 
or zeal tor, the cause, per se. Distance from persons or con- 
ditions or scenes or labors often chills the ardor for them 
down to the freezing point. It cannot honestly be said by 
him who addresses you that any other than higher regard 
and a stronger yearning for the growth and success of this 
Church’s missionary work fills his heart. It is not merely 
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the desire toward souls that they may be saved—that best 
of motives in the greatest life of the world. It is in addi- 
tion the beautiful successes, the noble self-emptying, the high 
consecration of so many great—yes! | will call them great 
—even though they be ministrants in little hamlets in the 
wilds of America or on foreign shores-——great men who 
spare not themselves that they may honor Jesus—it is these 
that constrain him once more to plead with you for a deeper 
zeal in behalf of the Church’s wide mission-field. There 
are some of us who have, as I think, rightly objected to a 
new policy adopted by the Board of Managers in discrim- 
inating against settled Dioceses in which Missionary work — 
has been carried on and aided in the past. By this novel, 
and, as I think, unjust rule, twenty per cent. of the funds 
afforded these spheres of work have been withdrawn this 
year. It was, as you are aware, a part of the proposed plan 
to reduce by twenty per cent. the appropriation in each 
case for next year, and so by a graded scale of decrease, at 
last withdraw all help from weak Dioceses because they had, 
by self-sacrifice and work and a spirit of self-dependence, 
reached the dignified condition of Diocesan independence. 
{t seems a poor return for manly and self-denying zeal. The 
Missionary Jurisdictions were exempted from this heroic 
treatment. I am the last man in all the world to grudge 
one of all the dollars that go to the help of the work in any 
Missionary District. I personally know—I have seen—the 
splendid devotion, the hard endurances, and the wise admin- 
istration of my Right Rev. Brethren in those great fields. 
No man here can appreciate to a tithe thereof the real suf- 
ferings, the varied, innumerable hardships that come into 
their lots of which they never speak. Sometimes some of 
them are alluded to— not as trials—but as picturesque ex- 
periences that help “to point a moral or adorn a tale.” 
They are not uttered to rouse your sympathy, but to pro- 
voke your zeal for the work. They do not pose before you 
as martyrs or heroes. They are both. I 4xow it. 1 tell 
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you, on my honor as a man and a Bishop, it is true—but 
they strive to offer to you of their treasures things new and 
old, that you may be moved to honor our Master and theirs 
by giving of your substance and your prayers for the spread 
of the Lord’s great Kingdom. I do feel also that the Board 
of Managers and this Church should not make discrimina- 
tion in withdrawing grants from the feeble Duoceses only. 
Are not Texas and Florida in their days of calamity—so 
recent—worthy of full help? And what shall we say of 
Oregon and Dallas and West Missouri and Mississippi and 
Quincy and Arkansas, and a host of others who, with difh- 
culty and great self-sacrifice, took their places in the sister- 
hood of Dioceses, and aimed as much as practicable to re- 
lieve the general treasury of the Missionary Society by 
struggling up with straining endeavor to a Diocesan inde- 
pendence. Yes! it seems to me that our helping hand 
should not be stayed to the extent of one mill in behalf of 
these comparatively feeble folk in our great Church. But 
this is only a digression. 

In view of the reports that come of the new fields open- 
ing to us, 1am convinced that every possible effort should 
be made in every parish to increase the offerings inthe com- 
ing year. The Church is only really alive as she glows with 
a fiery zeal for the spread of the Redeemer’s Kingdom in 
every land where the foot of man treads in all this round 
world. And so, Brethren, I beseech you, speak for, give 
for, pray for, more than ever before, the cause of Missions, 
the extension of this Church in the dark places, and among 
the neglected ones of the earth. 


GENERAL CONVENTION. 


Weareall, doubtless, looking for ward with interest and anx- 
iety to the sessions of the General Convention at San Francis- 
co next Autumn. Asever, momentous questions are to re- 
ceive scrutiny and to meet settlementthere. Not unimportant 
among these will be the question of the establishment of an 
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Appellate Court. I am convinced that the intricate canon 
which has already been submitted to the Church by the Com- 
mittee appointed at the last Convention for this purpose is not 
likely to have the assenting voice of the Church. The sub- 
ject, as you are aware, is one that has appeared and re-ap- 
peared in session after session of the Convention, only to be 
dismissed as environed with difficulty. Of course an edu- 
cation has been going on through the years in behalf of the 
principle, and doubtless the day will yet dawn when it shall 
be established as a part of the Church’ssystem. But should 
the plan of the proposed canon be adopted with its Courts 
of Review and its final Court of Appeal, I fear that one of 
the chief occupations of the Bishops will be a cudgelling of 
their brains year in and year out in hearing disputes of un- 
satisfied appellants on questions of doctrine, discipline and 
worship—even ad nauseum. May Providence deliver us in 
the Episcopate from such interminable contact with wrangle, 
contention and war. I fear that for Bishops peace will be 
at anend. Of course, I do recognize that it is necessary 
that at some day in the future there should be some arrange- 
ment by which the decisions in Church trials may be sub- 
mitted to review. But, oh! at the best, what fierce, endless 
conflict it will develop and nourish! What constant fer- 
ment it will bring to the Church—when there should be 
peace ! } 


A canon on prohibited degrees of marriage will be pre- 
sented for consideration. The English Church has, wisely 
as it seems to me, kept this subject before its people. Ihave 
seen many a Bible on the other side of the water, in which 
the Church’s law on the subject is printed, so that all may 
know the Scriptural teaching on such a moral concern. I 
am convinced that a close examination into conditions here 
would show in our land many a horrible violation of the 
code which the Most High has given to His children on 
this question of marriage in the prohibited degrees. 
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I presume, however, the whole subject will meet the treat- 
ment of the past, and be elbowed aside with slight courtesy. 

The proposed canon on Provinces will, of course, call out 
prolonged debate, and many will wax eloquent thereupon. 
While perhaps the day is coming when, for practical admin- 
istration, a Provincial system shall develop on sober lines, 
yet I think we may hope that the date may be deferred, 
that the splendid dignity of this great Church in its one 
unbroken synod may not be lost. The moment,—as I think, 
—the National Church is split into a half a dozen little 
Provinces, some noble features of strength and beauty will 
be buried forever. Divided interests, I fear, will make con- 
tending factions, and unity and peace will be of the past. 
Deliver us, I say, from the varying ranks and degrees of 
Primates and Archbishops and Metropolitans and Suffra- 
gans, and all the rest. They are un-American. They be- 
long to a past which was alive to titles and degrees and 
orders and vanity. Wesmile at the grave distinction in rank 
between the Archbishop of Canterbury and His Grace of 
York, as we read that one is the Primate of England and 
the other the Primate of all England. And we will pray 
that the day will never dawn in our American Church when 
its provincial system shall be established that any Arch- 
bishops—if we have them—shall repeat the experiences ot 
Their Graces of Canterbury and York in a past generation 
when each, contending for his own supremacy, rushed to- 
ward the arch-episcopal throne. He of Canterbury reached 
it first, and instantly seated himself gleefully in the Cathedra. 
But His Grace of York, not to be robbed of his claimed su- 
premacy, promptly plumped himself down upon the lap of 
his brother of Canterbury. So each occupied the throne of 
authority and of honor, and York was on top. 

The new canons to be submitted on the subject of Mar- 
riage and Divorce are likely to promote a lively discussion. 
They show a long step forward in the right direction. 
Clearly the conscience of the Church is manifesting a truer 
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sensitiveness to the grossness of this flagrant evil which has 
so marred the social life of our land during afew years past— 
which has so corrupted the moral sense of many as license 
through law flaunted everywhere in the Nation. The. crux 
of the whole canon is in these words: ‘‘ No minister shall 
solemnize a marriage between any two persons unless, nor 
until, by inquiry, he shall have satisfied himself that neither 
person has been, or is, the husband or the wife of any other 
person then living; unless the former marriage was annulled 
by a decree of some civil court of competent jurisdiction 
for cause existing before such former marriage.” This is 
laying the axe at the root of the tree. It permits no remar- 
riage of divorced persons during the lifetime of both par- 
ties. It strikes boldly at the moral confusion in the social 
structure, which has so stultified our claims as a Christian 
nation in these 19th and 20th century days. It helps to pre- 
vent the strange entanglements which are now affecting 
thousands of lives and reputations to their hurt through the 
late sweeping decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It is alaw which makes for wholesome social order, 
for stronger family life, for cleaner morals. 

Another canon—a new one—is upon the subject of the 
discipline of divorced persons. It is, in spirit, attuned to 
the old one, but more clear, and, if adopted, will, I think, 
aid the consciences, and help to more carefu] living in the 
direction to which it refers. 

This is a portion of the legislation which shall have con- 
sideration at the coming Convention. 

It will, I think, give living interest and brilliant force to 
the great gathering of the Church on the Western coast in 
October. 

The Committee on the Bishop Coxe Memorial have a 
Report, as I understand, which will be presented in due 
order. I have not yet seen it, and so am unable to give any 
details as to the condition of the fund or as to the exact 
progress made. 
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Through the courtesy of the President of Hobart I was 
shown over the building a few weeksago. It was then very 
incomplete. Judging, however, from the study of it then 
made by me, it seemed well adapted to the uses for which 
It is intended. But more anon when the Committee’s re- 
port is read to the Council.

pgjethren of the Clergy, in closing, suffer the word of ex- 
hortation. We are the priests of God. You know your 
responsibility. You know your privilege. We may not 
trifle with them. We may not despise them. [am what I 

am, you are what you are, because God hath called us to 
our respected sacred offices. It is not alone because we 
personally imagine that the Divine voice has summoned us. 
It is not only because we think ourselves mentally or spir- 
itually competent that we have this honor of the priesthood. 
It is by virtue of ordination. It is by virtue of a gift of 
God’s Church. It is because we are of the Apostolic line- 
age. It is because Apostolic hands have been laid upon us. 
There is an unbroken descent of authority. There is an 
unchanging law of Apostleship. There is a grace of laying 
on of hands that comes down through Apostles and the cen- 
turies from the living Head, Jesus Christ. It is not merely 
a pleasing ancient order. It is not simply a historic Epis- 
copate, a historic Priesthood, a histori¢ Diaconate. It is 
not alone a succession out of a dim, hoary past. It is not 
only a well-ordered arrangement of men. It is the ordi- 
nance of Almighty God. It is the gift of the Saviour of 
Men to the primitive Church—to the Church of medizval 
age, to the Church of our own time, flowing down un- 
checked, an unbroken stream—from the day that a Redeem- 
er with lifted hands, about to return to His Father, cried to 
the assembled eleven: ‘Go ye into all the world and preach 
the Gospel” until now. That is the testimony of Apostles 
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first, of primitive martyrs afterward, of all the Christian 
ages until now. Whatever the mists that may have ob- 
scured the brightness of personal lives in the priesthood, 
whatever the damp that may have settled on the brow of 
the Church in the dark ages, the sacred offices and their 
functions remained indelible, unremoved, active in their 
effects and in their influence. God was in His Church, and 
earthen vessels robbed it not of its grace in sacerdotal deed 
or office. The sacraments were there, the Spirit was there, 
and the Ministry—the channel through which the virti(f) of 
the rite and the presence of the Comforter, the Holy Ghost, 
was secured, were there. God did not desert His Church, 
for the Master had declared “the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it.” 

This is not a theory of Apostolic succession. It is not the 
doctrine of a school. It is not an exaggerated statement of 
an untenable doctrine. It.is Biblical. It is Apostolic. ‘* No 
man taketh this honor unto himself, but he that is called of 
God, as was Aaron.” It is historic. Untilthe Reformation 
on the continent of Europe, it was the asserted fact in all 
writings. Itis the Church’s clearest teaching, Saith the 
Preface to the Ordinal: “It is evident unto all men diligent- 
ly reading Holy Scriptures and Ancient Authors that from 
the Apostles’ time there have been these Orders of Minis- 
ters in Christ’s Church—Bishops, Priests and Deacons. 
Which Otfices were evermore had in such reverend estima- 
tion, that no man might presume to execute any of them 
except he were first called, tried, examined and known to 
have such qualities as are requisite for the same; and also 
by public Prayer with Imposition of hands, were approved 
and admitted thereto by lawful Authority. And therefore, 
to the intent that these Orders may be continued and rever- 
ently used and esteemed in this Church, no man shall be ac- 
counted or taken to be a lawful Bishop, Priest or Deacon in 
this Church, or suffered to execute any of the said Func- 
tions except he be called, tried, examined and admitted 
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thereunto according to the Form hereafter following, or 
hath had Episcopal consecration or Ordination.” 

Such is the Church’s contention. She bases it on Holy 
Scripture. And she is wise not to add thereto nor subtract 
therefrom. And in maintenance of such a position, she re- 
quires that ministers of different Christian bodies seeking to 
serve at her Altars shall, before they exercise such author- 
ity, receive the Laying on of Hands from some of her 
Bishops—whatever their learning or their piety may be. So 
Mother Church teaches, so should we, her Bishops, Priests 
and Deacons ever teach the flocks committed to our charge. 
Again | say we must not despise this gift of God to His 
Church, an unbroken, authoritative Ministry. Wemust not 
despise or speak lightly of the gifts—the Divine Commis. 
sion, the legitimate lineage, the power in Sacraments which 
are yours and my awful, holy, reverend trust. God help us 
to honor them and to make them honored and honorable. 
But whether we do or do not, the Holy one hath bestowed 
them, and we must not dishonor Him by dishonoring them. 
God forgive the man that despises Christ's gifts,—that thus 
despiseth Him. 

I speak not thus to urge that you magnify your office, but 
to entreat that you “do not despite to the Spirit of grace.” 
It is never a Christian humility which discredits or dispar- 
ages the sacred heritage and the awful heavenly gifts whicn 
the Holy Master of us all has conferred upon the priesthood 
in His beloved Church. We honor //zm in teaching honor 
for them. And Brethren of the Laity, also suffer a word of 
exhortation. I have often marvelled whether there is as 
deep a sense in the Church as there should be of the in- 
fluence day by day going out into parishes, into families, into 
personal lives through the intercessions of the pastors of the 
flock at the throne of Grace. Do you have faith in the 
power of that solitary man’s pleadings for you? Do you 
know that he is supplicating continually in behalf of your 
soul? How do you know that some sorrow has not been 
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averted, that some care has not been lightened, that some 
blessing has not been bestowed on you or one of yours, just 
because the Man of God has sought for you and interceded 
for you and wrestled in prayer in your behalf? I fear our 
day is one when thisability to work almost miracles through 
the priest’s pleadings is denied. Do you believe it? I say 
in all sincerity and solemnity, Ido. I know clergymen—many 
—who are so intent upon the labor for the salvation of souls, 
for the comfort and the cheer of the weary and the heavy- 
laden that their life is practically a constant prayer. I know 
many a rectory where, in the morning and at evening, there 
goes up a cry to God for help and blessing to the flock that 
must reach the throne. I know men who have one great 
yearning in their souls, and that yearning is what the Apostle 
shows when he exclaims, with an intensity of desire: “Breth- 
ren, my heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel is that 
they might be saved!’’ Remember that the average clergy- 
man’s work does not begin and end with the stall, the pulpit 
and the altar. Nor is it completed in the pastoral work out 
in the parish. There is sweet work and heroic work done 
for you in his own closet and in many devotional hours in 
the study. I know men who write in part, at least, their ser- 
mons on their knees, and the skill and the tenderness and 
the spiritual force of their teaching comes because they have 
‘been with God. I know men who single out one here and 
another there in the flock and plead for them with a gentle 
love in burning supplication in the long night watches. I 
know men who are pouring out ejaculations as they walk, as 
they sit and talk cheerily with you, as they silently meditate 
in the seclusion of their parsonages, in behalf of their people 
as a family—as individuals. Do you not believe that such 
an atmosphere of devotion, developed by so prayerful a life, 
must diffuse itself into the core of a community? Do you 
not feel that unconsciously a spiritual power is working and 
warming and leavening the mass? I do, if I believe any- 
thing. I believe it because God has promised it. I believe 
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it because | have seen such a devout priest of the high God 
in the mightiness and beauty of his holy life touching to 
illumine and bless lives innumerable whose comfort it was to 
abide under his hallowed influence. Yes, the sanctified life 
of God’s anointed one is a force that the world may not 
recognize, but that the world feels tingling in its veins to 
purify and to exalt. 

I commend this truth to you. Will it not develop an even 
stronger confidence in your rector? Will it not check the 
careless criticism? Will it not stir the sympathetic regard 
for the man of God who is set to watch for your soul? Will 
it not lead us whensoever we gaze into the face of a Priest 
of the Most-High to have in remembrance—as the Church 
in the Ordinal urges—into how great a dignity and to how 
high an office and charge he has been called, that is to say, 
to be a Messenger and Watchman and Steward of the Lord ; 
to teach and to premonish, to feed and provide for the Lord’s 
family ; to seek for Christ’s sheep that are dispersed abroad, 
and for His children who are in the midst of this naughty 
world, that they may be saved through Christ forever. 

So, will we not be prompted whenever the impulse is upon 
us to wound, to censure, to criticise the Shepherds of the 
flocks to rather stay our hands? So we will remember that 
He who is the Chief Shepherd—the “ Pastor pastorum ”— 
has, in His Word, enjoined in solemn tone upon all His 
children, ‘‘ Touch not mine Anointed and do my prophet no 
harm.” 

We are in the midst of the beautiful Whitsuntide. Our 
thought is of the sacred presence of the Divine Spirit.in the 
Church, to guide, to teach, to strengthen. May He be un- 
ceasingly with usin our labors, so that we may have “a right 
judgment in all things,” and that we may perceive and know 
what things we ought to do and also may have grace and 
power faithfully to fulfil the same.

GENTLEMEN—The report of the Trustees of De Veaux College, referred to 
me at the regular meeting of the Standing Committee held on March 5, tgor, 
has been carefully examined by me and compared with the printed report 
contained in the proceedings of the Council for the year 1899. The original 
report of the Trustees for 1899 I could not obtain. 


The report for the year 1900 contains a full detailed statement of the 
property and funds of De Veaux College, in charge of its Trustees, and the 
condition thereof, and contains the number of the boys received by them, and 
items of all receipts and disbursements, and an accompanying certificate of 
at least three of their number, that they have compared the same with the 
vouchers, and that they are full and satisfactory as required by law. 


To clearly understand the Treasurer’s report, upon comparing it with the 
former reports of Treasurers, it is necessary to have a clear understanding 
of the changes made in the system of keeping the accounts of the College 
ordered by the Trustees in the year 1899, found on pages go and. gt of the 
Journal for 1900, to which reference is hereby made. 


Section 2 of Chapter 243 of the Laws of 1853, being ‘‘ An Act to Incor- 
porate De Veaux College for Orphan and Destitute Children,” Passed April 
15, 1853, requires the Trustees to report to the Bishop and Standing Com- 
mittee,—among other things,—‘‘ the course of training and education pur- 
sued.” 


I do not find in the report any reference to this subject, and would recom- 
mend that the attention of the Trustees be called to this fact, so that the 
above requirement may be complied with in future reports.

The special agent reported the salary of the Bishop in arrears $1,666 66. 
Sundry bills were audited. 


March 3, 1901. 


The report of the Treasurer of the Christmas Fund was received in full 
and referred to a special committee to report at the next meeting. 

A special committee was appointed to examine into the condition of the 
See House and report at the next meeting. 


May 7, IgOl. 


The special committee on the condition of the See House made a report, 
which was accepted, stating that necessary repairs of nearly five hundred 
dollars were required. 

On motion, the committee was directed to proceed with said repairs, the 
same to be charged to Diocesan expenses. 

The minutes of the Board were read, and were directed to be presented to 
the Annual Council. 

The special Committee on the Christmas Fund presented a report, which, 
on motion, was adopted. 


To the Financial Board of the Diocese of Western New York: 


GENTLEMEN—In the matter of the report of the Treasurer of the Christmas 
Fund, which was referred to me as a sub-committee, I respectfully report 
that I have carefully examined it, and find that the fund amounts to 
' $27,758.03. That it is all invested in loans on property in New York State, 
or on deposit in Savings Banks at a less rate of interest, awaiting chance 
for satisfactory investment. 
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Iam also glad to report that it gives full particulars and names of bor- 
rowers, as well as present owners of the property covered, and complies so 
fully with the request of the Council in this particular. 


It also gives the names of the beneficiaries, and amounts paid to each, and 
also excellent reasons why it should not be published in full in the Journal, 
in which I fully concur. 


All of which is respectfully submitted. 


The following motion was adopted : 


At the last Annual Council the recommendation of the Financial Board 
that an agent be appointed to visit the delinquent parishes to present the 
claims of the Episcopate Fund, and the suggestion that such agent be ap- 
pointed by the Standing Committee were adopted. 


In accordance with such action the Standing Committee apReuiee Rev. 
Dr. Walter North as such agent. 


Dr. North has performed the duties incident to such appointment, and 
made a report, from which it appears that many parishes claim exemption 
from contributions to such fund by reason of payments to the Fund hereto- 
fore made by them, but that the records are in an inextricable state of .con- 
fusion, and that the exact facts in regard to such payments cannot be ascer- 
tained, and that the changes in the rate of interest on such payments have 
greatly decreased the income thereof. 


We therefore recommend that all such parishes as claim exemption by 
reason of such payments be notified of the existing state of affairs relating 
thereto, and that a special committee be appointed to confer with such par- 
ishes to effect an equitable re-arrangement. 


The minutes of the meetings were read and directed to be handed to the 
Council as the report of the Board. 


The Board reports that sufficient money has been received to pay the ex- 
penses of the Diocese during the year, and by the Treasurer to pay the full 
salary of the Bishop, as well as a considerable amount towards the arrears 
in the salary; but that some arrangement must be made to meet the extra- 
ordinary expenses of the General Convention and the repairs of the See 
House. 


On May Ist the receipts for the support of the Episcopate are larger by 
five hundred dollars than they were last year at the same time.

The above indicates only in a general way the subjects of lectures thus 
far. The text books are only those for the first year’s study. All the lec- 
tures, except those in Ethics and Evidences, which were preparatory, have 
been accompanied by written questions for study and examinations. Those 
for May 28 will comprise a general examination for the year. The lectures 
and course of study proposed for the next year cannot be definitely indicated 
here, but will follow generally the course outlined in the Diocesan examina- 
tion papers. Nearly all the text books mentioned above are in the hands of 
all the students; one or two have been out of print until now, but can be 
had shortly. 


The duties of the Warden have included two or three informal lectures on 
subjects not otherwise provided for; the general direction of arrangements 
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for lectures and studies ; constant correspondence and much personal con- 
ference with all the lecturers and students; the providing of books, and 


some private teaching. 


There have been added to the Library during the year 280 volumes. Of 
these, 217 are text books for students ; 34 for lecturers; 29 for general refer- 
ence; 183 (chiefly text books) are duplicates or additional copies ; 28 were 
gifts (including a complete and very valuable set of the Church Eclectic, 
1872-93, from Mr. Rankine), the others purchased at a total cost of $237.94, 
being $132.90 less than usual prices, and including some obtained from the 
libraries of the late Rev. Drs. Rankine and Lobdell.

The Library has been re-arranged, and partly indexed and numbered, and 
is in fairly good order, but will require a great deal of work and care for 
some time to come. 


I cannot close this report without expressing my great satisfaction with 
the work of the Clergymen appointed as Lecturers for this year; a work 
entered upon with much hesitation, and performed without compensation, 
but so earnestly, faithfully and ably as to awaken great interest on the 
part of the students, and accomplish more in actual instruction than I should 
have thought possible under the peculiar and in some respects unfavorable 
conditions as to residence and continuous study.

(D.) DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


(1.) REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF BUFFALO. 


Your Archdeacon makes his third report, practically at the completion of 
his term. 

At the outset an ideal plan was formed, and expectations were that most 
of it could be fulfilled. That it is not is a matter of regret but not of mis- 
management. The Archdeacon cannot complain of the help his brethren 
have given him, nor need he apologize entirely for his own lack. Many 
circumstances have arisen which could not be foreseen, and the needed 
money has not been forthcoming. With the needed money a great deal more 
could have been done. Yet, on the whole, much has been accomplished for 
the upbuilding of the Church in the Archdeaconry. By no means does the 
Archdeacon assume this as due in any great degree to his work. It is only 
just to say that much is due to the assistance of the Clergy of the Archdea- 
conry. Never in any three years in recent times have the Clergy, as a whole, 
worked for Diocesan Missions as in the past three years. 
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And again great praise may be given to the Layman’s League, and espe- 
cially to those members who have gone into the country places to do the 
Master’s service. At great sacrifice of personal comfort and expense have 
they done this work. We hear much of work done by members of the 
various Christian bodies, but I make bold to say that none of it surpasses 
that done by the earnest Churchmen of the Layman’s League. 

The starting of a work deserves much praise, when well done, but later 
on, when the newness has worn off and the material becomes used to the 
work, then the real trial takes place. That has been the case in several 
fields this last year. Men have concluded that they could no longer go out 
of the city, and some have been discouraged that apparently the work did 
not flourish under them as formerly. The truth is as above stated, and the 
work has settled down into a regular line. I am glad to be able to say that 
enough have been found to do the work, and in cases, progress has been 
made in the old fields. Though far from the ideal of three years ago, yet 
enough has been done to justify the Archdeaconry system. 

Sectional meetings have been held, and in every case they have been very 
beneficial. Primarily they are intended for the Clergy in the locality of the 
place where held. Some have thought they were only designed to stir up 
missionary zeal in the place where held. Not so, but for the convenience of 
the whole locality and the increase of Missionary zeal of all attending. 
The Archdeacon regrets that more of the city Clergy have not availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of these meetings in helping their brethren and 
of being helped. 


The members out of the city are expected to be present at the Annual 
Meeting, why not many from the city at these Sectional Meetings ? 


At five different places the Archdeacon has held a week of services, in these 
he has been assisted by several of the Clergy. These services have been 
found very useful in stirring up renewed interest in the work. 


During the Lenten Season the Archdeacon this year selected four places and 
gave them a regular Lenten Service each week. Itis hoped that the result 
may prove beneficial. 

Much time has been given to three places, owing to circumstances which 
seemed to demand such an expenditure of time. The results have justified 
the efforts. 

On Sunday, October 21st, a general exchange of the Clergy took place for 
the presentation of the cause of Diocesan Missions. Owing to the lack of 
data, for which the Archdeacon is not responsible, a comparison of the ex- 
penses of the Clergy and the money given by the laity cannot be made. In 
fact, owing to non-reporting places, even the full amount given on that date 
cannot definitely be stated. But of this there is a certainty that in very 
many places missionary work was given a great impetus, Whether the re- 
sults justified the expense and the sacrifice is not for the Archdeacon to say. © 
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Each in his own field must decide. Yet the Archdeacon does wish to record 
his grateful appreciation of the ready response given by all the Clergy. If 
it had no other result it was a great encouragement to him in his work as 
showing that all of his brethren were willing to help. 


The mite boxes were used again this year. It is with great regret that the 
Treasurer and Archdeacon cannot definitely state the number of places that 
used them, nor the amount secured by the use of the boxes. Very definite 
instruction and requests were made, and yet the responses have not been 
given. This year the Bishop has been able to make visits to some of the 
Missions, not officially for confirmation, but to help in the work, and such 
visits have helped the work to a great degree. In agreater degree than ever 
before has the Woman’s Auxiliary assisted the work of the Archdeaconry. 
The help given to some of the Missionaries has been of much value. The 
sooner all people begin to realize that we have true missionary work in this 
Diocese, and Missionaries working at less salary than many in the domestic 
field, the sooner will the needed money be given and good progress made. 
The greatest help has, this year, been given to our Indian Mission work. 


The greatest drawback this year has been the lack of the assistance given 
by the Clergy, who, under the Canon, could be asked to take services and 
communions in various parts of the field. Last year the Archdeacon could 
depend upon 33 Sundays. This year he has had only 15, and unless some 
change is made next year there will not be as many as that. Twice during 
the year were all stations that could support a Clergyman filled, but now at 
the end of the year many of these are vacant This is from various causes, 
some from sickness, and one by death. Suddenly, in December, the Rev. 
Francis Gilliat was called to his rest. He had worked many years in this 
Diocese, and much of the time in Mission Stations. He was a willing and 
earnest worker, and was busy up to the end. 


The work in its details has varied this year, as in all former years, some 
taking on new vigor and some seeming to be at a stand still. 


Attica. Soon after the last report Mr. Clough was taken away from here 
for a special work. But he had builded well and left the work in good shape 
for his successor. The League selected Mr. Lodge forthe place. Mr. Lodge 
was not satisfied to simply take what he found and continue it. He has 
gone on and made marked progress, so that as not for a long time has the 
work been in such good shape as now. Much credit is also due Mr. Griffith, 
of the parish, who has drilled the choir and put the music in fine shape. 


Belfast. Rev. Geo. A. Harvey has putina year of faithful work, driv- 
ing fourteen miles every Sunday to give them services, and much of the 
time driving the same for week-day services. Some removals and absences 
at school have hindered the work, yet progress has been made. 
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Belvidere. For a few months this field had been vacant except for infre- 
quent services given by the Archdeacon and others of the Clergy. In the 
Autumn Rev. J. N. Forbes was called as Rector at Belmont and took up 
the work here. Early in the winter he held a week of services and has got 
the work in good shape over there. He is the man for the place, and much 
progress will be made 


Brocton. Services have been held, as formerly, at the residence of Mrs. 
J. A Durham, at as nearly regular intervals as possible. All have been on 
week-day nights, and fairly well attended. Several of our people have 
moved away, and in such a field every one counts. The thanks are due to 
Mrs. Durham and her mother, Mrs. Moss, for the courtesy of the use of 
their parlors. 


Chautauqua, Hartfield and Mayville. In this field Rev. Mr. Ayers has put 
in another good year’s work. Both in the parish and at Hartfield many re- 
movals have hindered the work. At Chautauqua the usual good work has 
gone on during the Winter as well as the Summer. During the Summer the 
Church reached hundreds who had never seen or known the Church before. 


Depew was, last year, placed in charge of the Missionary Board. Imme- 
diately the services of the members of the Layman’s League were secured. 
Dr. M. D. Mann is now the regular member serving there. He has brought 
the work up in good shape. The Archdeacon and others of the Clergy have 
been there for communions as often as possible. Dr. Mann has arranged 
entertainments to help the fund for the new church. If the work is tomake 
much progress a church must soon be built here. 


Ellicottville. Rev. Dr. Gilliat ministered here until his death. He did a 
good work, which remains after him. The parish showed their appreciation 
by calling in subscriptions to end of current year, June Ist, and paying to 
the widow on the day of the funeral the salary in full to that date. Since 
then only infrequent services have been held. Now the people are busy 
preparing to call a new Rector. 


East Randolph and Randolph. During the year Rev. Mr. Smith has minis- 
tered most efficiently, in season and out. His health has broken down and 
he has had to resignthe work. Yethe has gotten things in better shape than 
before. At East Randolph a lot has been purchased and paid for. A large 
part of the funds are in hand for the new church. It will, doubtless, be 
begun soon and rapidly go on to completion. 


Franklinville. This place is the field that tries the patience of all. Preju- 
dice of the deepest kind has to be met, and often the lukewarmness of those 
who should be full of zeal in the work. Regular services have been held 
here by members of the League, Clergy and Archdeacon. It is hoped that 
another year more may be accomplished. 
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Friendship. For some time this field was vacant, and only such services 
were held as the Archdeacon and other Clergy could give. The Bishop has 
put Mr. Hurlbut in charge here. Mr. and Mrs. Hurlbut live in the upper 
rooms of the house, and are doing very good work. The Sunday School 
has doubled since he began the work there, and it is hoped that soon we 


may be able to begin the new church. 


Forestville and Silver Creek. Mr. Johnson resigned this work early last 
Summer, and the Archdeacon and Layman’s League, with local readers, 
carried on the services until the Autumn, when Rev. Charles W. Pullen was 
placed in charge. It was thought necessary to secure a priest for this work, 
and the Board made the largest appropriation it has ever made to any one 
place, viz , $400 00 per year. This was done hoping that the services of Mr. 
Pullen would soon advance the work to better facilities for self support. 
Not two quarters have passed, so we cannot say yet whether such will be 
the result. Mr. Pullen is hard at the work. 


Gowanda. The use of the Baptist house of worship has been secured and 
regular services have been held, the members of the League taking charge 
of most of them. Progress has been made and the people are much inter- 
ested. A fine choir has been trained, and the music is of the best. The 
income from the monthly service at the State Hospital is being saved for the 
new church. In the near future a lot will be secured, and then steps taken 


for a church. 


Hamburg and S. Philip's, Buffalo. Rev. Mr. Milne continues his good 
work in both places At S. Philip’s many needed repairs and improvements 
have been made. All of them paid for, to a large extent, by the offerings 
of the people Soon the interior is to be redecorated. Large congregations 
assemble, and the Spiritual work grows as well. At Hamburg regular ser- 
vices are held and much growth has been made. The people showed their 
appreciation of their Rector by increasing the salary offered. 


Hinsdale. As in former years, infrequent services are held on week days. . 
Here, in this village, where the population is less and less each year, the 
most that can be done is to minister to those there. 


Irving. Mr. Clough being asked to take up a special work was put in 
charge of the work here last May. He has been as earnest as when he was 
in charge formerly. Good progress is being made and the Sunday School 
is flourishing. The church is about ready for consecration. o 


Little Valley. Up to Lent services were regularly held here by the Rector 
of Salamanca. Since then the services are irregular, as the Rector’s work 
ended at Salamanca. This is the County seat of Cattaraugus County, and 
that demands that we keep the work in shape and soon have a church there. 
It is one of the places where work may require time before results are seen. 
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Orchard Park and S. Bartholomew, Buffalo. Rev. Mr. Stevens is still 
working in these places under Rev. Dr. Smith. At S. Bartholomew regular 
services, with the assistance of the Layman’s League, are kept up. Many 
removals have checked the growth, perhaps have prevented this ever becom- 
ing a parish, yet,much good work is being done. At Orchard Park good 
progress is being made, the greater part of the $1,000.00 indebtedness is 
raised, and soon it is hoped to wipe out all debts. 


Perry. The Archdeacon, with some assistance from other Clergy, has 
held regular Wednesday evening services in the Universalist house of wor- 
ship. On October 15th, the Bishop laid the corner stone of the new church. 
The progress of building has been slow owing to the lateness of the season. 
It is hoped to open it early in June for services. The village is still grow- 
ing, and many of our church people are coming there. On the opening of 
the Church we hope to have a man to take up the work and try to get the 
old parish once more into fine working condition. 


Sinclairville, The work has gone on here as formerly. The people have 

to depend upon the Archdeacon and very infrequent Lay services. The sit- 
uation of the village is such as to preclude any help from Buffalo. The 
work has gone on, and at Easter the offering was $25.00 for the closing up 
of the debt, and $3.60 for Missions. The funds are in hand to paint the 
church. There has been a delay in the consecration of the church owing to 
the deed being among the papers of the late Bishop, and not, as yet, secured. 


Springville. During the past year this Mission has been under the Lay- 
man’s League, with occasional services by the Archdeacon and other Clergy- 
men. Mr. Gair ministers here very acceptably. The children have raised 
the money for a new font, which will soon be placed in the church. 


Tonawanda. For a short time this important work was placed in charge 
of a Clergyman, but he soon left for promising fields, financially. The 
Bishop has placed Mr. Herrick in charge. He lives among the people and 
is doing good work. An excellent Sunday School is carried on here. The 
building that was bought and remodeled has all been paid for, and now the 
people are working to pay for the lot. When that is.done a church can be 
built. Those in charge.of this work deserve much credit. 


The Archdeacon and other Clergy have held occasional services at Hume 
and Caneadea, in Allegany County; at Castile and Silver Springs, in Wy- 
oming County. These services were for a few of our people living in those 
villages. 


At the suggestion and direction of the Bishop, the Archdeacon, Rev. Mr. 
Johnson and Mr. Clough, early last Spring, made a visit to the Cattaraugus 
Reservation. After thoroughly going over the western part of it, decided to 
start Missionary work there. As far as can be found out, this is the first 


work for the Seneca Indians our Church has ever done. Mr. Clough, while 
9 : : 
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at Irving, had formed the acquaintance of these people, and was thought to 
be the man for this work. In May, the Archdeacon and Mr. Clough made 
another visit to the Reservation, and decided to begin work in Indian School 
House, No. 2. Fortunately for this work the Rector of S. Paul’s Church 
was willing to continue his scheme of last year, and had his Sunday School 
help start this one. So the Sunday School of S. Paul’s Church gave the li- 
brary and all the needed catechisms, etc., and also an organ, in fact, placed 
the school in good working order. Mr. Clough began the last Sunday in 
May, and has held regular sessions every Sunday afternoon. This has been 
followed by much week-day visitation. It has.been a pleasure for the Arch- 
deacon to goonsomeof these visits among the people, and thus get to know 
these families. ' When visiting Irving for communion, he has gone with Mr. 
Clough and held service in this school house. Three adults and ten children 
have been baptized ; more are to follow. The expenses of Mr. Clough have 
been met by the Woman’s Auxiliary of the city of Buffalo, and with the con- 
tinued assistance of S. Paul’s Sunday School and the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
even greater success is looked for. Well may we ask your prayers for this, 
our first work, among the Seneca Indians. 


During the year the Archdeacon has baptized 31, buried 5, married 7, Holy 
Communion, public 93, private 5, by others, 21; public services, 261, ser- 
mons 175, addresses 54, catechising 37, calls 1,008, besides much correspond- 
ence. The Archdeacon wishes to thank the Clergy for their assistance, and 
also the Layman’s League for the continued cordial relations and great as- 
sistance they have rendered. 


Another year the people of the Missions have extended a cordial hospital- 
ity on all his visits. He has been cheered and encouraged in his work. To 
all he returns his thanks.

The work done for Christ and His Church in these places by these brethren 
has been faithful, and for the most part notably efficient. Quietly, modestly, 
patiently, yet faithfully, cheerfully and heroically our diocesan missionaries are 
fulfilling their sacred duties. How glad I should be if some word of mine might 
win for them a fairer measure of appreciation and more creditable compensation 
for the support of themselves and their families. The field is not sodistant as to 
gain enchantment; there have been no butchering Boxers to excite resentful 
sympathy ; no national humorist has so maliciously maligned the laborers as to 
concentrate upon them the indignant generosity of chivalrous Christians ; yet, 
the field has a romance all its own; the work has an importance, real and crit- 
ical; it is (to say the least) unintelligent for any of us to remain indifferent to. 
this department of church extension. Giving all due consideration to the prob- 
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lems accompanying the phenomenal growth of our modern cities, at the same 
time let there be a frank and full recognition of our large and urgent responsi- 


bility for the immense rural population of this section of the Empire State. 
There is present and pressing need for what this church has in trust to contrib- 
ute to the ethical and spiritual life of the thousands in scattered villages here- 
abouts. We are shamelessly behindhand in comparison with other religious bod- 
ies. We have the men and the means, as well as the Master’s mandate and 
message, We need a wider and a clearer realization of the facts in the case; 
leadership which will inspire confidence, and a prayerful enterprise which smiles 
at difficulties and trusts God for results, 


Your Board of Missions has held eight meetings since the last Council, and 
has shown an increasing capacity for practical helpfulness. The subdivision of 
the Board into committees with definite duties has this year resulted in a larger 
measure of co-operation. The laymen have bettered their record so considerably 
as to justify the expectation that the next Archdeacon will not have to grapple 
the money problem alone. Some of the difficult subjects which have claimed 
their earnest counsel have been, (a) how to meet the doubled demand of the 
Deaf Mute mission without serious retrenchment in other directions ; (b) how to 
save the Fairport property from foreclosure proceedings by the American Church 
Building Fund Commission ; (c) the propriety of attempting to revive the aban- 
doned mission on Monroe avenue ; (d) how best totake advantage of the propo- 
sition of S. Paul’s Church to strengthen the work in East Rochester; and (e) the 
investigation of the legal complications in connection with the management of 
the cemetery at Allen’s Hill. For their painstaking attention to such business 
and for their faithful performance of routine duties the Board deserve special 
thanks this year, and I take pleasure in expressing my grateful appreciation of 
their very valuable assistance to the Archdeacon. 


The new places entered during the year are Spencerport, Himrods and Mace- 
don, together with Manchester, Springwater, Despatch and Gorham, where ser- 
vices were begun a year ago. 


With the enthusiastic co-operation of Mr. Littell, the Rector of S. Luke’s, 
Brockport, we have made a modest beginning in Spencerport, which we trust 
may not be without permanent results. On the oth of November service was 
‘held in Goff’s Hall, under noticeably pioneer conditions ; a blizzard without. In 
response to one hundred circulars conspicuously posted about the town /ve resi- 
dents assembled, unfamiliar with the Prayer Book, and with the three zealous 
friends from Brockport, accomplished the service. Four visits have been since 
made with increasing attendance and interest. The adherents are now about as 
numerous as the original Apostolic group, the local denominationalists exhibit 
accustomed inhospitality, and the prospect for immediate success is not glowing, 
but good seed is being sown, and in due time we shall reap if we faint not. 


Macedon is a thriving village about four miles east of Palmyra, where I held 
an interesting first service on the evening of October toth last. Through the in- 
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fluence of Mr. Burton D. Bagley, one of the local church buildings was gratui- 
tously opened for us, and spirited music furnished by the excellent choir; the 
large congregation present intelligently followed the evening prayer leaflet, and 
ten eager churchfolk made themselves known to me before leaving. The joy 
reflected on the countenances of these faithful few, and the fervor with which 
they discussed the proposition for future ministrations were eloquent appeals 
for established supervision of the field. : 


Half way between Dresden and Dundee is the railroad junction of Himrods, 
overlooking the unrivalled Seneca Lake. Years ago the services of the church 
were supplied with regularity ; but for a long period our influence was with- 
drawn. In October last, Mr. Davisand I called there as we were driving through, 
and next month regular Sunday afternoon services were commenced by the en- 
terprising missionary at Dundee. The attendance has been large and the inter- 
est increases. In December I administered the Holy Communion to a devout 
company in the large hall over a vacant store room. There are unusual signs 
of promise about this venture. Some arrangement should be made toassist Mr. 
Davis here during the summer months when the weekly ministrations at Glen- 
ora also are to be supplied. 


On the second Sunday of each month I have officiated in an empty store at 
Manchester. Mr. J. B. Stoll has been most zealous and helpful in providing the 
room and enlisting the interest of residents ; on one occasion crowding the space 
with the local W. C. T. U. to hear a sermon upon the principles and work of 
the Church Temperance Society. With the retirement of Mr. Jordan, the Lay- 
Reader at Shortsville, next month, it will be necessary to provide someone for 
these important points. 


At Springwater I have maintained ministrations somewhat intermittently dur- 
ing the year, sometimes officiating in the Reformed Church, again in the home 
of Dr. Knickerbacker, and last month in the Presbyterian Church. In June I 
baptized two adults (Mrs. Willis and Miss Capron), who with Miss Winifred Smith 
are awaiting confirmation. A few miles distant is the large town of Wayland, 
where we should be exerting an influence ; during the year a church family, F. 
A. Degraw, from Hammondsport, have moved in and are ready to co-operate in 
any effort to introduce the church. 


At Gorham on the Middlesex branch of the Lehigh Valley we have maintained 
the ground won last year, and should move forward to greater things in the near 
future. Last summer a popular young school teacher died suddenly under such 
circumstances as to evoke the sympathy of all; she had learned enough of the 
church to love it, and requested that our service should be said at her burial ; 
_ upon telephonic summons the clergyman added to his already busy Sunday a 
drive of thirty miles in the heat of the day to fulfill her dying wish; the country 
side was in attendance, and in reverent procession proceeded from the house of 
mourning to the cemetery. That funeral meant much for the church there- 
abouts. 
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Not long afterwards on a moonlight night a carry-all filled with interesting 
churchfolk from Geneva drove the twenty miles to attend evening service in the 
upper room in Gorham; Mr. Kearton assisted the Archdeacon in the prayers, 
and Mrs. Kearton presided at the organ; and the memory lingers of the hearti- 
est service yet held there. 

I spent the 6th of October last in Vap/es, the terminus of this branch, calling 

amongst the people and arranging for a future service. It is asserted that the 
settlement of this thriving town began in 1790; they claim to-day a population 
of 1200. Situated at the other end of the lake from Canandaigua where our 
church has always been so flourishing, it'is an amazement and a reproach that 
we should yet be without a footholdthere. The few residents whose names have 
been given to me as belonging to the church, have not encouraged the proposi- 
_ tion to begin services amongst them; one man declaring that he and his family . 
have wandered off into the delusions of Christian Science. The inaccessibility 
of the town and the inconvenience of the train schedule seriously interfere with 
efforts to serve the place from a distance. But the very difficulties of the task 
challenge our enterprise and faith, and we trust that the entrance which we have 
been recently seeking may within another year be found and a promising work 
be launched. It is altogether too important a village for the church to neglect. 

The other new point approached is Despatch, a town of but recent growth 
around the shops of the Merchants Despatch Company, situated within sight of 
Fairport. Our services were attracting creditable congregations and exciting 
considerable interest. Last summer I baptized half a dozen children, and lay- 
readers from Rochester were lending assistance, when the two families upon 
whom we most relied were compelled to move from the town, and the Metho- 
dists were spurred to more aggressive efforts and built a church, and our follow- 
ing dwindled. With the constant shifting of the population we can hope for the 
advent of some loyal family by whose influence we may be helped to revive the 
work, and to that end we should maintain an oversight of the place, ready to 
improve a recurring opportunity. 

I have thus called your attention to these new points first, because I wish to 
indicate where openings have been a preparing for resident missionaries. There 
should be three more pastors at work in this field ; one for the Middlesex valley 
to develop Gorham and Naples ; ancther for the Erie line to serve Springwater 
and Wayland, with perhaps Livonia and Avoca; and a third to care for Shorts- 
ville, Manchester, South Phelps, with perhaps S. Andrews, Geneva. This is 
but the natural penalty of turning an Archdeacon loose on the errand of church 
extension. The wedge has been inserted; you must now drive it home or 
someone’s fingers will be pinched. , 

The other new points need no resident presbyters yet, but can best be sup- 
plied on that never-to-be-discarded principle of ‘‘ the next towns,”’ so reverently 
incorporated in our Bishop Coxe prayer. Spencerport adjoins Brockport, Him- 
rods goes with Dresden, as Glenora with Dundee, and Despatch with Rochester, 
and Macedon with Palmyra, and Wolcott or Savannah with Clyde, and Kendall 
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or Hulburton with Holley, and Lyndonville or Ridgeway with Medina, as Ber- 
gen with Batavia; and Savona with Bath. If we of the Clergy really mean 
‘*Thy kingdom come,” the hour has struck for us to answer such Macedonian 
cries with labors and gifts hitherto unknown. It may sound extravagant to 
summon Christianity to ‘‘ The Evangelization of the world in this generation, 
but it is sober sense and seasonable to demand of this Archdeaconry that such 
a campaign as has been outlined above should be at once inaugurated. 

We have held several fine sectional conferences during the year. On the 14th 
and 15th of February, at Hornellsville, the Clergy of that district met and com- 
bined the missionary sessions and services with a pre Lenten devotional day. 
Large congregations assembled the first evening in the parish church and in the 
mission chapel at Canisteo. The addresses were thoughtful and stimulating 
Friday began with the Lord’s Supper and a sermon on ‘‘ The Sanctuary of Mis- 
sions.” The morning passed with the brethren in prayers and meditations on 
I. Corinthians, vi., and the day closed with discussions on Archdeaconry needs 
and methods, Sunday School progress and systems, and a learned exegetical 
essay. The tremendous snow-fall of that week minimized the attendance, but 
all told, it was a most profitable and enjoyable meeting. But altogether the 
most successful Sectional Conference we have held was that which was gathered 
under the ingenious management of Rev. C. T. Walkley in Zion Church, Palmyra, 
on Wednesday, October toth. The striking feature was the very large company 
of laymen and women, representing the neighboring towns as well as the par- 
ish, which so hospitably entertained us. The Rector of Lyons led a body of 
twenty delegates from his congregation ; Dr. Hayes brought an equally notice- 
able group from Phelps, Wayne county was out in force, and, of course, an 
enthusiastic conference resulted. The secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Diocese came from Rochester and presented the subject of the Auxiliary’s 
methods and needs delightfully. The new president of the Auxiliary addressed 
us, and felicitously introduced an animated discussion of the merits of the De 
Lancey School for Girls at Geneva. Judge McLouth read a spirited paper upon 
the Duties of Vestrymen, and other timely topics were ably opened by clerical 
appointees. The day closed with a hearty missionary service in the parish 
church, and another in the nearby village of Macedon. The idea of inviting 
to these conferences not only the three canonical delegates, but men and women 
generally from the neighboring towns, is too good to be forgotten. Imitate the 
Palmyra model, and no one will again complain that such meetings are un- 
profitable. 

The bright hopes expressed a year ago: in reference to our new venture in 
Dundee have been fully realized, and at last we are equipped with a sub- 
stantial and beautiful church in this thriving town. Such work as Mr. Davis has 
done here this past year is beyond praise ; a deacon pursuing the course of study 
for priest’s orders, and at the same time ministering to four widely separated 
congregations, undertakes the erection of achurch. Himself the carpenter and 
builder, he toils with his laborers week by week, and within the year completes 
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the sacred fabric, representing a valuation of full $5,000. {[tis, I believe, an 
unexampled accomplishment hereabouts. The memory of it should be kept 
alive as a perpetual incentive to us all. I venture to propose a vote of appreci- 
ation to Mr. Davis and his co-laborers. I would include in this unusual honor 
those without whom the result could not have been accomplished; chiefly, Mr. 
George P. Lord, who has given $700, and advanced $2,800 more, without secur- 
ity ; and also the Harpending family, who donated the most desirable lot avail- 
able in the town, worth $350. Tothe Sunday Schools of the Archdeaconry large 
credit is due for enabling me to urge on the project, in that they contributed 
$407.39 a year ago during Advent; an amount which later Sunday School gifts 
have swelled to $525. The excavation for this church was begun in June last, 
the foundation stone was laid on the 30th ot October, and the first service was 
held in the finished structure on the Feast of the Epiphany, January 6th. The 
joy over it all will be unqualified when the present loan of $2,800 shall have been 
met, and the worthy sanctuary may be consecrated to the glory of the Triune 
God. 

Among the treasured memorials already received’ is a marble font from the 
Babies’ Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Diocese, a duplicate of that one 
which the same organization donated a year earlier to the Union Hill Chapel. 
What a happy idea, thus to associate the little ones of the kingdom with the 
baptismal equipment of each new mission! The canonical steps preliminary to 
the admission of a congregation into union with the Diocese were all duly taken 
by these people a year ago, and their formal application for recognition as an or- 
ganized Mission, with the name of Grace Church, Dundee, was duly submitted, 
and should have come before the Council for final sanction; it should, without 
fail, be favorably endorsed at this session. 

Mr. Davis’ work in the parish of S. John’s, Dresden, has had to assume sec- 
ondary importance this past year as a natural consequence of Dundee’s compel- 
ling claim upon his time and strength, but there has been faithful and fruitful 
work among this people nevertheless, and the future will witness yet more of it. 
Up to three years ago this congregation felt they did their utmost if they paid 
$roo for occasional sacraments and lay reading ; it was the audacity of faith to 
invite a married man to move in, and promise him $600 annually ; two years 
have passed and the difficulties have been solved in walking, Dresden pays its 
half and Dundee the balance, fully and gladly. Reliable information was re- 
ceived more than a year ago of a small bequest to S. John’s Church, left by a 
Mr. Nicholas, who lately died in Lawrence, Kansas. This money should be 
paid upon the formal demand of the Bishop, lodged with the County Clerk in 
Lawrence. 

The Church of the Ascension, Rochester, has also successfully engaged in a 
constructural enterprise this past year. The nave of the handsome new church 
has been built at a cost of about $4,500. Mr. Addison LeBoutillier, of Boston, 
is the architect, and has prepared a strikingly meritorious design ; the section 
erected this year communicates with the old church through large folding doors, 
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thus more than doubling the seating capacity. The work has been paid for alt 
but about $400, which Mr. LeBoutillier hopes to secure speedily. 

The friends of All Saints’ Mission, Rochester, have experienced conflicting 
emotions this year. The effort to secure the balance of the assessment due for 
city improvements in the neighborhood was not successful, and in December the 
municipal authorities seized the property for debt. Dr. Parnell has continued 
his faithful and most welcome pastoral labors undaunted, and the thriving Sun- 
day School has rounded out another year of progress. The invaluable assistance, 
so often rendered by the members of the parsonage household, has seldom been 
more commendable than that which has been freely given by the devoted and 
cultivated family of the missionary here. I cannot refrain from recording at 
least this tribute to those whose co-operation has been beyond price. In Janu- 
ary a committee from the vestry of S. Paul’s Church met with the Board of Mis- 
sions and submitted a proposition to assume responsibility for the development 
of the church’s interests in the All Saints district. After acareful consideration 
of the generous offer, and with the written assent of Dr. Rarnell, the Board re- 
ferred the project to the Bishop with their unanimous approval. With such an 
arrangement consummated the crushing financial burden upon the property will 
be removed, and under the aggressive operations which this strong parish con- 
templates, the mission should speedily rise to the great opportunities of this pop- 
ulous and growing section. I feel sure that I will not be misunderstood when [ 
add that only one amendment might be suggested to such a liberal proposition 
from such a people ready to further the cause of church extension ; and that is 
this: The Board of Missions itself might well be entrusted to dispense there 
larger sums and superintend the more extensive undertakings. It should ensure 
better results all round, if the donors committed the business not to inexperienced. 
experimenters, but to an expert group of missionary authorities. To make the 
cause of Diocesan Missions successful, two simple rules are fundamental, Ist, 
elect the best men available to your Board, and 2nd, trust those men, and sup- 
portthem. Meet their appeals with that responsive sense of obligation which 
asks not how little must I give up, but rather how much can I contribute. In 
their despairing effort to satisfy the Egyptian demand for bricks without straws, 
it would prove a veritable god-send, if one with a generous impulse toward the 
work should recognize the wisdom of placing his gift in ¢kezy hands for admin- 
istration. The time has come when this policy should be widely adopted by 
those whom God has honored with the stewardship of money. 

There is apparently small prospect of ever receiving from the parochial Gots 
lections even sufficient to provide for the minimum of necessary work in the 
field. The very limited operations, as yet undertaken, have been made possible 
only by reason of the income from the Permanent Missionary Fund. With 
the decline in rates of interest, we will be compelled to reduce our already 
meager appropriations. If there is to be any extension of our operations, 
there must be immediate and measurable additions to the principal of this Per- 
manent Missionary Fund. To-day it aggregates $32,000; it should be raised at 
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once to a full $50,000, and sooner or later each Archdeaconry should have such 
an amount with which to supplement its quarterly collections. We commend 
this indispensable Fund as worthy of remembrance in the wills of the faithful. 

Resisting the temptation to outline the other features of the year’s experience 
—some of which, at least, are quite as noteworthy as the foregoing—lI report 
that the official acts of your Archdeacon include: Baptisms, 28 infants and 4 
adults ; confirmations, 3, with four more classes ready ; marriages, 3; burials, 
I2 ; morning prayer, 67;'evening prayer, 125; litany, 29; Holy Communion, 
public 78, private 3; sermons, 194; addresses, 44; catechisings and instruc- 
tions, 32 ; meetings of the Board, 8; sectional conferences, 3; vestry meetings, 
16; congregational consultations, 28 ; committee sessions, 37; with constant 
journeyings and continuous correspondence. 

The Treasurer reports that he has paid out $3,901.92, and has $313.20 special

fund, and $70.45 general balance, which, together with another 
$75, subject to the order of the Archdeacon, makes a total for the year of 
$4,357.57, to which should be added several hundred dollars more not passing 
through our treasury, but quite as truly given for Diocesan Missions. A grand 
total, fully up to our best previous record. An itemized statement of receipts 
and disbursements follows : 

The Advent gifts of the Sunday Schools amounted to $408 86, a larger sum 
than ever before. It was distributed equally between four missions to help pay 
for the properties in each—Fairport, Union Hill, Livonia and Charlotte—and 
greatly stimulated the courage and energies of these struggling congregations. 
We cannot too frequently express our profound thanks to these royal helpers in 
the various Sunday Schools. The offerings this past year for the work amongst 
Deaf Mutes amounted to $256.62, as against $79.68 the year before. The re- 
ceipts from the permanent fund, however, have been but $690.27, a falling off, 
which accounts in part for the slight deficit with which we close the accounts. 
I append a comparative tabular statement which exhibits the amounts received 
during the six years of the Archdeaconry experience, and those received for the 
six years just antedating the present system :

In thus submitting the report of our work for the past year, we bring toa 
close our responsibility for this department of church endeavor. For six years 
you have honored me in the office of Archdeacon. It might serve a useful pur- 
pose if we should here review the results of these vears, and draw a comparison 
between conditions in this district then and now. ButI refrain. Permit me 
merely to say that in declining the honor of a re-appointment, which has come 
to me through the favoring ballots of the convocation and the concurrence of 
the Bishop. I am inexpressibly grateful for the unnumbered tokens of fraternal 
affection accorded to me by both clergy and laity. This has been the richest 
period of my life in the formation of friendships, which I trust may be eternal. 
The severance of a relationship, fruitful in this wise, is no light matter, quite 
apart from the question of turning away from a field in which our humble efforts 
‘have been dignified by unmistakable signs of God’s favor. Without dwelling 
upon the causes which have led me thus deliberately to refuse the re-election, I 
believe that you recognize that they are serious enough to justify and compel 
the course I take. To one and all who have so largely aided our work I make 
heartfelt acknowledgments—to the lay-readers, the Woman’s Auxiliary, the 
Juniors in the Sunday School, the Babies’ Branch, and many others. May their 
interest and helpfulness increase with every year. I can offer no better wish to 
my successor than he may find amongst you all the same loyal and liberal sym- 
pathy and co-operation which you have so freely showered upon your first 
Archdeacon.

Annexed to this report isa tabular statement showing the particulars of the 


mortgages held in the Episcopate Fund. 
10 : 
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By comparing this statement with that submitted last year it will be observed 
that several mortgages have been paid off during the year, and others have 
been reduced. These changes in the status of the principal fund have been as 
follows : 

Mortgage of William A. Brooks has been reduced from $2,000 to $1,500, 
upon the call of the Trustees, in order to bring this security within safer limits. 

The mortgage of Edwin Green, which was reported last year at $300, has 
been paid off during the year. 

The mortgage of Clara M. Houck, reported last year at $1,900, has been re- 
duced to $1,700. 

The mortgage of Charles W. Le Baron, reported last year at $1,000, has 
been reduced to $500. , 

The mortgages of Christian Weisert and Simon P. Swift, for $500 and $950 
respectively, credited last year to the De Lancey Fund, have been redeemed 
and paid off during the current year. 

The interest on all the mortgages held by the Fund, which is due at the time 
of this report, has been paid with the exception of the Sarah E: Sullivan mort- 
gage, on which the semi-annual interest due May tenth has not yet been paid, 
though we are assured it will be within the thirty days of grace usually allowed. 

The real estate held by the Trustees is carried for what it cost to buy it in on 
foreclosure. The farm in Oswego County, which for many years has been car- 
ried as an asset of the value of $1,971.01, and which was sold for taxes in 1895, 
according to all our information, is not worth redeeming from the tax sale, and 
has been charged off. 

The Lockport property is not readily salable, and is non-productive. 

The farm near Brockport is held under a land contract, but the purchaser has 
never been able to pay more than the annual interest upon the purchase price, 
which is equivalent to a fair rental for the same. 

The Rochester real estate is rented and produces a good return upon the cost. 

The Buffalo real estate is non-productive, and we have been unable to effect 
a sale thereof, though we have some hopes that with the return of better condi-_ 
tions in real estate, this property may be sold within the present year without 
any loss. i 

The principal of the Episcopate Fund has been increased during the year by 
the payment of a legacy bequeathed to the Fund by the terms of the last will 
and testament of the late Hon. James M. Smith, Chancellor of the Diocese, 


amounting to $3,000.

As compared with last year, the receipts show a gain of $674.71 in the offer- 
ings from the parishes received through the Treasurer of the Diocese, anda 
loss of $609.30 in the income from the invested fund. This loss is more ap- 
parent than real. It is largely accounted for by the fact that last year’s state- 
ment included about $200 in deferred rents and about $100 in anticipated iriterest. 
This year’s income also does not include the semi-annual interest due June Ist 
on the large balance of cash to the credit of the principal of the fund, which will 
amount to about $175. There has been, as our last two annual reports have 
pointed out that there would be, a loss in income, due to the reduction of the 
rates of interest. 

This has, however, been offset ip a large measure by the increment from the 
bequest of $3,000 from the late Judge Smith. 

For the first time in several years we have been able to pay the Bishop’s sal- 
ary in full, and meet all taxes and other expenses. The only unpaid obligation 
is the salary of the Bishop for four months, $1,666.64. The Trustees hope that 
next year they will be able to reduce this indebtedness by at least one month’s 
salary, provided the offering from the parishes is not less than it was this past 
year.

RIGHT REVEREND AND DEAR SIR:—In compliance with your request the 
undersigned have examined the annual report of Mr. James P. Mellen, Treas- 
urer of the Parochial Fund, for the year ending April 30, 1901. We find that 
the securities held by the Treasurer correspond with his statement, and that he 
has proper vouchers for his disbursements. 

The Treasurer’s commission of 5% of the income of mortgages has been car- 
ried forward as a charge against next year’s accounts. The amount thereof,

No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for printing 
unless so directed by a vote of the Council, or unless the Committee recom- 
mend some legislation in regard thereto. 


VI. Motions, Notices, and Resolutions to be considered by the Council 
may be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Commit- 
tees, and ‘called for the matters to be respectively referred to them. But the 
Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at any time. 


VII. On the second and every succeeding day of the Council, after 
Divine Service, the Order of Business shall not be changed without the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present, which Order of Business shall 
be as follows ; 


Calling of the Roll of the Council. 

Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day. 
Report of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 
Reports of the Standing Committees of the Council. 
Reports from Special Committees. 

Unfinished Business.

7. Motions, Resolutions, and Miscellaneous Business. 


VIII. The Order of the Day for every annual meeting of the Council at 
Io o'clock A. M. on the second day shall be the election of- the Standing Com- 
mittee, and of Deputies to the General Convention, and the election of any 
persons to supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund for the 
Support of the Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial Fund, 
and of De Veaux College; also of the Treasurer of the Council. 


IX. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from 
the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


X. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded and when sec- 
onded, it shall be stated by the President before debate ; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any 
member. 


XI. If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, 
they may be separated at the call of any member into so many several 
motions. 
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XII. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, ex- 
cept (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (3) to 
postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; and motions 
for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus named 


XIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate ; and if it be negatived, it 
shall not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 


XIV. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by the 
sound of voices ; but any member may require a count of the votes; or pre- 
vious-to a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas and 
nays to be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the Clerical 
members, and the names of Churches and Missions represented ; and the 
votes shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may be taken 
by orders on the call of any five members, and when so taken the votes shall 
be recorded in like manner. 


XVI. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the 
same question without leave of the House. 


XVII. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor 
without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on 
said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVIII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the Chair. 


XIX. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to 
vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded, 
without record of a motion to that effect made on a previous day, 


XX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XXI. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to preside; or 
the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary of the pre- 
ceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or Senior 
Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the 
Council has been organized. Thena President sro tempore shail be elected 
from among the Presbyters present, who shall make the appointments 
ordinarily assigned to the Bishop, or under his direction. 


XXII. The Council shall open its sessions at 9.30 A. M., and unless other- 
wise ordered, take a recess from I to 3 P. M., and from 5.30 to 7 30 P M. 
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
